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James Bryce, the new British ambassador 
to the United States, on his first visit to Chi- 
cago, succeeded in convincing all of those 
who have met him that he is a diplomat of no 
mean ability. 

The feat that proved this fact was accom- 
plished last evening, when he delivered an 
address at a banquet of the Commercial 
club, talking for two hours upon the munici- 
pal issues which but a few days ago awak- 
ened such partisan strife in Chicago. 

The ambassador touched upon nearly every 
one of the issues which were the caube of 
scores of heated debates during the cam- 
paign just closed, argued out the many points 
at issue, called attention to the various 
phases of politics in Great Britain, and never 
once trod on the toes of any of the guests at 
the banquet, at which were representatives 
probably of all the political parties. 


Handles “Live Wire” Safely. 

“Of course it is understood that an am- 
bassador must not handle live topics,”’ said 
the ambassador frankly as he beg his 
address. “It would be as dangerous for me 
to take up any issues that now are alive in 
the United States or England as to grasp a 
live wire and expect to escape injury.” 

But in spite of this assertion Mr. Bryce took 
up the questions that are considered to be as 
“live” as any that may be found. As he 
talked the slight form of the gray haired 
diplomat swayed back ahd forth over the 
banquet table, and he smiled the engaging 
smile at his hearers that would match the 
cheerful Roosevelt countenance. 


Finds Merits in City. 

He had many compliments for Chicago and 
Chicagoans, and, better still, he delivered 
them in such e@ convincing manner that all 
who heard him became immediately con- 
vinced that the author of “ The American 
Commonwealth” had discovered merits in 
their city and them that they themselves had 
not appreciated. 

Mr. Bryce, while in Chicago, is the guest 
of the Commercial club, and the banquet in 
the large banquet hall at the Auditorium 
hotel was given fin his honor, Every chair in 
the hall was taken, there being about 250 
guests present, The hall was draped from 
end to end with red roses and American and 
British flags which were gracefully inter- 
| twined over the head of the guest of the }- 
evening. 


Speech of Ambassador Bryce. 

. Bryce was introduced by President 
Georgé E. Adams. The ambassador sald in 
part: 

“TIT am much gratified by your invitation 
to visit Chicago, and I have been extremely 
interested by what I have seen and heard 
already in a.city which has made such amaz- 
ing' progress. Iam also proud to be the guest 
of your club. It was with some alarm thatI 
agreed to address a mercantile club, sup- 
posing that I should have to talk to you on 
business topics, for although I was once 
president of the board of trade in England, I 
have not for the last ten years been able to 
follow the development in an adequate way 
of mercantile questions. 

* But I understand that your club doesnot 
mainly occupy itself with matters of trade. 
I now understand that you are in reality an 
association of poets and philosophers de- 
yoted to the adornment of Chicago and the 
amelioration of its social conditions; that 
you might, itn fact, be described by the Amer- 
ican name of a village improvement society. 


Calls Chicago Large Village. 

“ You have a large village to improve. Chi- 
cago is now, I believe, in point of area about 
the largest city in the world, while its popula- 
tion is growing more rapidly than that of any 
other great city. It is a city especially in- 
teresting to the student of political and mu- 
nicipal life, because it has all the latest and 
most advanced ideas, and it tries to give 
effect to them. It throws energy and self- 
confidence into everything it attempts. 

“To you hére in Chicago, New York ap- 
pears old fashioned, and I am told you regard 
Philadelphia and Boston as being actual! 
fossils, and, indeed, fossils of the paleozoioc 
period. 

Modern Civic Problema. 

“You have asked me to talk to you a little 
about the modern civic problems. The dif- 
ficulty of talking on this subject is tnat it 
comes dangerously near to certain live issues 
which a person in my official post ought no 
more to touch than he would handle a live 
wire or step on a live rail. 

“You have, I hear, recently had an elec- 
tion in Chicago. I have taken all possible 
pains to know nothing about thatelection. f 
do not know what the issues involved were, 
and, indeed, know nothing more about it than 
the faces of the two candidates for the office 
of mayor, which I have seen pictorially dis- 
played on blank walls, both gentlemen ap- 
pearing to possess in a high degree the merits 
both of personal amiability and forceful 
energy. Please, therefore, to understand 
that my ideas are drawn, not from recent 
American phenomena, but from reflection on 
these problems as they have emerged and 
been debated in England during these last 
thirty years. 

Election in a Modern City. 

“ The first question is this: What sort ofa 
community is the modern city? It ig quite 
different from the ancient aity, which was a 
small independent community. The modern 
city stands inside a great state and «6 great 
nation. It has its municipal charter, but 
only a limited power of lawmaking. What 
we call politics lies within the action of the 
nation and the national government. Ac- 
eordingly the question which the inhabitants 
of a modern city have to settle are matters 
of business and administration. A city elec- 
tion ought, therefore, to turn only upon ques- 
tions that are within the range of municipal 
action: Hence it would seem that city offi- 
clals ought to be chosen because their opin- 
ions upon matters which lie within the sphere 
of city action are deemed gound by the ma- 
jority of the citizens, and because the citizens | 
have confidence in their honesty and their | 
capacity. 

“ Nevertheless, so persuasive ds the influ- 
ence of national party spirit that in England 
and Scotland many cities conduct their city 
elections largely upon party lines, and I un- 
derstand that that is even more the case in

“Don’t Open the Books.’ 


“TI don’t know that it is desirable to open 
the books at all,”” said Mr. Herrick, when 
the ravishing beefsteak harmony had died 
down. “ Not long ago Mr. Harriman opened 
them a little way and we see what a sensa- 
tion resulted in Washington.

Thurston Attacks Roosevelt. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 6.—[Special.]—Ata@ 
dinner given by the Young Republican club 
of Philadelphia, ex-Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton of Nebraska, corporation lawyer, former 
general counsel for the Union Pacific rail- 
way, and a friend of Senator Foraker, who 
fought the rate bill, tonight fired the opening 
gun for the amti-Roosevelt forces. 

“There is an unsettled, unsteady sentiment 
tn the republican party,” Thurston said, “that 
is seeking to outdo even the socialistic pro- 
gram. We can’t have this, any more than 
socialism.” 

A moment later the former attorney for the 
Harriman road eried: “ There should be no 
one man policy in this country,” and then 
again, he said: 

“ This country can have no king and it can 
have no poliey. Its policy can only be‘the 
policy of the dominant party, the party in 
power. The government does not depend 
upon,any one man. 

“T have the greatest respect for President 
Roosevelt. He has undoubted courage and 
fearlessness. The third term cry isa bugaboo, 
but the president has Pedged himself not to 
accept a third term, and in selecting a suc- 
cessor for him we should keep in mind the 
fact that no one living man is necessary to 
the welfare of the nation or the republican 
party, oF that no man should aerate his suc- 


cessor.’

PASTOR PENITENFFORNOYEL 


Sorry He Wrote It; Vows He'll 
Never Write Another. 


HURRIES TO DESTROY IT. 


500 Ministers Hear His Apology, and 
Pledge to Suppress Book. 


New York, April 6.—[Special.]—The Rev. 
Benjamin C. Warren, pastor of Centenary 
Methodist church, who wrote a novel some 
time ago, asked 500 fellow clergymen today 
to forgive him for what he had done, and on 
the heels of his apology rushed away to his 
publishers to have the plates destroyed. 

This startling episode marked today’s ses- 
sion of the New York Methodist conference, 
The conference had not expected to hear 
from Mr. Warren, although a good many of 
them had read his book, and it had not pleased 
them. 

The novel, “In the Land of Romberg,” wae 
written while Mr. Warren was pastor of the 
Washington street church in Poughkeepsie. 
Some half dozen ministers and a good many 
members of the congregation discovered 
when it was published that they had been 
sitting unconsciously as subjects for Mr. 
Warren's characters. 


Does Not Flatter His Subjects. 

The pictures he drew of them were not flat- 
tering and in some cases(not edifying. Neither 
was his portrayal of social conditions in 
Poughkeepsie calculated to go without 
criticism, Altogether Methodist circles have 
been more than a little stirred up by the book 
in and out of “ the land of Romberg,” butno 
such startling sequel as that furnished by the 
minister novelist himself today was looked 
for. 

Mr. Warren appeared before the conference 
on his own initiative. No pressure has been 
brought to bear upon him, he said, but he 
wanted to say he had always harbored the 
friendliest and kindest feelings toward his 
brethren in the ministry and he realized that 
some of them had come to look coldly upon 
him because of his book. ‘ 


Says His Intentions Were Good, 

Mr. Warren denied having consciously done 
anybody any wrong, but said if he ever wrote 
another book, which he doubted, he would go 
for his characters back to the time of the 
Cesesars, although he was by no means sure 
that some descendants of the people of those 
time would not recognize family portraits 
among the characters. 

“It appears that I am guilty in having 
drawn certain characters too close to life,” | 
he said. “If I have inadvertently portrayed 
any man or woman inside or outside of this 
conference I am heartily sorry for it. I 
think I can have that book suppressed and 
the plates destroyed. I am going to bend 
my utmost endeavor in that direction. I do 
this not in hope of reward on fear of punish- 
ment, but because of the honor and esteem 
in which I “hold this body.” 


Penitence May Be Too Late. 

Members of the conference listened silent- 
ty to Mr. Warren's explanations, but gave 
him a little applause when he said he was 
going at once to his publishers to make 
amends. Mr. Warren did not wait for the 
applause. As soon as he had finished he 
grabbed his hat and coat In his hands and 
started down the aisle for his publishers.

It is but’ question of when Mr. Busse cares 
to assume the office. 


If Bond Be Not Approved. 

“TY gave the ¢ity clerk my legal opinion 
that Mayor Bugse, after receiving the cer- 
tificates of his election and filing his bond, 
had a right to’take his oath of office. He 
then becomes mayor de jure. But the law 


“required his bord to be approved by the city 


council. 

“Any acts which Mayor Busse assumes 
between now and the time the council! offi- 
cially approves his bond are at the risk of 
his bond being not approved, which, if not 
approved,. would render his acts invalid. 
Should the bond be duly approved, the acts 
of the mayor-elect would be wholly legal. 

“The mayor-elect holds his office without 
regard to the bond, but the performance of 
his duties depends upon the approval of the 
bond.. In the meantime Mayor Dunne is 
mayor de “facto and has a right to do all the 
acts permitted to a mayor until Mr. Busse’s 
bond is approved and he formally assumes 
the office. 

“ Should Mayor Dunne assume to make ap- 
pointments, they would be subject to the ap- 
provail of the council, and if disapproved, 
would be of no force; or, if the bond of Mr. 
Busse was approved as the first act of the 
council, any appointments of Mayor Dunne 
made in the interim would then fall unless 
renamed by Mayor Busse.’’ 


Another View of the Law. 

To this Ald. Foreman mede this reply: 

“Mr, Busse will be the legally constituted 
mayor of Chicago as soon as he assumes 
office. He does this by making a formal de- 
mand on the outgoing mayor for the sealand 
papers of his office. It is a pure formality. 

“ The question of the approval of his bond 
does not enter. The bond has been filed and 
the oath of office taken. That is all that is 
necessary. The statute says the bond is to 
be filed, ‘ to be approved by the council,’ and 
not that the successful candidate is mayor 
“when’ or ‘after’ it has been filed. Were 
his assuming office dependent on the ap- 
proval of his bond an unfriendly council 
could keep a man elected mayor out of office 
indefinitely by refusing to approve his bond.” 

Foreman Says “Take Chair Now.”’ 

While descending with Mayor Busse in 
the city hell elevator, Ald. Foreman excitedly 
urged the mayor to follow his advice, de- 
claring that there was immediate necessity 
for Busse’s presence in the mayor’s chair. 


“ You want to take the cilair at once, you. 


understand—at once,” said Foreman,. his 
hand holding the lapel of the mayor's coat. 

Mr. Busse turned to the alderman and said 
something in an undertone about there being 
nothing doing today. 

“I say that now is the time. Not a min- 
ute ought to be lost,”” went on Foreman, still 
more vehemently, and the two left the bulld- 
ing together still gesticulating. 

Later Mr. Busse went out in an automobile 
and took no steps during the afternoon and 

evening. He will go into office, as stated, 
Tuesday or earlier.

Almost Voted Out. 

A few days later the election of school of-

At the election which followed Supt. Cooley 
received only 11 votes; the exact number re- 
cuired to elect him. One vote lacking he 
would have been ousted summarily at that 
time. 

The approach of the mayoralty campaign 
would have brought with it the discharge 
of Supt. Cooley except for the fact that 
the school question had become an issue. It 
was decided, according to a school trustee, to 
await the outcome of the election before act- 
ing, in the fear that the discharge of Mr. 
Cooléy might cost Mayor Dunne many votes. 
All the DunSfe appointees to the board were 
sanguine as to the outcome of the election, 
but whatever the outcome of the election it 
was openly decl&red by a member of the 
board during the day, Supt.

Patrolmen Mi¢hael Raferty and John Hur- 
ley, both members of the chief's gambling 
squad and alleged to have been handy men 
in the Dunne campaign, also are transferred. 
Raferty goes to the West Thirteenth street 
station and Hurley goes to Warren avenue. 

Another “copper” who shared in the 
final favors of the chief is Patrolman Law- 
rence McElligott, who was indicted following 
the death of Achilles Meret, whom he as- 
saulted. He was fined $100 by Municipal 
Judge Fake. McElligott goes from the Hud- 
son avenue station to Warren avenue. The 
presumption is that McElligott does not 
like to travel in the neighborhood where 
Meret came to his death. 


Several Men Transferred. 

Among other. changes made, by the chief 
Patrolman John Foley, a member of the 
chief’s personal staff, goes to Summerdale. 
Patrolman James Barry goes from East Chi- 
cago avenue to Desplaines street. 

Patrolman Frank J. Jordan is transferred 

from Desplaines street to West Thirteenth 
street. Sergt. William O’Brien is transferred 
from the Stockyards to the Fiftfeth street 
station. : 
‘Sergt. Charles Maronde goes from the 
Fiftieth street station to the Stockyards. One 
probationary patrolman, Warren P. Lavin, 
is transferred from the Dast Chicago avenue 
station to the Lake street station. 

The order was marked “to take effect at 
once ’”’ to avoid any chance of its being fore- 
stalled by a new chief of police. | 

But it is supposed that these actions will

Appreciating the 
honor he has conferred on me and the con- 
fidence reposed in me, I feel that I cannot 
refuse the place. 

“I accept the appointment the more willing- 
ly because the position is in the line of my 
chosen profession, the practice of law. - As 
corporation coungse) I believe I can more ef- 
fectively serve i*e people than In the posi- 
tion of president of the county board, to 
which they have twice elected me. The fled 
is broader and the opportunities for effi- 
clent public service greater, 

“In taking the position of corporation 
counsel I recognize the fact that the suc- 
cess of my administration of the office will 
depend on the men I may choose to assist 
me and for that reason I shall select the best 
legal talent available. 

‘‘ There are a number of lawyers, I believe, 
who are qualified to fill the place of assistant 
corporation counsel in an acceptable manner 
and render the city efficient service who are 
too modest, or shrink from the notoriety of 
office seeking, to’apply for the places. The 
salaries I shall be able to offer ought to pro- 
cure men of the best legal ability. 

‘‘If these men will write to me in con- 
fidence I shall be pleased to consider their 
applications and no further action on their 
part will be necessary.” 


Lewis Writes to Brundage. 


Mr. Brundage aleo showed a letter he had 
received from J. Hamiliqn Lewis and his 
reply to lt. Mr. Lewis wrote: 

** Will you pardon me for saying that while 
I have no right to suggest as to my successor, 
nevertheless nothing would please me more 
than to induct you to my seat as I see pro- 
posed. " 

“Let me confide to you that the office ig 
just such an office as needs executive ability 
and just such ability as you could bring to it, 
and the future litigation that will arise will 
be latgely the kind growing out of the vast 
contracts and improvements of the city 
where the executive business lawyer will 
achieve infinitely more renown than the mere 
court talker.”

EVERY ONE IS FOR HIM. 


Cullom, Hopkins, and Deneen 
Unite in Urging His 
Selection. 


Washington, D. C.. April 6.—[Special.}— 
He is now Postmaster Dan Campbell of Chi- 
cago. Upon the joint recommendation of 
Senators Cullom end Hopkins the presidevt 
today appointed Mr. Campbell to be the suc- 
cessor. of Fred Busse. “The commission was 
made out by the postmaster general, sent to 
the White house, and will be signed on 
Monday. . 

The agreement of the two senators.on Mr. 
Campbell was so prompt as to excite com- 
ment. It was possible because Senator Cul- 
lora considers himself heavily indebted to 
Mr. Campbell because of the way he, in con- 
junction with Mr. Busse, managed his Chi- 
‘cago campaign for the senate last year. It 
was possible also because Senator Hopkins 
in part desired to solidify Campbell’s support 
of himself in the next senatorial campaign, 
when the contest will be for the seat he now 
holds, and because Busse and other repub- 
lican leaders in the city were behind the 
aspiration of the state senator. 

Finally Campbell was approved by the 
Den@@n people. His appointment conse- 
quently was in the interests of harmony, and 
there was not the slightest difficulty in the 
way of the two senators getting together. 


Conference Purely Formal. 


Indeed, their.conference on the subject to- 
day was purel¥formal. Senator Hopkins ar- 
rived here last night from Chicago, bringing 
with him the resignation of Mr. Busse and 
an expression on the part of Mr, Campbell 
of his willingness to accept the appointment. 
He went this morning to Senator Cullom’s 
home and after a short talk the two Illinois 
representatives drove tothe White house and 
were admitted without delay into the cabinet 
room, where Mr. Roosevelt joined them. 

Senator ‘Cullom had called at the White 
house a few days ago to speak to the presi- 
dent in behalf of Mr. Campbell, not, however, 
in the way of asking for his appointment, so 
that when tnformed that the two senators 
had determined to recommend the state sen- 
ator Mr. Roosevelt promptly gave his ap- 
proval and wrote an indorsement on the let- 
ter of recommendation directing the post- 
master general to prepare the commission. 

This indorsement was conveyed the two 
‘senators to the postoffice department, and 
Mr. Meyer, the.postmaster general, and Mr. 
Hitchcock, the first assistant postmaster 
general, gave instructions for the prepara- 
tion of the commission. This instrument 
will be signed by the president on Monday 
next. All that remains to make Mr. Camp- 
bell a full fledged postmaster will be to re- 
sign his state senatorship, file his bond, and 
take the oath of office. 


New Postmaster Is Pleased. 


** Of course, I am honored and pleased over 
my appointment as postmaster of a great 
city,”” said the new postmaster, Daniel A. 
Campbell, yesterday afternoon after he had 
returned from an automobile ride with 
Mayor Busse. “I am thankful to all my 
friends: and especially to Senators Hopkins 
and Cullom. 

“It will be a week or so before I can get 
my bond fixed gp and approved after I,re- 
ceive my commission. The bond must be 
approved and returned to Washington.” 

In giving his biography Postmaster Camp- 
bell said that he was born In Elgin on June 
23, 18638, moved when he was a boy to Winne- 
bago county, where he went to public school, 
and came to Chicago in 1885, where he was 
graduated from the Union College of Law the 
following year, and at once began to practice 
his profession. He has lived hére ever since. 

In 1892 Mr. Campbell was elected to the 
house of representatives from the old Ninth 
district by a plurality of 35% votes. He was 
elected:to the state senate in 1894, 98, '02, and 
06. He has been a member of the repub- 
lican county committee since 1893, is mar- 
ried, and lives at 1209 Washington boulevard. 


COOLEY SYSTEM “DISHONEST,” 
SAYS SCHOOL BOARD MEMBER. 


Dr. John Guerin Assails Plan of Ex- 
amining Teachers—Megan Makes 
Sweeping Answer. 


Dr. John Guerin, member of the board of 
education, yesterday characterized the whole 
scheme of examining teachers used by Su- 
perintendent of School Edwin G. Cooley as 
“dishonest.” He said the marks were 
“juggled” with and he would fight for 
* honest he if the whole school 
board was arraye gainst him. The ques- 
tion of the examination of teachers was 
first taken up in a secret session of the school 
management committee when the board of 
examiners, composed of Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young. principal of the normal school. Hiram 
B. Loomis and C. D. Lowry, urged the com- 
mittee to reduce the passing average required 
of candidates for teaching certificates from 
75 per cent to 65 per cent. In making this 
request Mrs. Young explained that in the 
past teachers with averages falling below 
7H had been “passed ’’ because often the 
examinations were so difficult that few 
teachers were able to take them success- 
fully. 

Dr. Guerin at once made the charge that 
dishonest methods were in use and began a 
fight in the committee to have the whole 
scheme of examination changed. The first 
meeting was a secret one and Dr. Guerin was 
quoted by one of the board members pres- 
ent as favoring reducing the average from 
75 per cent to 65 per cent. Dr. Guerin denied 
that he had made this statement. He said 
that he was not only totally opposed to a 
reduction in the average but favored an in- 
crease to 80 per cent. 


LONDON SEES BUSSE’S CHANCE, 


Times Says Chicago’s New Mayor Can 
Kill Off Municipal Ownership Fal- 
lacy if He Is Successful. 


LONDON, April 6.—“Chicago declines to 
jump out of the frying pan into the fire,” 
says the Times this morning ina long leading 
article on the municipal ownership cam- 
paign and the traction problem in the Illinois 
city. “There is no reason why Mr. Busse 
should fail if he has the energy and force of 
character required to follow out his own pol- 
icy Pol vigor.

KANSAS SUPREME COURT ENDS 
ST. LOUIS “INCUBATOR” CASE. 


Woman Who Was Awarded Child by 
the Illinois Circuit Court and Aft- 
erward Kidmaped Is at Last De- 
elared Its Real Mother—Child Was 
Feature of Baby Show at St. Louis 
Exposition and Since Has Been Ob- 
ject of Struggle. 


Topeka, Kas., April 6.—The state Supreme 
court decided today that Mra. Charlotte E. 
Bleakley of Lawrence, Kas., is entitled to 
the “incubator baby” exhibited at the St. 
Louir world’s fair. This reverses the decision 
of the Douglas county (Kas.) District court 
and upholds the decision of the Circuit court 
of Illinois, which held that Mre. Bleakley is 
the mother of the child. 


Ends Fight for Possession. 

The decision ends a most interesting fight 
for possession of the baby. James G. Bark- 
ley and Stella Barkley, his wife, who were 
in charge of an exhibit at the St. Louis fair, 
saw the baby in the incubator concession. 
They traced its supposed parentage to Mrs. 
Bleakley of Lawrence, who was persuaded 
to sign a-deed of adoption to Mrs. Barkley. 
The baby had been placed in the concession 
by a St. Louis midwife, who, ft developed 
later, had told Mrs. Bleakley that the child 
had been born dead. 

Mrs. Bleakley, uncertain that the child was 
really hers and conagory to ald Mra. Barkley 
to gain possession of At from the midwife, 
signed the adoption papers. Later Mrs. 
Bleakley, becoming satisfied that the child 
was her own daughter, sought to reclaim it. 
The case was tried in Illinois and Mrs. Bleak- 
ley given custody of the child. 


Real Mother Kidnaps Child. 

The Barkleys made another effort, how- 
ever, to regain possession through the Dis- 
trict court of Kansas. The Kansas District 
court finally gave judgment for the Bark- 
leys, but Mrs. Bleakley kidnaped the child, 
escaped to Illinois, and placed herself under 
the jurisdiction of the court which had de- 
cided in her favor.

LEADER BURNS CROSS ON FORE-

Prof. Bettix of Central Holiness Uni-

I call for 144,000 apostolic men 
to evangelize every living sou) of our race 
within the next few years. One apostolic 
missionary to every 10,000 souls. Needed at 
once, 8,000 apostolic volunteers for South 
America; 40,000 for China, 23,000 for India, 
15,000 for Africa, 12,000 for Russia, etc., to 
go without scrip nor purse on Christ's own 
plan as laid down in Matthew 10.

OWNS MANUSCRIPT THAT IS KEY 
TO ‘PUZZLE OF CENTURIES. 


Scholars Found in American Col- 
lector’s Possession—He Lends It to 
French Savants, Who Through It 
Are Able to Identify Wondertal 
Literary Work Dating from the 
Thirteenth Century. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, April 6.—Members of the Academie 
des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres enjoyed an 
esthetic treat yesterday through the oppor- 
tune kindness of J. Pierpont Morgan, who 
recently placed at the disposition of one of 
the members a bit of illuminated manuscript 
almost pricelese in value. 

The manuscript, for which the whole schol- 
arly world has sought vainly fora long time, 
is nothing leas than the explanation of a lit- 
erary mystery of the thirteenth century, the 
provokingly interesting fragments of which 


Bibliotheque Nationale, and the British mu- 
seum. 


Key to Puzzle of Centuries. 

This key, which will sooner or later unlock 
the muzzle, was brought to the academy to- 
day by Leopold Delisle, former director of 
the national] library. To his amazed asso 
ciates Mr. Delisle announced that he had at 
last discovered the long lost page of a book 
known. to all. soholars, the famous Bible 
Moralisee, the most Important work of the 
thirteenth century {fn flurminated manu- 
script. The richness of this production of 
the middle ages has baffled students of litera- 
ture because they could not find by whose 
order the labor of such a remarkable produc- 
tion had been executed. eo 

The book contains something like 5,000 
fluminations, which are described as being 
each more remarkable than the other. The 
only copy that is known is that divided into 
three volumes, one in each of the institu- 
tione already named, but nowhere has there 
been any explanation of the circumstances 
of the work's production: 


Scholar’s Search Rewarded. 

For twenty-five years M. Delisie sought 
this part of the manuscript, finally tracing it, 
but only to see it vanish mysteriously last 
summer. Three months later, however, he 
learned Mr. Morgan had it. An English 
friend, who was on a visit to America, asked 
Mr.. Morgan to permit M. Delisle to see it. 
This request was granted. The page owned 
by Mr. Morgan depicts the king and queen 
of France, under whose auspices the work 
was done. The painting apparently is by 
miniaturists. of Paris or monks in neighbor- 
ing monasteries. The king appears to be 
St. Louis and the queen either his mother, 
Blanche de Castillo, or his wife, Marguerite 
de Provence. 


ITALY’S KING GOES TO GREECE. 


Victor Emmanuel Gets Big Popular

TARANTO, Italy, April 6-—King Victor 
Emmanuel, accompanied by a number of 
court dignitaries, left here today on board 
the royal yacht Trinacria for Greece to repay 
the recent visit of King George.

TRAIN WRECK JOST FAILS 


ANOTHER PENNSYLVANIA EX- 
PRESS HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


Fiyer Running Between . Pittsburg; 
Pa., and Cleveland, 0., Leaps Of 
Torn Up Track Neaz Hudson, Cb mee 
Proximity of Hill, inte Which Lo- 
comotive Plunges, Averts Calamity 
—Officials of Road Offer Big Re 
ward for Unknown Miscreants. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 6—The Pennsylvania 
railroad’s fast train between Pittsburg and 
Cleveland was deliberately wrecked tonight 
near Hudson,’O. None of the passengers 
was injured, although all were badly shaken 
up. 

Off_iciale who have investigated the wreck 
declare that the évidence points to the same 
gang who have made several attempts to 
wreck trains in this vicinity. The rewards 
for the. capture of the wrechers are renewed 
tonight Ar of §2,500 is offered to 
anybody giving information leading to their 
identity and $5,000 if this information is fur- 
nishe@ within forty-eight hours. 


Passengers Have Narrow Escape. 

The train against which tonight's attempt 
was made left Cleveland shortly after 6 
o'clock tonight. When one and one-half 
miles west of Hudson, O., the locomotive, 
followed by the tender and baggage car, left 
the tracks.. The locomotive plunged with 
great force into the em ent. . The hill-: 
side, however, probably .gaved. the lives.of 
many of the passengers, as the train, which’ 
was running at a high rate of speed, was 
brought to an abrupt stop. 

The Pullman and day coaches remained 
on the tracks, but the jar was so terrific tha: 
all of the passengers suffered from the 
shock. 

Bolts and Plates Removed. : 

Following the accident the passengers an@ 
crew of the train madean examination of the 
track and discovered that the bolts and 
fish plates had been removed. The track 
ends were bent almost half a foot. Fortu- 
nately the track was turned toward the hill- 
side, or the wreck might have resulted in a 
great loss of Mfe. 

After several hours’ delay a new train was 
made up and proceeded to this city. <A large 
force of detectives was ordered immediate- 
ly to the scene to hunt for some trace of the 
wreckers.

Philadelphia, Pa., April 6.—[Special.]—P. 
A. B. Widener has mace application to Mayor 
Rey'burn for permission to erect a $10,000,000 
municipal art gallery on the parkway and, 
with other art lovers, to store it with private 
collections and copies of famous. paintings. 

Mayor Reyburn said today that the city 
was about to see the realization of its much 
talked of art gallery. He had just come from 
an interview with Mr. Widener, in which the 
proposition had been made to build a gallery 
at a cost of $10,000,000, provided the city 
would furnish a suitable site on the proposed 
parkway. 

This project has been under discussion for a 
some time. According to Mayor Reyburn, 
Mr. Widener has not only offered to erect a 
building but to donate his own large collec- 
tion and to obtain for the gallery copies of 
the world's famous canvases. 


Will Get Many Paintings. 

The select paintings of the Gibson collec- 
tion and all the pictures that have been col- 
lected by John G. Johnson, E. Burgess War- 
ren, and E. T. Stoutsbury, according to 
Mayor Reyburn, eventually will find their 
way into the gallery.

URGE PLEA OF SUICIDE. 


Declare Prosecution Has Failed 
to Establish Actress Was 
Murdered. 


Attorneys for the defense in the Leslie 
murder trial argued all day yesterday in 
Judge Ball's court in an effort to save from 
the gallows Howard Nicholas and Leonard 
Leopold accused of the murder of Margaret 


Lesie. | 

Marshal! Gallion opened the morning ses- 
sio® in @ final plea for his client, Nicholas. 
He talked two and a half hours and then 
Attorney Samuel Foos began addressing the 
jury in behalf of Leopold. Foos talked nearly 
four hours, and said at the adjournment last 
evening that his argument will consume 
most of Monday. 

Mr. Gallion claimed that the state’s entire 
case was based on the Nicholas confession, 
which he maintained was not permisgable as 
evidence, because of the conditions under 
which he declared it was obtained. 


Wants Justice, Not Mercy. 


“We are not asking for mercy, but for 
justice,’ he said. ‘‘ The narrative of the con- 
feasion was dictated by the police atborney, 
Strip the case bare of this evidence and what 
have you left? There has been an undeserved 
and widespread prejudice im thie case 
through cireumstamtial evidence. But the 
fact remains, that the state hae not fastened 
the guilt on these defendants beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt. Let me say this one point, the 
state has made no pretenses to show that 
Maergaret Leslie ever poseessed the dbacnonds 
Heward Nicholas had."’ 

Attorney Foose was in a fighting mood. He 
called the police “ barbarians’ and “ sav- 
agea.’’ Referring to Attorney Comerford’s 
connection with the case, Attorney Foos 
said: 

“ It wae the effort of this prince of ehysters, 
this curly headed poodle, to make a great 
murder out of a common suicite to rehabili- 
tate a broken down police department.’’ 

Alworney Foos’ language repeatedly was 
objected to by attorneys for the state, but 
Judge Baill gave the pleading attorney full 
rein.

Dr. Lewke, coroner's physician, testified 
that Mrs.Margaret Leslie died from asyphxia- 
tion, and there were no marks of violence. 

The state failed to show that Leopold was 
in the hotel, and failed to prove a “ corpus 
delecti ’’*—that death resulted from attack. 

Phyllis Campbell, who Attorney Foos said 
lived at 2006 Dearborn atreet, is not the Grace 
Kimberlin he referred to, but that Miss

The national convention, therefore, is made 
up by selecting two delegates from each one 
of the congressional districts and four de!e- 
gates from each of the states. This makesa 
total of 052 delegates as a foundation. of a 
national convention, the representation be- 
ing the same, practically, in both parties, 

This must be added to in the next eonven- 
tion, however, as in previous ones. No ¢ar- 
ritory has any vote for president, but by 
courtesy these embyro states have alwaye 
been allowed representation in the national 
oonvention as the only means secured to 
them of participating in the great function of 
American citizenship. @ result of the 
complicated and unfair settlement in the last 
republican national convention Alaska, 
Arizona, Oklahoma, Indian territory, and 
New Mexico are allowed six votes each, 
Hawali, the Philippines, Pofto Rico, and the 
District of Columbia two votes each. 

The next national convention, therefore, 
would consist normally of 9090 delegates. I; 
Okiahoma is admitted as a state it will have 
two senators and five representatives, so that 
it would be entitled in the national convention 
to fourteen delegates instead of the aix now 
allotted to Oklahoma and Indian territory. 
This woukt make the actual total member 
ship of the convention “us 

Chicago to Have 1908 Convention. 


Next December the republican national 
committee, which was appointed at the con- 
vention in Chicago in 1904, will meet here in 
Washington to fix the time and place for 
holding the national convention. The time 
will be in June, the place will be as likely in 
Chicago as anywhere else. The roll of dele- 
gates, so far as the number is concerned, 
was fixed.by the last convention, and the na- 
tional committee merely promulgates this 
system of representation in its call for the 
convention, It nfakes a ements for the 
convention proper and the national commit- 
teemen are persons of political power as a 
rule, but the committee as a whole is not sup- 
posed to take an active part in the selection 
of candidates. 

What I wanted to explain by means of this 
summary of the national party system nomi- 
nation is that among republicans the dis- 
tricts dictate the president. He cannot read- 
ily be crammed down the throats of the peo- 
ple if they come out in their own primaries 
and vote for the man of their choice. The 
people may be fooled, they may be betrayed 
into voting for the wrong man, but they can- 
not be bunkoed out of their own delegates 
through the manipulations of the state con- 
vention, whether it be held in Ohio or in Ten- 
nessee. 

Final Choice Rests with People. 


Going back to the natural basis of the con- 
vention and eliminating the territories for the 
time being because they have no districts, it 
has been seen that the national convention 
consists of 952 votes. Of these there are 772 
representing districts and only 180 represent- 
ing states. Taft. or Fairbanks, or Cannon, 
or Foraker, or any other candidate of a pow- 
erful political machine could carry every one 
of the state conventions, forty-five in number, 
and still the people in their districts could 
rise up In their wrath and defeat him with 
some unknown candidate by an overwhelm- 
ing vote of 4 to 1. 

It is quite true, of course, that where a 
candidate has strength enough to carry the 
state convention he would also have strength 
enough to carry a majority of the district 
conventions, but it does not at all follow that 
the man who carries the state convention 
will have behind him the solid state delega- 
tion. It is one of the greatest safeguards of 
the people, so far as republicans are con- 
cerned, that they have established this sys- 
tem of district representation, which brings 
the control of the national convention down 
to the level of the people themselves and 
which , renders it possible for them to defy 
the bosses and make their own cholee of 
candidates. 

The big men in the convention frequently 
defy the will of the people in regard to piat- 
forms and policies, but it is not often now- 
adays that combinations of politicians can 
beat any man who really is the choice of the 
people in an unmistakable manner. 

It is one of the things which must be re- 
membered in casting about for a republican 
successor to Roosevelt. He will be chosen 
by the people, there is scarcely any doubt 


of that.

Officials of Chicago, Cincin- 
nati and Louisville Cele- 
brate the Event. 


INITIAL TRIP FROM CITY. 


System Claims to Have Shortest 
Line Through the Gas Belt 
to Ohio. 


Transportation facilities of Chicago have 
been incréased by, the addition of the Chicago, 
Cincinnati and Louisville railroad to lines 
entering the city. This road, which formerly 
had its northern terminal at Griffith, Ind., 
now carrjés passengers and freight from 
Chicago to Cincinnati. Last night the first 
passenger train on the road out of Chicago 
left at 9:30 o’clock for Cincinnati. 

The trip was intended to be in the nature of 
a jubilee for officiale and directors of the 
road, many of whom in celebration of the 
eveht made the first run. Passengers in the 
Pullman cars were invited to join in drinking 
toasts, to the success of the new line. 
~ An engife, two baggage cars, three 
coaches, and two Pullman cars made up the 
train, which was scheduled to arrive at Cin- 
cinnati at 7:30 o'clock this morning. Among 
officials of the new road who made the trip 
were Vice President H. C. Starr, General 
Manager R. T. Dalton, General Passenger 
Agent T. H. Gurney, A. E. Yardley, Chicago 
district passenger agent, and 8. McClurkan. 

Uses Illinois Central Tracks. 

The Illinois Central station at Park row will 
be used by the road for its Chicago passen- 
ger terminal. Its trains will enter the city 
over the Lllinois Central tracks from River- 
dale, li. Between that’point and Louisville 
Junction, Ind., trains will pass over the Chi- 
cago Junction railroad company’s tracks. 
From the latter point to Cincinnatl, the Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and Louisville railroad com- 
pany owns its own tracks. 

Road Said to Be Independent, 
The road is sald to be absolutely .inde- 


pendent of the larger systems. W. A. Brad- 
ford Jr., president of the Wisconsin Central 


railroad, is president, but the road is in no“ 


way connected or consolidated with the Wis- 
consin Central interests. The line largely 
is financed by westera capital. 
Officials of the road claim many advan- 
tages not possessed by competitors. It is said 
to be the shortest line from Chicago to Cin- 
cinnati, 284 miles, and is the only direct line 
to cities in the Indiana gas belt. Its tracks 
and equipment are new and substantial. It 
will furnish a double daily service between 
its two terminals and all intermediate points. 
Connections are made at Peru, Ind., with 
the Wabash railroad, and with the Clover 
Leaf road at Marion, Ind. The Lake Erie 
and Western connects with the line at Peru 
and Muncie. General offices are at Cincin- 
nati. The Chicago office is in the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust building. F. 8S. Hiland is 
commercial agent at Chicago. William Fits- 
gerald is general freight agent at CincinnatL 


Fight Change in Rates. 


The interstate commerce commission will

Most interesting of all the things found was 
a heap of ledgers, day books, memorandum 
books, slips, checks, receipts, and the like, 
that Vandiver found in Davis’ storeroom.

Members in United States, Canada, 
Switserland, Germany, Japan, and 
China—Rally for That Purpose to 
Be Held Tomorrow Evening. 


‘A movement to reunite the Evangelical 
association and the United Evangelical s0- 
ciety in one organization, with a combined 
church membership of about 800,000 persons 
in the United States and Canada, wae started 
in Chicago yesterday by promiment adher- 
ents of both denominations. The plan will 
‘} assume definite form at a rally to be held 
tomorrow evening in Y. M. C. A. auditorium. 

Originally there was only one Evangelical 
church organization, with a membership of 
200,000 persons. In 1890, however, a schism 
in the church occurred as the result of per- 
sonal differences among the bishops.

Evangelical church. About 60,000 dissatis- 
fied members of the original association went 
into the new movement. 

After seventeen years of competitive strife 
the Chicago members of the two denomina- 
tions propose to lead in a plan to effect a re- 
union. The joint rally has beén arranged by 
the young people’s organizations of the two 
societies. Harmony of interests will be urged 
and efforts will be made to extend the plan of 
union of all churches of both denéminations 
in the United States, Canada, Germany, 
Switzerland, Japan, and China.

Other 
entire horses of less note were in the Madden 
Stabile, but finally the young man’s attention 
Was called toa trotting stallion that had been 
shipped to England. had his tai] taken off, and 
Was being paraded as a sire of hackneys. 
Some near relatives of this horse Were doing 
pretty well over here, so Madden went across 
the water, bought the expatriated nag, and 
brought him back, to be sold at a thumping 
profit. 

It was not long after this that Madden be- 
came interested in the runners. and he paid 
strict attention to that game until he became 
one of the best known trainers of thorough- 
breds and amassed a fortune by his ability to 
Pick out yearlings and sell them, when de- 
Veloped, at fancy "prices. But the trotters 
never lost their lure for Madden, and always 
he had a brood mare or two of approved 
harness horse lineage running with his thor- 
Oughbred matrons. A few years ago he 
bought the stallion Adbell, which held the 
world’s yearling record at his gait, and in- 
tetided founding a stud with that horse at its 
head, but Adbell died just as his colts were 
beginning te show their merit.

Lou Dilion certainly is in the public eye 
just now, the birth of her first foal being |m- 
mediately preceded by the death of her dam 
in California, and on the heels of these cia- 
metrically opposed events came the trial in 
New York of the famous gold cup case in 
which the mare and her troubles on that oc- 
casion are the chief figure. 

Lou ‘Dillon's dam was 27 years old, and it 
is given out that as the old mare was suffer- 
ing from the pains and weaknesses of age 
she was chloroformed by her owner. Pos- 
sibly that is so, but ‘at least three high class 
men in the horse breeding line assert that the 
most tedious, unsatisfactory, and sometimes 
inhuman job In the world is that of trying to 
chloroform a horse. Each one of them, after 
trying the chloroform method, 18 willing to 
affirm that any other way of ending the life 
of a suffering horse is preferable to the an- 
esthetic route, and as the matter is one that 
comes up frequently on breeding farms it 
would be a good scheme for some veterina- 
rian of standing to give it a fair test and 
let horsemen know whether it is better to 
ehoot a‘useless nag or spend half a day 
trying to chloroform one. 

Under present veterinary methods it would 
be easy for a practitioner to give a horse a 
capsule containing sufficient deadly poison to 
cause immediate’ dissolution. That would 
be the easiest and most humane method of 
getting rid of an equine derelict, but it is 
not always convenient or possible on a stock 
farm to secure the attendance of a veteri- 
nary, and the civic authorities probably 
would object to allowing raw hands at the 
game to handle deadly poisons. 


Mare of Considerable Class. 

The dam of Lou Dillon was a mare of con- 
siderable class as a breeder, and she also was 
a fast trotter in her day. Her sire was Mil- 
ton Medium, son of Happy Medium, and her 
dam was a chestnut mare called Fly, a won- 
derfully good roadster of whose blood lines 
nothing is known absolutely, although it is 
probable she was a daughter of the stallion 
Black Flying Cloud, a Wisconsin horse of 
the early seventies, which sired Badger Girl, 
2:224%. That the dam of Lou Dillon was no 
** freak "’ broodmare was shown long before 
she produced the champion. In youth she 
was mated with Anteeo, 2:16%, son of Elec- 
tioneer and Columbine; second dam a thor- 
oughbred. Her colt by Anteeo was Redwood, 
2:21%, which was teken to Ohio, where he 
sired some speed, one of his get being Fanny 
Foley (now one of the Billings broodmares), 
which trotted a half mile as a yearling in 
1:09 and ts credited with a 2:11 matinée mite 
to wagon. 

Another foal of Lou Milton which had 
plenty of speed was Ethel Mac, but she was 
painfully nervous in harness, in that respect 
closely following her dam, which could not 
be raced on account of unsteadiness,. Red- 
wood, son of Lou Milton, did not exhibit 
the family weakness to a great extent, but 
he transmitted it to Fanny Foley. That 
mare was so nervous she would not eat

Strenuous efforts are about to be made bya 
large number of benevolent men and women 
of the upper claeses to bring about the in- 
clusion in the cabinet of a minister whose 
business it will be to book solely after the 
moral, social, and educational! interests of 
children. Reforms of this kind move slow-y 
in England, but when strenuous efforts are 
made success generally. follows. 


Statistics Tell Horrible Story. 

In the British cabinet there is a minister of 
agriculture who looks after the health of 
pigs, cattle, and corn, but as things are at 
present no one is directly responsible for the 
well being of the little people ofthe nation, 
who are the future citizens of the country. 
They come under the notice of the board of 
education, the home office, and the local gov- 
ernment board, each of which deals with its 
Specific subjects, but the movement which 
has been started in influential circles has for 
its aim the appointment of ministers who are 
fitted by inclination and tfaining for the post 
and who will represent the state, devoting all 
their time and energies to children. 

In one year the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children dealt with 
no fewer than 88,705 cases, and of these 87,218 
were well proved. 

The number of chiidren affected was 108,285 
in one year, and no fewer than 1,619 deaths 
of children while in bed,with parents or other 
adulis were recorded in twelve months. There 
were 2,200 deaths from burns and scalds, of 
which 1,122 occurred at unprotected grates 
or Btoves. In 1005 there were no fewer than 
1,400 children under 5 years ob burnt to 
death, and in the Same year 1,527 were over- 
lain by their parents while drunk. 


Pian Wholesale Reform. 

In a majority of cases the bill being pro- 
moted in parliament is to deal with cases of 
thie description, but the promoters of the 
movement mentioned want to go one better 
and to place power in the hands of responsi- 
ble members of the government, with all the 
resources of the nation for inquiry and action 
behind him.

PARIS, April 6.—The project of removing 

thé fortifications of Paris, which to the aver- 
age inhabitant hais long since become a sort 
of eternal question never to be solved, is* 
again under consideration. 

What to do with the land comprising this 
circular zone is a problem, as it has been for 
years. The land belongs to the government 
and is known as the “ zone militaire.”’ “Un- 
der a long standing order, the wisdom of 
which was perhaps formerly unquestionable, 
but which now is something of a myth, it was 
not permitted to erect thereon permanent 
buildings of any kind that might obstruct 
the view or operations from a military stand- 
point. | 

The government can dispose of the zone as 
{it deems best, but public opinion enters into 
the questior, theoretically, at least, the prop-.

of American suburban operations, and thus 
be utilized for building purposes, which would 
mean a perfect frenzy of apartment house 
construction. 

This plan scares existing landlords, who 
fear their old houses, with their tenth eentury 
home comforts, contiguous to the zone, would 
be at once emptied oftenants.

Now that the évil hae reached an 
unendurable stage the legislature should 
make short work of It. 

The dollars and cents view of the ques- 
tion leads to the same conclusion. The 
money spent in the resorts at Highwood 
does not remain in that community. Most 
of it goes elsewhere for investment in 
anything permanent. On the other hand, 
the United States government threatens 
to withhold expenditures for Iimprove- 
ments and extensions at Fort Sheridan 
which will increase the value of al! prop- 
erty in the neighborhood and lead to per- 
manent investment. The new naval

If Highwood remains as a menace to the 
morals of the young men who are to enter 
the school there. The bill forbidding the 
sale of liquor in the vicinity of govern- 
ment posts has been favorably repofted 
in the house at Springfield and has been 
advanced to second reading. It should be 
passed without delay. 


NOW FOR STEADY WORK. 
Speaker Shurtleff says there must be 
an end of half week sessions in his branch 
of the general assembly. There is no 
longer an excuse for them. The legisla- 
tors could not be expected to spend all 
their time at Springfield during the early 
weeks of the session, when there was lit- 
tle for them to do. Over a third of the 
members were deeply interested in the 
Chicago election and wished to spend as 
much time in the city as they could. Mem- 
bers from other cities where elections 
were to be held naturally made frequent 
trips to their homes. When there was so 
much absenteeism work was impossible. 

These distractions are practically at an_ 
end. The various committees have not 
been idle and'a number of important 
measures are in such shape that they can 
be taken up for fina] consideration. There 
are enough interesting subjects to occupy 
the attention of the general assembly six 
days In the week for several weeks to 
come, 

Some of the impatient spirits in the 
legislature wish to get away for good in 
four or five weeks. Probably the session 
Un- 
less the general assembly shall display un- 
wonted diligence from now on, this will * 
mean much hasty and imperfect legisla- 
tion and a failure to act on some measures 
which deserve consideration. In his mes- 
sage Gov. Deneen called .attentiqn to the 
fact that of the 236 bills passed by the 
last general assembly 211 were presented 
to him after its adjournment and he had 
only ten days in which to consider them. 

The legislature wrongs itself and the 
people when it presents to the governor a 
mass of bills which he cannot examine 
until after it has adjourned sine die. The 
power of the governor over them becomes 
absolute. He can kill some which the 
legislature could have passed over his veto 
if it-had not deprived itself of the oppor- 
tunity. Some of the bills may have more 
or less serious defects which the legisla- 
ture could have remedied if it had re- 
mained longer in session. The governor 
has to make his choice between letting 
such bids go with their imperfections and 
vetoing them. 

This general assembly ought to reserve 
to itself the last word about its legislation 
by presenting to the governor in good sea- 
son all the important bills it {Intends to 
pass. It should take them up first, so 
that they may receive careful considera- 
tion and be free from blemishes. If they 
shall be put aside until the mad rush of 
the last week of the session shal] have 
begun the work of the forty-fifth general 
assembly will be poorly done. 


A CENTURY OF PROGRESS. 

The Baltimore American, in which the 
words of the “Star Spangled Banner” 
were printed from the manuscript of 
Francis Scott Key, proposes that there be 
held in that city in 1914 an international 
exposition to celebrate the achievements 
of the century of American progress since 
the close of the war of 1812.

Baltimore a just claim to priority of consid- 
eration in connection with any exposition 
for the glorification of a century of won- 
derful development. 

Americans have never been particularly 
proud of the second war. with ‘Great 
Britain, so far as its military history is 
concerned. There were a few engage- 
ments in which honor attended the arms 
of the young republic. Lundy’s Lane ts 
often recalled with some degree of satis- 
faction and the fight at New Orleans made 
its hero one of the most celebrated of 
American leaders. But the campaigns on 
land have not been counted as adding 
much to the glory of the nation. 

On the sea there was a different story. 
In one naval duel after another the Amer- 
dean ships came off victorious. The flag 
of England was humiliated in its long 
boasted stronghold. In one instance, for 
the first time in the history of Britannia, 
a whole fleet was forced to surrender, and,

It cannot be 
too strongly commended. The drill his 
a twofold influence. It helps to give’ te, 
the pupils that self-contro) which is one 
of the most important elements of any 
sort of training. It is a safeguard 
against possible tragedies bringing sot- 
pds to many “homes. 

Children are naturally excitable. They 
are not able to form the quick and cor- 
rect judgments which belong to more ma- 
ture years. They are more dependent 
upon those who are in charge of them 
than older people are. They look for di- 
rection in times of difficulty and danger. 
This is particularly true in the case of a 
threatening fire, where the tendency is for 
people to lose their heads. The ability to 
calm fears, to form the lines, and to 
march the pupils from a place of danger 
is a praiseworthy quality in a teacher. 
That so many of them are able to do this 
reflects credit upon them and tells of the 
attention given to the fire drill itself. 

There is no reason for limiting the ap- 
plication of these words to educational 
institutions. They have bearing likewise 
upon.the big stores or manufacturing es- 
tablishments where there are large num- 
bers of people collected at work. It is an 
easy thing to neglect the precautions 
which experience has proved desirable. 
Fire escapes are provided with proper 
marks. In many places there are chem- 
ical extinguishers, hand grenades, coils of 
hose, and other similar facilities for fight- 
ing fire. But these have no value unless 
there are also persons near at hand who 
understand what to do In emergency and 
who feel the burden of responsibility 
which rests upon them. It requires con- 
stant attention to keep safety devices In 
condition. It demands systematic drill to 
make an unorganized collection of clerks 
a disciplined body of people, each of 
whom knows what to do when the alarm 
comes. The drill] may become a matter 
of mere form, taking up apparently need- 
less time, so long as nothing happens. 
But the spectacle of a line of schoo) chil- 
dren or of employés marching in orderly 
fashion. from a burning building or from 
one filled with smoke is one which shows 
the value of constant attention to the 
safeguards which may protect life at some 
time of unexpected danger. 


DOWNTOWN CHURCHES. 

The proposal to endow Grace Episcopal! 
church is a good one Chicago wil] al- 
ways have a large downtown population 
and yet it is not Ifkely that a downtown 
church occupying a building of its own 
could be supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. _ There are preachers who’ occupy 
on Sundays the stage of a theater or the 
platform of a lecture“hal!l, and there ts 
also one churcb which owns.a building 
of which it occupies a part and rents the 
rest. But north of Grace church there 
are on the south side only three churches 
occupying whole buildings. One of these 
is now conducted as a mission and the 
other two belong to the richest religious 
body in Ohicago, the Roman Catholic 
church. 

If a selfssupporténg church {s not pos- 
sible in this part of the city it does not 
follow that the people who live in hotels 
and boarding houses within walking dis- 
tance of Wabash avenue and Fifteenth 
street do not or would not appreciate op- 
portunities of worship. Leaving out of 
the question entirely the mission phase 
of religious work in the First ward, there 
are many young men and women living 
there who do ‘not attach themselves to 
any church because of uncertainty as to 
the length of time they may be in the 
city or for other reasons which seem to 
them sufficient. It would be a good thing 
if each of the larger religious bodies in 
the city had a downtown church. There 
is room for all and need for all. 

One of the changes most noticeable be- 
tween old Chicago and new Chicago is 
the disappearance of the churches which 
used to surround the courthouse square 
or line Wabash or Michigan avenue. On 
the west side only St. Patrick’s church 
and the Epiecopal cathedra] have held 
their ground. Members of old time 
churebes, have moved ever farther from 
the center of the city and in time their 
churches have followed. Chicago has 
nothing downtown to express the spiritual 
life of its people, no venerable structure 
rising like the cathedrals of many Euro- 
pean cities from the midst of the busi- 
ness streets. Think what New York 
would lose if Trinity church were _re- 
placed by .an office building, or London If 
St. Paul's were to give way to ware- 
houses, or Paris if St. Germain were to 
make way for another hotel. The city 
has an endowed orchestra, an endowed 
art gallery, and endowed museums and 
libraries. Why not endowed churches, 
central in location, beautiful in design, an 
ornament to the city of today and a 
monument of the higher aspirations of 
this age of materia) greatness?

LIMITING. ARMAMENTS, 

The British govemment is desirous that 
the question of limitation of arma- 
ments should be fiscussed at the ap- 
proaching Hague érence, So are the 
American and Japa tee governments. One 
might imagine that all the European pow- 
ers would be ready,t discuss it. Last 
year Europe spent $1,490,000,000 on fleets 
and armies. The expenditures for arma- 
ment are Increasing and wil) soon be- 
come unendurable, 

But the Russian goverment announces 
that it reserves to itse tthe’ right to take 
no part at the confere in any discus- 
sion that may appear jt unlikely “to 
end in any practical lague.” This te 
taken as meaning that it gees not care to 
discuss the question of the reduction or 
limitation of armaments.< The Russian 
government also announces that the Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungariag governments 
reserve the same right that jtdoes. They, 
too, are unwilling to disc a question 
which the first Hague conference held to 
be of great importance. eaid that a 
limitation of military charges was greatly 
to be desired “in the Interests’ of the 
mora] and material welfare of hbumanity.”’ 

Great Britain, the United, States, Ja- 
pan, and the other countries h' would 
like to secure the limitation of armaments 
will be at liberty to discuss the question, 
but a discussion in which Anstré-Hun- 
gary, Germany, and Russia took no’ part 
would not be fruitful of results...

If the burden of military charges which, 
weighs upon the taxpayers of Europe’ 
could be lessened by three or four hun- 
dred millions they would be profoundly 
grateful. They would feel a little easier 
in mind if they had an assurance that 
there was to be no addition to their pres- 
ent burden. There is no prospect of such 
an assurance.

MENDING BROKEN HOMES. 

The latest feminine idea in New York 
is an institution for mending broken 
homes. It has been started by an alumna 
of Columbia university, and it is patron- 
ized by women prominent in society who 
desire to acguai . themselves with the 
rudiments of grammar and history, as 
well as with some of the things which are 
doing in art and music.

inated the political situation there, with 
France as third in the line. The sultan and 
his ministers were entirely subject to the 
sway of these three powers, which, of course, 
managed to secure all the concessions for 
mines, railroads, war supplies, etc., needed 
by the Turks. Today GeFmany has entirely 
supplanted these three \nations at Constanti- 
nople. Her influence is the only one that 
is of any account with the sultan, and she 
has managed not only to monopolize nearly 
all government contracts and concessions, 
but Mkewise the greater part of the Turkish 
trade. The*Turks, from the sultan down to 
the humblest water carrier, regard Germany 
as their best and only friend, and as the 
principal champion of the integrity of thelr 
empire and of their independence againet 
the other Christian nations. It Is to Baron 
Maschal that this is almost entirely due. 
While firm with the Turkish authorities, he 
has never attempted to bully ‘them. Hie 
hand of steel has always been gloved in the 
softest kind of velvet. He has;never of- 
fended their national or religious prejudices, 
nor their pride and self-respect, and !s today 
the most popular diplomat at Constanti- 
nople, not only among the Turks but even 
withithe foreign colleagues whom he as sup- 
planted in the good will of the sultan, 
> 

The baron is a scion of one of the oldest 
families of the petty Saxon nobility of what 
ig known as the “Uradel,"’ that is to say, of 
the aristocracy which hes existed as such 


‘since the dawn of history, and the origin 


f which is coeval with that of the monarchy. 
‘Mis father, grandfather, and great grand- 
father before him were ministers of state in 
Baden. He himself started out in life ag a 
‘chamberlain at the court of Karlsruhe, en- 
tered the national legislature, became & 
member of the Baden cabinet, and was final-. 
ly sent by the present grandduke to Berlin 
as his resident plenipotentiary on the federal 
council. At Berlin the baron became far too 
intimate with ¢he late Emperor and ae 
Frederick (then crown prince and crown 
princess of rmany) to suit Prince Bis- 
marck, ahd Had it not been for the strong 
support of the grandduke of Baden, and 
above all of the grandduchess, who was the 
favorite child and constant companion of her 
father, old Emperor William, Bismarck 
would undoubtedly have managed to get 
Baron Maschal relieved of his office and 
withdrawn from Berlin. On the downfall 
of the Bismarcks the kaiser appointed 
Baron Maschal tn the place of Herbert Bis- 
marck as secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, a post which he held until he was re- 
Meved thereof. at his own request in 1897 to 
succeed Von Radwitz as ambassador to the 
sublime porte. , 

The baron is exceedingly genial, fond of the 
good things of life..conveying the impresa- 
sion of a bon vivant, tells an excellent story, 
and seems particularly well qualified, not 
merely to represent Germany at the peace 
congress of The Hague but likewise to pre- 
side over the deliberations of the delegates. 
He is married to a sana Gemmingen 
and has a Jargé family of children, and while 
he is devoted to the @mperor is generally 
credited with entertaining a cordial aversion 
to Berlin court life, at the hands of which he 
was subjected while minister of foreign af- 
fairs to no end of annoyance.

Count Paul to a duel, and was killed by him. 
As usual in such cases, the marriage turned 
out unhappily. Countess Paul Festetics was 
boycotted everywhere and the climax came 
when she and her husband were vittually 
ejected from the palace at a court ball at 
Budapest. There was in those days an- 
other Count Paul Festetics, distantly re- 
lated, and a much older man, whose wife was 
a Countess Palffy, a lady in waiting to the 
late empress. Through 
the court officials, the invitation to the court’ 
ball destined for Count and Countess Paul 
Festetics Sr. came into the hands of Count 
and Countess Paul Festetics Jr. The latter's 
presence was discovered before the imperial 
party made its entry. The emperor was noti- 
fled of what had taken place and by his di- 
rections two of his chamberlains at once 
proceeded to insist upon the immediate with- 
drawal of the count and countess. It was 
only after they had left the palace that the 
imperial cortége made its entry into the ball- 
room. Count Paul addressed challenges to 
the two thamberlans who had conveyed to 
him the emperor's wishes and likewise to the 
court officials responsible for sending out the 
invitations, but by the emperor’s orders no 
notice was taken of the cartels and their re- 
ciplents were forbidden to accord the count 
any satisfaction in the matter. Shortly after 
this the count separated from his wife and 
they are now divorced. 

Since then the countess seems to have 
given herself up to indulgence of an alco- 
holic character and about two years ago she 
created a sensation in Vienna by endeavor- 
ing to’commit suicide by throwing herself 
from the Ferdinand bridge into the Danube 
canal, after a night spent in drinking cham- 
pagne in the Café Reclame at Vienna; and 
then when the press gave some notes of her 
career in connection.with this. episode she 
invaded the newspaper offices and slapped 
the faces of the editors, besides twisting out 
handfuls of their hair and beard. In her 
youth she was a famous beauty and figures 
as such in a somewhat décolleté manner as 
one of the five lovely women who appear in 
the foreground of the painting of Hans 
Makart representing ttie entry of Charles V. 
into Antwerp. 

Born of such parents Countess Ilona Fes- 
tetics was more or less bound in the natural 
order of things to do something extravagant 
in the matrimonial line; and she deserves 
some indulgence when it is borne in mind 
that she has known nothing of parental care 
or affection, having been brought up at the 
‘expense of her father’s brothers, Count Tas- 
silo and Count Bugene Festetics, ina cohvent 
at Munich, She is now 24 years of age and 
a& beautiful woman. The fortune belonging 
to her and estimated at about $100,000 was 
settled upon her by her uncle. 

The head of the family is Count Taseilo 
Festetics, whose wife is a sister of the late 
duke of Hamilton. She was forced by her 
mother, @ princess of the reigning house 
of Baden, and by her kinsman, Emperor 
Napoleon III., to marry the present prince 
of Monaco against her wij]. Her life with 
him was extremely unhappy and, after 
givirg birth to a son, she finally deserted 
him and sought refuge first of all in Italy 
and afterwards in Belgium undér the pro- 
‘tection of the late Queen Hénrietta. Eventu- 
ally Lady Mary’s marriage to the prince of 
Monaco was apnulied by the vatican on the

Five centuries ago agriculture was practically the only occupation 
of England, and the laborers had just emerged from serfdom: The 
land owners were the employers and lawmakers. Within about+three 
years more than half of the laborers in England died with the plague. 
The ravages of the disease disorganized economic affairs, production 
almost ceased, and famine wasimminent. The smal] supply made food 
dear, and. the decrease in the number of laborers increased wages. 
Regarding money as the compensation, wages had peraps quadrupled, 
but food having advanced in the same ratio, a day’s wages would buy 
substantially the same amount of food as befcre the plague. 

But the ignorant land owners, who could see only that they were 
paying several times as much money for a day's labor, undertook the 
task of reducing wages to the money standard before the plague, with- 


such prices a day's labor would not produce a day's food. 


: The first step taken by the land owners was to agree between them; 
selves not to pay higher wages’ than were paid at a period two years

They attempted to enforce the law with a vigor peculiar to 
England. They fined land owners, and imprisoned, flogged, and 
brahded laborers, in vain. The laborers, rather than starve, turned 
tramps, thieves, and “bandits of the woods,” and the land owners, 
rather than ste their crops rot in the field, paid fines to the king and 
uhlawful wages to laborers. The rigor with which the law was en- 
forced can be understood when history says that the fines imposed on 
land owners formed a considerable portion of the royal revenue. 

The English law was intended to reduce wages. But American 
history contains notable instances of miscarriage of laws intended to 
increase wages. 

Probably the largest fortune which has ever been amassed in this 
or any other country by one man in a single life has been produced in 
the last forty years in the iron trade, It has been the direct result of a 
law of ‘congress, enacted to benefit labor. Under this law, during the 
years in which this enormous fortune was accumulating, the government 
has enforced the collection of a tax from the other industries of the

I never could “ get to the end of it "—that fs, if I began at the begin- 
ning. However, Shelley found “some of the highest and finest gleams 
of poetry” lighting up the general obscurity. 

Shelley advised Keats not to be in a hurry to publish his verses; 
and Keats advised Shelley not to keep writing at such a pace, but to 
take time and “load every reef with ore.” ‘They did not flatter each 
other, certainly, and even when Keats’ last and best volume appeared 
Shelley was enthusiastic about “ Hyperion,” but added, “ His other 
poems are worth little.” The odes to autumn and to the nightingale 
were ‘‘ worth little”! This was early in 1821, but as Shelley kept read- 
ing that golden volume (which was in his pocket when he was drowned 
on July 22) he probably had made a full discovery of Keats’ merits, 
Why were his eyes darkened at first? Merely, we may presume, be- 
cause Keats’ way of doing things was not his own. /Yet,. though 


there be many. ways of making tribal lays, “every single one of them 


is right,”’ as a later minstrel generously declares. 

Why a quiet, unobtrusive young poet like Keats so generally was 
detested by his contemporary singers, who can say? Prof. Wilson 
(Christopher North) had then a name to be a poet. The assault on 
“The Revolt of Islam” in the Quarterly, being personally offensive, 
had made a great stir. Shelley felt sure it was by Southey, so he 
wrote to him, saying that he was sure it was not, but would believe 
it was if the laureate did not deny it. Southey denied it; and Shelley, 
feeling sure that a poet must have been the author of the attack on 
him, was certain that Milman was the dastardly foe. Milman was not 
only a poet but in holy orders, and “ priests and eunuchs have their 
license,’* said Shelley. Milman Nad nothing to do with the matter; 
the Quarterly foe was at Eton with Shelley; he was John Coleridge, 


many varieties of smile within the compass of our facial muscles. At 
any rate, the picture postcard seems to suggest that there are not 
more human smiles than human jokes. It is said that there are only 
three distinct jokes in the world. It is certain that there are not more 
than three smiles. There is the dental smile, the toothless smile, and 
the labial smile. The most accomplished professional] beauty can smile 
in only two ways. She can smile with her mouth open and she can 
smile with her mouth shut. The picture postcard has accustomed us 
to the’ charms of both. It is a little hard on the young lover that he 
should start with dismay when he discovers a picture postcard smile 
on the divine lips of his fair one. That way lies disillusion. On the 
other hand, the picture postcard fills the soul of many a maiden with 
innocuous romance. She can moon over the features of her favorite 
actor without incurring the penalties of actual passion. She can gaze 
with rapture upon the hero of a hundred poses. Perhaps her postcard 
amours make her hard on the candidate for her heart and hand. 
Romeo may find it difficult to live up to the god that Juliet has adored 
in camera. The modern lover seldom is a hero to his sweetheart. The 
actors have raised to too dizzy heights the standard of manly beauty. 
Men cannot imitate actors as skillfully as girls imitate actresses. The 
picture postcard girl is everywhere. I have seen hundreds of Lillian 
Russells and thousands of Edna Mays, but there is only one Lewis 
Waller and only one George Alexander. 


The postcard always has been a feminine vice. Men do not write 


loss through the employé. Thus as between an absolutely honest em- 
ployé in ordinary capacity handling money and the tricky, resourceful, 
conscienceless man who is disposed to live by his wits, anyhow, the 
chance of favor because of inuate honesty is slim, indeed. 

In the business world, where large interests are involved, it may 
be remarked that there are comparatively few women in the position 
of handling money in consikjerable sums. The reason for this fact 
is that many of the surety companies wil] not guarantee the honesty 
of the woman. Not that the woman may not be far less disposed to 
steal; that she hasn’t far fewer temptations; that in the main, because 
of these facts, she isn’t a better risk. The truth is that occasionally 
a woman would be tempted to embezzlement. The whole bulwark of 
the guaranty company ie its recognized policy of prosecuting offenders 
to the last ditch; but the fact that publle sentiment will not back this 
prosecution of a woman in such circumstances ties the hauds of the 
surety company and results in the fewest possible positions of money 
trust coming into the hands of women. 

Here is one of the plainest insights into the business world’s lack 
of material appreciation of the idea] honesty. The corporate employer 
can say to himself that if the applicant, Jones, can do the work of 
the position and the surety company will absolve the corporation of 


the chance of theft by Jones, the applicant is quite good enough. By-

chance of matrimony. All humanity is interdependent and women 
more so than men. The day has not yet dawned which shall see every 
girl her own sufficient chaperon, and until then she must be forced to 
rely upon the kind offices of mothers and aunts, married sisters, and 
friends, with whom she will be wise to keep on good terms. 

Some few fortunate girls are possesssed of mothers who are past 
mistresses in the art of matchmaking. They have leisure, money, and 
tact; their daughters never meet any but the right men, and conse- 
quently never make imprudent or ill advised marriages. They do not 
even form misplaced attachements, for they are too earefully looked 
after to meet any one whom they ought not to know. But these are 
exceptional cases; the American mother rarely has the time or the tal- 
ent necessary to engineer or to arrange her daughter's love affairs, 
and ‘the girl of the period insists upon choosing for herself. It is not 
only in her parents’ home that a girl meets with members of the oppo- 
site sex. More frequently it is at the houses of her friends that she 
makes new acquaintances, and the more popular she is with*people who 
entertain the more chances she has of finding admirers. 

As surely as a wise mother or a clever married friend can con- 
trive that a girl shall meet the right men, so also can an offended 
‘matron or a jealous friend irretrievably injure and spoil a girl's best 
chances. “It has been said wisely that men pay much more attention to 
what married n say of girls than to what girls sgy of each other. 
A clever, designing married woman easily may discourage @ man in 
the first stages of his admiration for an. girl. To begin

Another poet, Prof. Wilson (merely to annoy the Quarterly, probably), 

then applauded “ The Revolt of Islam” in Blackwood’s magazine. But 

a poet must have a shot at another poet, so Wilson ended by saying 

that his praise was worth having, and that Shelley previously had en- 

joyed nothing more sitisfactory than “a sonnet by Johnny Keats.” 
Keats was the common cockshy. What harm had he done, why 

did every poet fling a stone at him? Byron, after the appearance of 

Keats’ last volume, speaks of it not only as bad, but as bad in a quite 

unquotable manner. His poems are also “ such trash that I am ashamed 

to look at them.” “ Flay him alive! if some of you don’t, I must do it 

myself; there is no bearing the driveling idiotism of the manikin.” 

He uses language which his editors conceal under a shower of asterisks, 

He writes of “that little dirty blackguard, Keats.” Thus raged “ the 

Pilgrim of Eternity" who is such a noble figure at Keats’ obsequies, 

as imagined by Shelley, in “ Adonais.” To be 

sure, Byron suppressed an attack on Keats, in- 

tended for publication, when he heard of the 

poet's death. “I war not with the dead,” he 

remarked, nobly; but he had just been on the 

point of waging public warfare. Why? Keats 

had done nothing to hurt Byron’s private feel- j 

ings. The noble poet hated him as Bill Sikes’ 

dog hated “ other dogs that were not of his own 

breed.” Such is the nature of inspired bards with 

rare exceptions, as when Scott, through all these 

long battles of the minstrels, kept honestly prais- 

ing all of them whom he had occasion to men- 

tion.

It is anything but easy to assume that radiance 
of expression which the danseuse must maintain kefore 
her audience, concealing by it the strain and infinite 
fatigue which are involved in the pursuit of her diffi- 
cult profession.

Premiere Danseuse Must Smile Always. 

In order to understand this you have only to study 
from some favorable point behind the scenes a long 
and intricate performance of a premiére. The face 
which she shows bravely toward the footlhights and 
the crowd is different quite from the one that seeks, 
when turned away, an instant’s respite from assumption 
of a joy expressed but all unfelt. The first endeavors 
to be happiness incarnate—all lightness, brightness, 
gayety, and innocence—but the second casts away dis- 
guise for one brief moment of relief and tells the less 
attractive truth. 

This does not mean that the ballet dancer does not 
love her art. She was born to it. Temperament, 
physique, and inborn grace all are requisites to her suc- 
cess. The premiére danseuse has genius truly—that 
double product._of high talent and capacity for work. 
She loves her dancing as a composer does his music, a 
ypoet the melody of words, as a painter enjoys the har- 
moniés of color, and a sculptor plastic form. Because 
of this great natural aptitude for the profession she 
has entered on its life of infinite fatigues. Lacking 
this aptitude, the hardest, longest training would 
fail to make her leader of the ballet on an important 
stage. An experienced maitre d?2 ballet of our own day, 
Sig. Nicholas Guerra, assures us that it takes at least 
six years to train a finished danseuse, and great natural 
talent is necessary to effect it in this time. 

4: * 
Romantic Story of the Bailet. 

The story of the ballet forms an interesting chap- 
ter in the history of terpsichorean art. Some trace it 
back to the choral dances of the Greeks, identifying its 
simpler movements with similar ones in the early 
Sacchic revels. gut others say tha it began in Italy, 
in Milan, as a form of entertainment devised in 1489, 
when the duke of Milan wedded, with pomp and festi- 
val, Isabel of Aragon and that it was taken thence to 
France a century later by Catherine de Medici. At any 
rate, it is certain that the modern ballet dates back to 
the reign of Louis XIV., when, by royal decree, he 
founded an academy of dancing. 

Men were the dancers then. The first women dancers 
appeared on the French stage in 1681, through Lulli's 
efforts, who introduced as well another innovation by 
quickening the time of the dance—a change which 
resulted finally in a complete separation of the stage 
ballet from the slower ballroom dances. The new 
rapidity of the former led also to lighter costumes and 
to shorter skirts. 

In the years since the ballet has. been peculiarly a 
continental stage development. It never has gained 
much sway in England; ner has the German public 
liked it. Paris and Vienna and Budapest. the city of 
the Magyars, each have developed it with distinctive 
traits of nationality along spectacular lines. In Italy

the music of the accompaniment has been especially con- 
sidered. Milan, moreover, clings to her old traditions, 
preferring to bring hundreds of dancers on the stage 
together, arranging them in groups and figures of 
marvelous precision. 


* * 
Russia [s Mother of the Art. 


Although the Scala at Milan still retains precedence 
in the world of ballet, turning out yearly as it does 
more ballet ‘dancers than does any other opera, yet 
Russia deserves pecuvliar credit for her influence on the 
art. This northern land of mixed races has united music 
and the ballet in an intimate and productive way. From 
the beginning many dancers sang their own accompani- 
ment, following the manner of the choral dances of the 
peasants. The ballet became therefore peculiarly—close 
to the people; in the country districts Christmas ballets 
are held which in many particulars resemble the Eng- 
lish Christmas pantomimes. 

At the end of the severiteenth century the Tsar 
Alexséy Mihailovitch made; practical use of this na- 
tional talent by organizing a school of ballet for the 
poor children of Moscow. The nobles followed in his 
footsteps, and gathered together from the peasantry on 
their estates children suitable for ballet troupes. In 
1737 we find the Empress Anna providing for her palace 
a permanent corps de ballet, composed always of twelve 
children of both sexes. Furthermore, she imported for- 
eign maitres de dance to train the native teachers, who 
in their turn encouraged and improved the national 
dances of the country. Thus it was in Russia, doubt- 
less, that the modern custom of training children fo 
the ballet first arose.

Children Dancing in Budapest. 


An American writer, F. Berkeley Smith, has given us 
an attractive picture of the children’s classes in the 
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Maller dancers smile 


He reveals to 
us the gloomy corridors, echoing with children’s chat- 
ter, as dozens of tots in short skirts of gay colors and 


ballet of the opera house of Budapest. 


pink cotton tights come into it from their dressing 


rooms. 

“Down an adjoining corridor a bevy of older girls 
gosSiped. Often one would stop to fluff out her short 
tulle skirt, to readjust her simple low neck bodice, or 
to arrange her hair in a tighter coil; another to stretch 
the muscles of her: calves or to relace her satin slip- 
pers. Nine-tenths of those who hurried by me were 
pretty; one passes whose dark skin is like that of a 
gvpsy. . . . Dressing rocms were opened and shut by 
hurrying dancers. Periodically the corridor rang with 
a burst of melody from the rehearsal in the chorus 
20m beneath.” 

Another writer has given us a picture of the school 
for dancers at the Paris Opéra—a large bare room with 
bars yixed parallel to the walls on three sides of a floor 
which is made sloping in order that the pupils may get 
used to the inciined stage of the theater. Along the 
free walls are benches on which the mothers of the 
pupils sit and knit or doze or read the paper while their 
daughters dance. There are also two chairs here—one 
for the professor of dancing and the other for her as- 
sistant, who plays the fiddle or a sort of harmonicum.

School at Paris Opera House. 


Here, all the year round, the professor of dancing 
receives her little pupils every morning—lean, eager 
children, all of them, ranging in age from 6 years to 13. 
Most of them are children of working folk, and come 
from the neighborhoods of Belleville or Montmartre, al- 
though now and then appears among them a child from 
a family of professional dancers. They are happy and 
vivacious little people, proud of their profession, and 
prouder yet to be associated with the opera. Each one 
comes with her mother, carrying ‘n her hand a little 


bag which holds her shoes and stockings, her lunch, a 
button hook, rice powder, and almost invariably a pack 
of cards for fortune telling during intermissions. 

One’s first impression that one is in the midst of or- 
dinary little children, whose most distinctive feature is 
their ugliness, melts into nothingness and is forgotten 
when, at the signal of the teacher, the little ones fall 
into place, and with a single impulse begin in unison 
to swing and sway and spring, this way and that, for- 
ward, back, like flowers tossed by gentle breezes. In the 
poetry of movement you forget the prose of fact. 

But before this pleasant spectacle occurs you have 
to watch the torture at the bars, those gymnastic exer- 
cises which have been designed especially to dislocate 
the dancers. 

“Smile, mesdemoiselles! It 
smile,’ the teacher cautions.

Half Hour of Smiling Torture. 


A half hour of this smiling under torture and the 
children rest awhile, and chatter and play about. 
The teacher meanwhile sprinkles the floor with water, 
preparing for the next part of the lesson, the grouping 
and the composed steps that make up certain preScribed 
figures. } And always the admonition comes remorseless- 
ly from ‘the instructor: 

“Souriez! Mais souriez donc.” For there is no es- 
cape from that everlasting smile of sweet hypocrisy. 

Then comes the “ variation,’ in which the professor 
teaches by position of her fingers the new steps to be 
mastered, using a finger of each hand to represent the 
two legs of the dancer, explaining the while the un- 
familiar figures. The pupils gathered around her learn 
the lesson likewise on their fingers, and, finally, at her 
command, they take their places and dance it out to 
music, 

The last part of the lesson is the bow to right and 
left, with sweetest smiles. ‘Tired as the little ones are, 
all out of breath, and palpitating with fatigue, they 
still must smile as freshly, joyously as if their day had 
just begun. 

The premiére danseuse gets off no easier. Her 
triumph in the evening is the hard culmination of a 
long day’s work. She has to keep her daily lessons 
up with faithfulness and care far greater than if she 
were a novice at her art. Nor does she dare to take 
vacations, since even a shart week’s rest would mean 
a month of unusually hard training. Her work of the 
afternoon she finishes at 5, and she must be at the 
opera by 8, if there’s to be a representation, in order 
to dress, perform the difficult process of her makeup, 
and turn herself into a beauty for‘a single fleeting 
hour out of the twenty-four.

Objected to Changes in Costume. 

“Te foyer de la danse” at the new opera house in 
Paris is a fine large hall with fluted columns, mirrors, and 
quantities of gilt and glitter. The torture bars around 
the walls are covered with red velvet. Here the dancers 
come to dislocate and exercise before going on the 
stage, and to flutter about like butterflies before the 
eyes of visiting subscribers to the opera, whose tickets 
give to them the right of entrance. A few years ago the 
ballet dancers of Paris were up in arms against the 
managers who attempted to change the ¢haracter of the 
attire which has become conventional for their ranks 
upon the modern stage, and replace the fluffy muslin 
skirf and pink tights by a dress that was more in keep- 
ing with the subject of the ballet represented.

up in the mountains that pile one upon another 

until they reach their climax in the snow 

crested summit of Old Grayback, in a moun- 
tain cafion from which gushes an ice cold snow fed 
stream, pouring down a tortuous passage through rock 
and marl and granite and clay, nestling snugly against 
the granite walls of the cafion is a castle that contains 
the strangest colony in the world. 

The castle is built on a HKttle shelving grass grown 
plateau. 

Three hundred feet straight above it and overhanging 
part of it rises the. cafion wall. Below for 700 feet a 
steep, rocKy path, partly hewn from mother granite, 
partly natural, winds down to the bed of the little 
stream.

roads that march majestically between great avenues of 
palms, eucalyptus, magnolias, on and on through miles 
of orange orchards. 

Far overhead the snow covered slopes of Grayback 
flash in the sunshine. Down below men toil in the heat 
of the eternal summer, picking oranges, grape fruit, 
lemons, and olives. Autos and carriages whirl along the 
perfec: roads bearing eastern tourists on sightseeing 
trips. Across the valley the smoke of the Santa Fé and 
Southern Pacific trains rises as they race by almost side 
by side toward Los Angeles. From the great stone em- 
brasures in the cafion citadel Redlands, San Bernardino, 
ang the scores of villages that dot the plain can be seen.

But to the people who rule the castle this is not Cal- 
ifornia. but Wales. The river that cuts a white furrow 
through the -valley is not the Santa Ana, but the Usk; 
the mountain that rears its bald head above them. is 
not Grayback, but Tlacopan. And the castle itself is 
Caerleon. 

This colony, made up of men of wealth, leisure, ani 
learning, is composed this winter of forty-eight persons, 
exclusive of servants—-but of them only thirteen count— 
for this castle is Caerleon, its ruler is King Arthur.

Never perhaps on earth has a man of great wealth 
turned his money to such prodigal use to carry out a 
whim which has been his since boyhood, and certainly 
never has any rich man found others so eager to join 
him in his hobby.

Whimsical Idea of Boston Money King, 


The colony now is three years old, and the original 
circle of thirteen members remains unbroken—although 
scores of men of wealth and position are striving to get 
invitations to become visiting knights and begging that 
their names be put on the waiting list for admission to 
the Brotherhood of the Round Table.

The mules were laden with the fortune of the bears 
of Berne, which had been seized in the name of the 
‘French republic. The Frenchmen also had stolen two 
of the four municipal bears, and they were being led in 
captivity to Paris. 

Great numbers of the people of Berne accompanied 
the bears a considerable distance on the road, sobbing 
and crying and uttering adieux. i 
- At Paris Gen. Bruce presented the directory of the 
republic with the keys of the capital of Switzerland, 
with the fortune of the bears, the principal of which 
amounted to $240,000 in gold, and the two bears them- 
selves, now lean and haggard from their long journey. 

The bears were sent to the Jardin des Plantes, the 
botanical garden of Paris, and there lived the rest of 
their lives. ‘They were petted and pampered by the 
Parisians to such a degree they had little cause for 
crying.

The department of agriculture at Washington also 
has worked its miracles. A new grapefruit has been 
made, a cross between a “kid glove” orange or tanger- 
ine an@ the grapefruit.: It is about the size of an or- 
dinary orange, has a skin that can be removed easily, 
and a grape fruit flavor. It bears the name of tangelo, 
from tangerine and pomelo, the true name of the grape 
"fruit. There also is a new orange, which can be grown 
in cool climates, a pineapple with thorniess:teaves, a 
cherry tree on which fifty or sixty grow in a single 
bunch, and grapes without seeds.

Alone will not prevent the acumulation of 
fiesh.

It is well to take counsel with some one 
who understands such things, to find out 
just where the trouble lics. For instance, 
what may seem a restricted diet may indeed 
be farfrom it.

Many Fine— 


Delicate or old laces may be dry cleaned at 
home if they have not been allowed to get 
too soiled by means of bread crumbs or a 
mixture of equal parts of flour and mag- 
nesia. When using bread rub the crumbs in 
with a soft cloth, changing crumbs and cloth 
directly they look soiled. In the method of 
using flour and magnesia rub the mixture 
well in with cloths, and allow the lace to 
stay a few hours before shaking and brush- 
ing it. Pull into shape, tack down on a plece 
of white paper, and leave under a weight. 

Lace handkerchiefs may be finished suc- 
cessfully on the window pane. Puld into 
shape and lay on the glass, pressing out 
every wrinkle. They will dry smooth and 
ready for use. 

Or they may be pitned out on a piece of 
blotting paper, and laid under a weight. If 
an iron is used let it be only warm, and pre- 
vent the point of the iron breaking threads 
by putting a thin piece of muslin between 
the iron and lace. 

Good lace should not require starching, 
or at the most it may be dipped in rice water. 
This is made by boiling .wo ouncés of rice 
till soft in a pint of water. Strain before us- 
ing. But poor lace is much improved by 
judicious starching and ironing. It is here 
that the home worker gains points lost by 
the. undiscerning laundress. A nice lace 
starch, not too stiff, is made by smoothly 
mixing a teaspoonful of white starch with 
cold water till it is ‘of a cream like consis- 
tency.

SOUP.—Scrape ten good 
sized roots of oyster plants or salsify, and 
throw them at once into cold water. Then 
cut them into small pieces, cover with one 
quart of water, and cook gently for one hour 
or until perfectly tender. Add a quart of 
milk, one and one-half teaspoons of salt, & 
saltspoonful of pepper, a teaspoonful of cel- 
ery salt, a pinch of mace, and two table- 
spoonfuls of butter cut into bits. Bring to 
the boiling point, turn into a heated tureen, 
and serve with oyster crackers. 

CREAM OF SWEET POTATO. SOUP— 
This southern delicacy is made by peeling 
four sweet potatoes, covering with boiling 
water, and cooking five minutes, after which 
they should be drained and the water thrown 
away. Then cover them with one pint of 
boiling water, adding a slice of onion, — 
of chopped celery, a bay léaf, and a pinch o 
thyme. Cover and cook until potatoes are 
tender, then press them through « colander. 
Add one quart of milk and turn into the dov- 
ble boiler; rub together two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and flour; add to the soup and cook 
until smooth; season with a teaspoonful of 
salt and a Gash of cayenne, and strain 
through a fine sieve. Reheat and stir in two 
tablespoonfuls of thick cream. Serve with 
tiny squares of toast. 

MUSHROOM AND ASPARAGUS BISQUE, 
~Take one full can of asparagus, cut off 
the extreme tips and put them aside; cut the 
remaining parts of the shoots into small 
pieces about an inch long; cover these with 
a quart of cold water, adding a teaspoonful 
of salt; simmer gently thirty minutes and 
then press through a colander. Add a pint 
of milk and a tablespoonful of butter and 
thicken with one tablespoonful of cornstarch 
moistened with a little cold water, using a 
double boiler for the second preparation, 
Season with a teaspoonful of salt and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of white pepper, 
and after it boils strain through a fine sieve; 
return to the double boiler and add the 
asparagus tips and a teacupful of small but- 
ton mushrooms; stir until thoroughly re 
heated and serve hot. 

CREOLE VEGETABLE SOUP.—Wash and 
cut into thin slices half a dozen good sized 
okras; place them in a saucepan with a pint 
of stewed tomatoes and one thinly sliced 


onion. Cover the whole with two quarts of 


cold water and simmer for two hours; add 
two teaspoonfuls of salt, a saltspoon of pep- 
per, and two tablespoonfuls of butter; when 
the butter is dissolved, stir in a tablespoon- 
ful of chopped green sweet pickle. Serve 
with triangles of toasted bread. 

PUREE OF LIMA BEANS.—Cook one can 
of lima beans in a pint of salted water, adii- 
ing @ tablespoonful of grated onion, a bay 
leaf, a blade of mace, and three whole 
cloves. When reduced to a pulp press 
through a fine sieve. Return to the fire and 
stir in two coffee cupfulse of milk, and sea- 
son with a half teaspoonful of salt and a dash 
of cayenne, Thicken with one tablespoonful 
of butter and one of flour rubbed to a paste, 
letting it Just reach the boiling point, to cook 
the flour. Serve at once with tiny crescents 
of fried bread. 
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Paddings— 
RHUBARB PUDDING.—Wash and peel 


‘some rhubarb, cut it into one inch lengths, 


set it on the stove, add sugar to taste, and let 
it elmmer until cooked; press it through a 
sieve, and leave it to cool; boil one pint of 
milk, with a bit of lemon peel, a bay leaf, 
and sugar to taste; stir into this, after re- 
moving from fire, four lightly beaten eggs; 
then set it all over the fire until it thickens; 
when cold stir this custard into the cooked 
rhubarb, adding more sugar if not sweet 
enough, and a little grated nutmeg. Make 
the custard quite thick, as the rhubarb is so 
watery. Put pudding into dessert dishes 
and heap each dish with whipped cream. 
Serve ice cold. 

ST. JAMES PUDDING.—<Ad@ one-third 
cupful melted butter to one cupful each of 
milk and molasses; mix and sift three cup- 
fuls of flour, three teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, one-half teaspoonful each of salt, 
cloves, and allspice, and nutmeg; add to the 
first mixture with three-quarter pound of 
dates out into pleces. Steam two and one- 
half hours. Serve with cream sauce, Beat 
white of one egg until stiff, add the well 
beaten yolk; beat in gradually one cupful of 
powdered sugar; beat one-half pint of thick 
cream, Giluted with one-third cupful milk 
until thick; favor with one-half teaspoonful 
vanilla and add gradually te the egg mix- 
ture. 

FLOATING ISLAND.—Take a quart of rich 
cream and divide it in half. Sweeten one 
pint of it with loaf sugar, and stir into it suf- 
ficient currant jelly to color it a fine pink. 
Put it into a glass bow! and place in thecen- 
ter a pile of sliced almond sponge cake or 
lady cake, every slice spread thickly with 
raspberry jam or marmalade and laid evenly 
one on another. Have ready the other pint 
of cream, flavored with the juice of two 
bemons, and beaten toastiff froth. Heap it 
all over the pile of cake so as entirely to cover 
it. Both creams must be made sweet. 

INDIAN TAPIOCA PUDDING.—One quart 
of milk, save out one cupful, ecald the 
remainder, stir in five tablespoons Indian 
meal, Have ready two tablespoons of soaked 
tapioca and add to the mixture two-thirds 
cup molasses mixed with one well beaten egg, 
a pinch of salt, and a small piece of butter. 
Add last of all the cup of cold milk and bake 
three hours in a slow oven.

SALAD OF PISTACHIO NUTS.—<After 
washing a bunch of white and a bunch of 
purple grapes, remove the seeds with a sharp 
knife. Make nests of watercress on' lettuce 
leaves and fill with the grapes and nuts.

sliced se ap into it some red cabbage, 
shredded, then add the potatoes und 
beets.

SALAD DRESSING.—Two tablespoons of 
butter, two tablespoone vinegar, two tea- 
spoons mustard, twp eggs, well beaten, pep- 
per, and salt; mix egg, butter, and mustard, 
then add the vinegar; cook on stove, etirring 
all the time, till quite thick; when coool thin 
with cream, 

ONB QUART OF SALAD DRESSING. 
May be made for 10 cents. Four tablespoons 
of sifted flour, four tablespoons of sugar, one 
tablespoon of mustard, one-quarter teaspoon 
of turmeric powder. Mix the above ingredi- 
ents with enough cold water to make a thick 
paste.

ORANGD PUDDING.—Peel four large 
oranges and cut them into small pieces, 
taking out the seeds. Put them into a warm 
pie dish with three tablespoonfuls of sugar; 
stand it in the oven to get warm. Take one 
pint of milk and bring it to the boiling point, 
when add two tablespoonfuls of corn starch 
that has been dissolved in a little cold milk, 
and the beaten yolks of two eggs. Boll ail 
this for a minute and pour it over the oranges. 
Beat the whites of the eggs with a little 

wdered sugar and spread over the custard 

ike a meringue and put it in the oven a mo- 
ment to brown. 

ORANGD JELLY WITH BANANAS. 
Soak half a box of gelatine in half a cupful 
of cold water until soft, then add one cupful 
of boiling water, the juice of one lemon, one 
cupful of sugar, and one pint of orange juice; 
stir until the sugar is dissolved, then strain it. 
Cover the bottom of a glass dish or mold with 
sliced bananas, pour over it some of the 
orange mixture, let this get a little stiff, then 
add a few more sliced bananas and more of 
the liquid; alternate this way until used, 

ORANGBD DRESSING.—Shell half a pound 
of English walnuts, keep out some of the 
unbroken halves for garnishing the cake. 
chop fine the remainder. Take the juice and 
pulp of one orange and add to it a quarter of 
a pound of powdered sugar and the chopped 
nuts. Cook three minutes and stir until it 
thickens, then spread it between the two 
layers of cake and on top. 

PNGLISH ORANGE HONBDY.—tTake the 
juice and grated rind of two oranges, put it 
in a saucepan and add to it one cupful of 
sugar and two ounces of butter. Stir it, and 
when it boils add the beaten yolks of three 
eggs and the white of one. Rémove to one 
side of the stove, when it will be hot but not 
boil, and keep stirring constantly untjl it has 
the appearance of melted cheese. Use as a 
filling for layer cake or tart cases. 

ORANGE FLAVOR.—Into a saucepan put 
two cupfuls of hot water and one cupful of 
sugar. Wet with cold water two tablespoon- 
fuls of corn etarch and add to the water and 
sugar after it has boiled. Stir and let cook 
four or five minutes and then add the juice 
of one orange and half a lemon. Take the 
whites of three eggs and whip them stiffly. 
When the corn starch mixture is cool pour 


it over the whites of the eggs. Beat rapidly | 


and in a few minutes the whole mass will be 
light and foamy. Set itaway immediately in 
a cool place. The colder it can be kept the 
better. Make a soft custard of one pint of 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, three 
beaten yolks of eggs, and half a teaspoonful 
of vanilla. Pour this over the orange foam. 
This looks pretty —— in small glasses.

CHARTREUSB D’ORANGE.—Make a 
clear orange jelly with one and one-half pints 
of water, six oranges, sugar to taste, one 
and one-half ounce of gelatin; divide four 
oranges into quarters, have two plain molds, 
one about one and one-quarter inches more 
in diameter than the other; pour a little jelly 
in the bottom of the large mold; place in this 
a layer of orange quarters, cover with more 
jelly, but just enough to get a smooth sur- 
face; set on ice to set; when quite firm put 
the small mold inside of large one, right 
in the center, so that the vacant place be- 
tween the molds be the same; in this vacant 
place put more orange quarters, filling up 
with jelly till the whole space ie filled, 
Place on the ice; whip one pint of cream with 
one-half ounce of dissolved gelatin, and 
some sweetened orange juice, adding a little 
at a time, else the cream will not rise in a 
froth; when the cream is ready and the jelly 
set, remove the inner mold by pouring warm 
water into it, and fill the space of the chan 
treuse with the whipped cream. Set on ice 
for an hour, turn out, and serve. 

PINBDAPPLE MARMALADE:—Grate two 
large, fully ripe pineapples and to each pound 
of the fruit thus prepared add three-quar- 
ters pound of loaf sugar, the juice of two 
lemons, and the grated yellow rind of half 
a lemon. Bring to the boiling point quickly 
and cook until clear, which will take about 
one hour. Skim often and, when done, seal 
in small jars. 

PEACH CREAM.—Wash two cups of 
canned peaches, rub through a sieve, and 
cook for three minutes in a sirup made of 
boiling a cup of sugar with one of water. 
Have soaked one-half package of gelatin. 
Add this to the sirup and peaches, Stir a 
few moments to dissolve the gelatin. Place 
in pan of snow or ice water, beat until nearly 
cold, add whites of six eggs beaten stiff. 
Beat all the mixture until it begins to harden. 
Pour into mold, set on ice or tn cold place. 
Serve with cream. 

BANANA COMPOTE.—Make a st 
four tablespoonfuls of water and sour thie. 
spoonfuls of sugar; add the rind of one-half 
lemon, two cloves, one inch of stick cinna- 
mon; cook ten minutes, then drop into the 
sirup six bananas cut into fourths. It is best 
best to cook just enough pieces of banana 
at a time to cover the bottom of the sauce- 
pan. When the fruit becomes transparent 
and soft take it up carefully, put into a pretty 
dish ee the sirup. Cool and

Perhaps a few months after his marriage the 
old helpmeet arrives in Chicago looking for her hus- 
band and the home which he had promised her.

or other adviser. Sometimes it is ‘the old wife who 
makes the trouble; sometimes the new one; sometimes 
neither. Often, in a spirit which seems incompre- 
hensible to the American woman with her firmly fixed 
notions of wifehood and family relations, both agree 
to an arrangement quite satisfactory to themselves and 
quite in violation of the laws of this country.

Always Facing Prospect of Death. 


There is another side to the police- 
man’s lot, and the other side is far more 
important and far more serious. The po- 
liceman, especially in Chicago, with its 
large criminal element, constantly faces 

the prospect of a violent death. He does 
not know at what moment, day or night, 
he may not be compelled to face a des- 
perate criminal who is only too ready to 
kill in order to escape arrest. The po- 
liceman with a family—and most of them 
in Chicago have families—has before him 
constantly the knowledge that atany mo- 
ment his wife may be made a widow and 
his children orphans. 

The policeman walks a beat in all 
kinds of weather. He has no escape 
either from torrid heat, bitter cold, rain, 
snow, or blizzard. He incurs constant 
risk from rheumatism, pneumonia, con- 
sumption, bronchitis, and kindred dis- 
eases of the throat and lungs. His hours 
are irregular, for, although he has stated 
times for going on or off beat, he fre- 
j ‘ly is cadled upon for extra service 
which keeps him from his rest and sleep. 

If he is a “crossing policeman” in 
the loop district he stands at his post in 

a struggling mass of vehicles and humanity from morn- 
ing to night. The policeman at the intersection of State 
and Madison streets, for instance, is in momentary dan- 
ger of being run down, not only by the electric street 
ears, but by automobiles, carriages, drays, trucks, and 
delivery wagons.

Neither, if he be 
a resident of the city for some length of time, need he 
scrutinize his dearest friends and wonder if they are 
guilty of bigamy. The yearly average of twenty-one 
cases of bigamy brought to the notice of the courts 
probably is a fair represéntation of the bigamous con- 
ditions existing in the more prosperous classes of the 
eity. These ate the exposed cases, The hidden cases— 
the ones of which few péople in the city have the least 
knoWledge, and which comprise substantially ail of the 
bigamy evil in the city—dere to be found in that part 
of the city in wiiich many things are hidden in a mud- 
died, huddied mass of humanity, and of which most Chi- 
cagoans have less knowlédge than they have of Peking, 
China—the ereat arid growing foreign quarter of the 
lower west side, Chicago. 

tt ts the tiewly arrived peasant foreigner—Jew, 
Italian, Hun, Slovak, Bohemian, Russian, and what not 
who is respohsiblé for most of the bigamy which ex- 


ists in the city.

Has No Knowledge of the Law. 


Often he commits his crime without oeing aware 
that he is doing anything wrong. Often he is quite 
sure in his own mind that his conduct is proper and 
right in the eyes of all men, churches, and laws. It is 
written that éach man shall have one wife; if he leaves 
one he is without any, and it follows that he should 
take another. Beitig anxious to fulfill the law in this 
matter, he promptly acts. Wives are plentiful and easy 


to get in the foreign quarter, and the man who remains 


without a wife for any length of time, no matter how 
many wives he has had before, must be a poor sort of 
a stick indeed. 

The result is such a tangle of matrimonial arrange- 
ments as to be amazing. There are bigamists of single, 
double, and triple degrees; bigamists of both sexes; 
polygamous families, and all the other things that go 
with a laxity of marriage relations. 

But in spite of it all the people among whom such 
things exist manage to get along and take care of their 
own troubles without the assistance of anybody from 
the outside, thank you. If it were not for perniciousiy 
active police workers and the obstreperous American 
law on the subject few cases would fail to be settled 
after a fashion which would prevent them from ever 
coming into public notice. 

.* * 
First Marriage Made in Europe. 

The bigamy begins usually “across the water.” It 
je there, over in the southern Huropean country, that 
the perpetrator of the crime begins by marrying his 
first wife. Marriage comes earlier there than in other 
countries. Also, it cames more often. The male who 
grows to man’s estate without wooing and wedding one 
of the rosy maids of his native land is 80 noteworthy 
an exception as to be a matter of comment, ridicule, 
and disapproval of the folks of his acquaintance. So 
it happens that few men over a marriageable age re- 
main unmarried 

Thus, in the thousands and thousands of adult male 
emigrants which the countries in question thrust each 
year upon the foreign quarter of Chicago, there are few 
who come alone who have not left behind them in some 
city, village, or countryside a wife and perhaps a family. 

Scraping and saving for years, the couple hae hoard- 
ed together a sum of money sufficient to insure the 
passage of the man to the wonderful America and to 
leave a little substance behind for the support of the 
wife against such time as the husband shall be in a po- 
sition to send to her the much longed for ticket money 
which will take her to his side. 

He goes to build a home, trusting in the tales of the 
wonderful wealth of the new world and quite sure that 
it will be a matter only of months at the most before 
he will have saved enotigh from the fabulous wages 
paid. there to bring the waiting Rachel, Tina, Sophia, 
or Maria to his new home, where they will dwell in 
luxury forever afterwards.

Finds New Wife in Chicago. 


When he comes to the new country hé finds that 
things are different than he expected. The wages are 


be stirring and abroad at the time. It is scarcely to 
be wondered that fourteen crossing policemen ‘have 
been killed in Chicagtd. The wonder is that the num- 
ber has not been greater. 

The First Chicago police precinct leads all the 
precincts in Chicago in the number of deaths it has 
sustained since 1871, its death roll being 39. The 
Twenty-seventh police precinct comes second, with 23. 
The Sixth and Twenty-first are tied, with 22 each. 

The following tabulated statement, based on official 
figures, shows the number of policemen lost by each 
precinct in Chicago in the period named:

Of the fourteen policemen killed by the cars one had 
served the city of Chicago twenty-nine years. Another 
had served only a year. One had been on the force 
twenty-three years, two of them twenty-one years. 
From that the terms of service ranged down to four 
yearg. These men died in the line of duty, just as much 
so as if they had been shot down by burglars or foot- 
pads. ce 

The 120 policemen who died violent deaths form 
about 20 per cent of t >» total deaths on the Chicago 
police force from all causes. This is double the average 
percentage of deaths by violence in the citizen class.

It may be months or years until wife 
No. 1, restless and impatient because her 
spouse has ceased to write, begs or bor- 
rows enough money to follow him across 
the water. ‘When she cories and finds 
him enjoying lifé with a new maté there 
is a scene which may be provocative of 
tears or laughter. Sometimes the scene 
is all tragedy, sometimes all comedy, but most often of 
the two combined.

Curious Ways of Settling a Question. 

Wife No. 1 usually is stunned: wife No. ? likewise: 
male party to affair slightly worried. Then there fol- 
lows a confab, which ends in many funny ways. Per- 
haps it can best be illustrated by the story -of the latest 
of these affairs to come to the ears and eyes of the 
police. 


The Maxwell street police station is the center of 
the district in which the bigamous ones dwell, and: to 
the station come the woes of the district, both trifling 
and serious. Judge .McKenzie Cleland is the municipal 
court judge at Maxwell, and before him pass the good 
and bad of the bailiwick. A few weeks azo there came 
before him a case in which one man had been found liv- 
ing in the same flat and on the same terms with twd 
women. Both women were his wives in his and their 
estimations. And both were satisfied with the arrange- 
ment. 


The man was a Russian Jew, Joseph by name. Back

Of the 497 Chicago policemen who died of disease, 
no fewer than 85, or nearly 20 per cent, succumbed to 
the white death—consumption. Pneumonia was a close 
second, claiming 77 victims. Next comes heart disease, 
with 45 police victims to its credit. Bright’s disease 
claimed 27, typhoid fever 21, dropsy 17, cancer 13, rheu- 
matism 7, and pleurisy 6. These are nine of the most 
fatal diseases which carried off Chicago policemen. 


Police Deaths Compared with Citizens’. 


It is interesting as well as instructive to compares 
the mortality of policemen with the mortality of ordi- 
nary citizens who do not wear blue uniforms and hel- 
mets. Here are the figures for the ten most common 
causes of death in Chicago, in the order of their -fa- 
tality:

Two Wives Live Together in Amity. 


Four years later Leah, through the aid. of relatives 
in the old country, landed.in Maxwell street, Chicago, 
She asked for Joseph, and people told her where he 
might be found. She went thither and found him—the 
head of a family of four—Rebecca and three, young 
children. 

There was no heartbreak here at first. Joseph told 
the new arrival that she was quite welcome in hig 
abode; told the wife most recently married that she 
would have to accept the other wife into the household 
as a co-wife: and, both falling into his line of reagon- 
ing, the two families set up housekeeping’ as one and 
lived happily until a probation officer happened to run 
on to them. Then, to the amazement of all parties most 
vitally concerned, there followed a session in Judge 
Cleland@’s court... 

“We are happy,” said the three in unison. “ Why 
should we be disturbed?” 

But the law, while not inexorable, was firm. as You 
take wife No. 1 and care for her,’ was its decree. 
“Let wife No. 2, who has relatives in thjs country, go 
to them. And be more careful in the future.” 

There was a heartrending scene on all sides. -The 
triangular domestic scene seemed to have suited ail 
around, but the order was complied with faithfully.

new one must seek for a new husband to take the place 
of him to whom she had no right. 

Another case, of long ago, is all laugh. The case 
was similar. The first marriage had taken place in the 
old country, only in this case the old country was Italy. 
The man had come away, promising to send for the girl 
he left behind him. Then had come the American mar- 
riage, and after that came the trip of the first wife to 
America. Timidly she sought out her spouse and timid- 
ly he went to meet her. Since his second marriage he 
had discovered that he had broken the law, and he was 
in fear of punishment. To his amazement his supposed- 
ly outraged wife threw her hands in the air and laughed 
when he told his story. 

“Ah! So you are marnied again? And I am not 
your wife?” she cried. ‘“ Or you have another wife and 
do not want me? Ah, ha, ha! I am glad! Iam glad! 
Then I can marry your cousin, Antonio, with whom I 
came across the ocean.” 

Such are the stories of the immigrant bigamists 
that come to the ears of the police and others inter- 
ested. But the majority do not come; they are too deep- 
ly hidden; but they exist and work for evil just the 
same.

Good Health and Prime of Life. 


The police death rate is a heavy one, in spite of the 
impression conveyed by the foregoing figures that the 
policeman is a far better insurance risk than the men. 
women, and children of the city which they are sworn 
to protect. But it must be borne in mind that the 


ures showing police mortality include only ablebodied 
men, supposed to be in the prime of life and possessed 
of unexceptional physical health. 


On the other hand, the city mortality table includes 
infants, children, and tcomen. For instance: The city 


death rate for 1905 was a fraction over 13 persons in 


1,000. Deduet the 6 per cent allowed by the health 


authorities in computing adult mortality, it will be seen 


that the city mortality is 8 in 1,000, while for the same 
year the police mortality was 13 in 1,000. 

The official records show that January is the most 
fatal month of the twelve for the Chicago policemen. 
Of the 620 policemen who have died here since 187] 
57 died or were killed in the month of January. April 


and May have been almost equally fatal, each scoring 


53 victims. September comes next, with 48; October, 
47; February, 44; March, 48; December, 40; November, 
35; August, 32; July, 31. The most friendly month. to 
the Chicago policeman is June, the month of roses and 
weddings. June has chaimed only 23 victims from the 
force. 


*K * 
Most Policemen Have Families. 


The youngest policeman lost to Chicago by death was 


22 years old. He die in 1892, was unmarried. and had 
been on the force one year. The oldest victim of the 
force was 72 years old. He had served tHe city of Chi- 
cago for thirty-four years. The average age of the 
p* cemen who have died while in service was 36 years, 
thus showing additional proof that the policeman is a 
shining mark for death in more ways than one. 


Of the 417 police deaths only 100 were single men. 


The others were or had been married. and most of them 
left families of from one to eight children. 


About 85 per cent of the Chicago policemen belong 


to the Policeman’s Benevolent association. The asso- 
ciation pays a death benefit of $2,000 from a fund made 
up of a per capita assessment of one per cent of the 
salary of each man and by the sale of tickets for the- 
trical benefitd. 
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MAN gains in the affections of his wife in 
proportion as he loses in the estimation 
of his fellow men. The deeper his trouble, 
the more his wife loves him. As he sinks 
in crime, the more tenaciously she clings 
to him. Psychologiets declare this te be 
true. So doce’ every saloonkeeper in Chi- 
seago. Bo do Jailer John Whitman of the 
Cook courity jell_and Warden E. J. Murphy of the Iili- 
nois state penitentiary. So do the lockup keepers in 
all the city’s police stations, and so does every analyst 
of impuilees that ever studied the question. 

Not long ago a South Clark street saloonkeeper 
lietened to the sad etory of a miserable, etarved, hailf- 
clad, and wretchédly heartsick wife who came into his 
saloon to beg him not to sell her husband any more 
whisky. Tearfully she told her story—a story of how 
their home once had been happy, and of how her hus- 
band was an honest workman. She told of their children, 
of how she had taken care of them, and of the hopes 
she had held for their future. Then ehe told of how 
her husband had taken to drink. After that it was the 
same old story he so often had heard before—the fall 
from an honest workman to a drunkard, and then to a 
a criminal When she had finished the saloonkeeper 
asked her, if she was so tired of married life, why she 
didn’t throw ‘her worthless husband overboard and go 
back to her folks. 

“Well, you see,’ #he sobbed, “ I—I iike—I love him 
—and there you are!” 

* * 
Criminals Never Deserted by Wives. 

That a woman should cling to the man ehe loves as 
long as there is the faintest ground to believe that he 
is worthy of her loyalty is not hard to comprehend, but 
when he willfully forfeits his.every right to decent citi- 
zenship and becomes a criminal and a destroyer of life 
and property from choice it puzzles even those who are 
familiar with under world conditions to know why ‘his 
wife, often a good and virtuous woman, will remain 
loyal to him or even degrade herself to his own level 
that she may be with or near him. 

Jailer Whitman of the Cook county jail, who has 
bed a wide experience with criminals, says he has yet 
to hear of a woman deserting her husband because of 
the fact that he turned a criminal, and Warden Murphy 
eat the state penitentiary says the same thing. 

These officials and others often have sought the rea- 
son behind the actians of women who have remained 
true to men of the most pronounced criminal ¢ype, anJ 
they admit that for the most part their investigations 
have been in vain. Jailer Whitman says he has known 
Women of good family and connections to work at the 
most menial and degrading employment to secure money 
with which to help a worthless and criminal husband 
out of jail. Often these husbands are drunkards as 
Well as criminals, and frequently they celebrate their 
release by betraying ami beating the woman who worked 
80 ‘hard to aid them. 

Even more eloquent in praiee of woman's constancy 
are records of the state penitentiary, which contain the 
names of women who are imprisoned there for an of- 
fense they committed willfully that they might be near 
their husbands, also felons in the same institution. 


* * 
Wonderful Devotion of Mme. Dreyfus. 

That a woman’s devotion to her husband increases 
with his adversity and misfortune never was better ex- 
emplified than by the conduct of Mme. Lucie Dreyfus, 
wife of the famous French army officer. With almost 
the whole French nation firm in the belief that Dreyfus 
had betrayed his country, this brave woman’s faith in 
him never wavered, and as his outlook grew darker her 
loyalty to him increased. Torn from his friends and 
family and cast into a solitary prison on a foreign 
island, Dreyfus lived through five horrible years and 
kept his sanity through his knowledge that his wife was 
faithful, and that with all the world crying “traitor” 
in her ears she still believed him innocent. Mme. 
Dreyfus walked the streets of Paris by day and by night, 
Spending her last cent and seeking everywhere for a 
friend that would aid her in the one remaining ambition 
of her life—the reopening of the case against her hus- 
band. 


Her pleadings alone finally won the ear of Zola, the 
novelist, and it was largely through his help that Drey- 


> fUs secured a rehearing of the chafges ageinst him and 
“his ultimate vindication. The long years of waiting and

aes Mme. Dreyfus endured with a fortitude that won the 

- admiration of the civilized world, end, what was of 
Vastly more importance to her, the freedom of her hus- 
band.

Pathetic Scenes at County Jail. 


An entirely different and less worthy motive has 


2 ‘PPompted thousands of other women to work a a 
= Siuflar zeal for the freedgm of men totally undeserving 


®f the sacrifice. Every day women visit the county 
or the various police stations of the city, pleading 
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for the release of hopeless criminals to whom they are 
linked by marriage. A visitor at the county jail on 
almost any day may see rows of well dressed and ap- 
parently intelligent women talking through the steel 
bars to blear eyed criminals of the most brutal type, 
and when an explanation is sought none is to be found 
beyond the simple fact that the speakers on the opposite 
sides of the bars are held together by the ties of mar- 
riage. 

Behind a charge of murder that was successfully 
prosecuted against James Smith in 1898 there is a 
etrange story of womanly devotion and sacrifice that 
came near keeping Smith out of the penitentiary. Smith 
was accused of the murder of John Heitman, a South 
Chicago railroad employé, and as his act had been wit- 
nessed by a young woman, the state anticipated little 
trouble in convicting him. Shortly after Smith was 
arrested this woman, who told the police that she and 


. @mith were engaged to be married, began to pay him 


regular visits while he was ‘theld in his cell at the county 
jail. 


i ot 
Young Woman's Devotion to Murderer. 

Nothing was thought of these visits at the time, as it 
was customary to allow the friends and relatives of 
prisoners to visit them on certain days of the week, and 
as @ guard always accompanied the visitors to the cell- 
room, it was not thought a plot of any kind could be 
formed between the prisoners and those who visited 
them. Between the perpendicular iron bars of the cells 
and the railing beyond which the visitors were required 
to stand there was a heavy wire screen, with openings 
less than a quarter of an itch in width. The screen 
was more tham a foot from the bars of the cells, and 
this required all conversation between the prisoners anJj 
those on the outside to be carried on in a sufficiently 
loud tone to be heard by the guards and most of the 
other prisoners. In spite of these things and the extra 
precautions that were taken when the young woman vis- 
ited Smith, she found it possible to put through a scheme 
which altered the case against Smith materially and all 
but kept him out of the penitentiary. 

In one of her visits to Smith the young woman was 
accompanied by an ordinary appearing young man whom 
she introduced as her ‘brother; and a few minutes later, 
as the two were talking earnestly with the suspect, the 
guard withdrew some distance so as not to appear in- 
quisttive. That was the opening for which she had 
waited, as the state’s attorney found out later to his 
sorrow., No sooner was the guard out of hearing than 
the woman and her escort, who proved to be a minister, 
stepped close to tthe screen, and then im less than a 
minute Smith and she were married. 

; * ut 
Cannot Testify Against Her Husband. 

The ceremony was “ witnessed” by two of Smith’s 
feliow prisoners, who reached through the bars to touch 
the pen that had made “their mark” on the legal papers. 
A few weeks later, when the case came to trial and the 
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young woman was asked *to take the stand against the 
prisoner, she calmly refused on the ground that a wife 
can not testify cgainst her husband. After that it be- 
came an exceedingly difficult task to convict Smith, and 
he was compelled to serve a short time sentence, whereas 
it was confidently believed by the state’s lawyers that 
with the young woman’s testimony to aid them he could 
have been hanged. 

One of the worst prisoners in the state penitentiary 
at present is Frank Baker, serving a life eentence for the 
murder of a Chicago policeman. Twelve years ago Baker, 
with a number of companions, attempted to rob a «'oth- 
ing store on the west side, and when Policeman Keefe 
of the Maxwell street station sought to arrest them 
Baker drew a revolver from his _ocket and shot him. 
Keefe died subsequently, and Baker was eent to the pent- 
tentiary after being convicted of murder. Before he 
killed the west eide policeman Baker had a bad reputa- 
tion as a thief and safe blower and seldom was out of the 
police stations. His wife, who did everything ehe could 
to reform him, made desperate efforts to prevent his con- 
viction, but the evidence was too much, and Baker nar- 
rowly escaped the death sentence. 


4: 
Wife Becomes V oluntary Criminal. 


After his conviction Baker's wife worked in various 
capacities in the effort to secure money with which to 
support their child amd to have his case reviewed. Fail- 
ing in this, she finally turned into a criminal herself, 
and on a charge of picking pockets she was sentenced 
to a term in the same penitentiary in which her husband 
is a prisoner. Every eight weeks, when visitors are al- 
lowed to see the prisoners in the penitentiary, Baker was 
taken regularly to the women’s quarters, where he and 
his: wife were allowed to be in each other’s company for 
thirty minutes, 

On these occasions the prison guards say that Mrs. 
Baker's joy knew no bounds, and that she often told him 
that as soon as ‘her sentence was up she would do some- 
thing to get back in the penitentiary, where ehe could be 
near him. Baker rewards this great love by a stolid in- 
difference, and often, when his wife visits ‘him, he sits 
moodily in his cell and refuses to talk to her. 

Chicago newspaper readers wel] remember the untir- 
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ing efforts that were made by Mrs. Charles Warren 
Spalding to secure her husband's release from the peni- 
tentiary, where he was sentenced on a charge of having 
misappropriated the funds of the old Globe Savings bank, 
of which he was president. Spalding, like Dreyfus, was 
hell a prisoner for more than five years, and it was his 
wife’s unyielding devotion that finally won him freedom. 


Se 
Mrs. Spalding Wins Husband's Freedom. 


After he was convicted she had but one aim in life, 
and that was to prove him innocent. She visited hun- 
dreds of Spalding’s former friends and associates in an 
effort to have them assist her. She besieged the board of 
pardons with petitions begging for clemency. With tears 
in her eyes she importuned the state’s attorney to help 
her, and at no time would she admit that-her husband 
was a criminal either in the eyes of the law or of society. 
Her analysis of him was that he was incapable of in'tten- 
tional wrongdoing. 

Before they were married Mrs. Spalding was a Miss 
Ervin and was employed by the banker as a stenographer. 
When he first met her Spalding was in the coal business, 
and after she had worked for him awhile she resigned 
and went te Boston, where @ehe studied in a semi R 
Later she returned to Chicago and was again employé 
by Spalding as a collaborator in a genealogical work he 
was preparing. 

At that time Spalding was living with hie first wife, 
who was divorced from him subsequently, and it was 
while he was in jail waiting trial on the charge of em- 
begzliement that had been preferred against him that he 
was married to his former stenographer. — ° 

Her help and sympathy for the convicted banker won 
the admiration of all of those who were familiar with the 
case, and when Spalding finally was released there was 
general rejoicing among those who knew of the untiring 
efforts of Mrs. Spalding in his behalf.

Wife Follows from: Jail to Jail. 

Warden Murphy at the state penitentiary can tall of 
some remarkable inetances of wifely devotion that have 
come under his observation since he became connected 
with the big prison. Among the prisoners there at 
present is James Fitzgerald, a criminal known in nearly 
every big aity in the country. He has served time at 
Chester, Pa., Waupon, Wise., Anamosa, [a., Stillwater, 
Minn., and in California, and has been in prison approxi- 
mately twelve years. During all this time his wife, 
faithful to the last, has followed him, working for her 
living in the towne in which he happened to be a pris- 
oner. Regularly she visits him whenever the visiting 
daye come around, and to the guards at the state peni- 
tentiary she has declared her intention of remaining 
true to him to the last. 

Another prisoner at + state institution at Joliet 
is William Ohrens, who killed his father-in-law. Two 
years after the murder his wife secured a divorce from 
him. amd then for over.a year she did not go near the 
penitentiary, where he is serving a life sentence. Later, 
however, #he renewed her loyalty to him, and since then 
she has visited him regularly whenever the prison regu- 
lations permitted her to do so. At present she is pre- 
paring evidence which she will take before the board of 
pardons in an effort to have him released, and in the 
event of her success she has sald that she will remarry 
him. Bearing in mind the fact that Ohrens murdered 
her own father, her loyalty to him is considered re- 
markable by the prison authorities.

Faithful Wife Tricked by Husband. 


Richard Street, serving sentence at Joliet on a 
charge of robbery, once was released from that place 
after the efforts of his wife had proved successful, and 
then, as a reward for her @ervices; he gave her a forged 
check to cash. Not knowing that it was fraudutent, 
Mrs. Street secured the money, and then, when the po- 
lice arrested her, her husband disclaimed any knowledge 
of the bogus paper and she was compelled to spend a 
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shert term in jail. After her release she went back to 
her husband and now that heis in the state prison agair 
she visits him regularly. Knowing Street as they. do, 
the prison officials have no doubt that he would betray 
his wife again as he did before if he were given the 
opportunity. 

Not less remarkable is the story of Joe “Snag” 
Perrine, in for 4wenty years at Joliet. His wife, whom 
he married before he turned a criminal, comes all the 
way from California, where she lives, to visit him 
every eight weeks. Mrs. Perrine remains loyal to her 
husband regardless of the fact that he cares nothing 
for her and does ali he can toe ,repulse her when she 
comes to see.him. Perrine was sentenced to his present 
term in the state penitentiary after being convicted of 
robbery, and as: he is well known to the pobhice of Chi- 
cago, it is not considered probable by the prison authori- 
ties that his wife’s efforts to secure his freedom will 
be successful.

Get Arrested and Wife Will Love Y ou. 


These and similar inetances of wifely devotion are 
well known to the jail and prison Officials here and in 
JoHet. Among them the belief prevails that a man’s 
wife ordinarily does not love him with utmost devotion 
until he gets into trouble of some kind, Lockup keepers 
in Chicago police stations hold the same view, based 
on their own experience with criminals of lesser note. 
John Hayes, lockup keeper at the Hyde Park station, 
and a police officer of long experienge, gives it as his 
opinion that a man doubtful of his wife’s loyalty could 
win her everlasting devotion by having himself arrested 
occasionally. 

“The oftener they are arrested,” said Hayes, “the 
more their. wives seem to care for them. I have had 
women. tell me, when a man has been brought into the 
station so helplessly drunk that he neither could speak 
nor stand on his feet, that he was not drunk, amd that 
with a little time he would be all right again. [It is 
the hardest thing in the world to convince a wife that 
her husband is gutlty of wrongdoing, and even when the 
evidence against him is overwhelming she refuses to 
believe that he ie guilty. It eurely is a strange thing.” 

Jailer Whitman, a close student of crime and crim- 
inals, while not pretending to account for the actions 
of geome wives, attributes most of the devotion shown by 
them for worthless husbands to the maternal instinct in 
all women.

Devotion May Be Partly Maternal. 


“When they see their husbands in trouble,” saki Mr. 
Whitman, “their «.otherly instincts are aroused, and to 
them their first duty seems to be to aid and protect. 
The more the husband its in trouble, the greater is his 
need for aid and comfort, and that, I’euppose, accounts 
for the devotion of some wives that well could be ap- 
plied to a better cause. Then, too, pride enters largely 
into the question in a number of cases. No woman with 
the least bit of self-respect can feel at ease while her 
husband is in jail or prison, and I suppose most of 
them figure that with him free again they can make a 
new and perhaps a better start. For the most part, 
though, I will admit that the devotion shown by some 
of them is beyond me, and just why a good woman 
should remain loyal to a worthless and criminal hus- 
band is puzgziing.”’

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OW much money ought I to be making?” 

“Am I getting enough?” 

“What line of work do you think it 
best to take up?” 

These are the kind of questions that 
are constantly being asked by girls who 
are working and by others who are looking 
for work. 

Miss Anna E. Nichols, former secretary of the Wom- 
an's Trade Union league, declared recently that most of 
the women whe are employed in the skilled trades are 
better off than those who work for small wages in the 
department stores. 

It is true that women are better off, financially at 
least, in many of these trades than in the lower clerk- 
ships, and, as Miss Nichols points out, their general 
condition here is much better than it was formerly. 

The Woman's Trade Union league has been active 
during the last few years in its campaign for higher 
wages, and, as most of the members of this organiza- 
tion are skilled workers, they are the ones to benefit 
whenever the league meets with success in its work. 
The league began with the idea of bettering working 
conditions in the factories where women are employed. 
and, together with the state factory inspector's office, 
has done much to secure clean working rooms and plenty 
of fresh air for working women and girls. 


* 
Unions Help the Skilled W orkers. 


“In the trades the women are where they get the 
benefit of all the advantages won by men’s unions, as 
these are affiliated with the women's organizations,” 
says Miss Nichols, “and, with the state factory in- 
spector to keep watch of the working conditions fn 
factories, the skilled women have both higher pay and 
shorter hours than their sisters in the shops.” 

This would seem to be true from the increase in the 
number of trades into which girl workers enter in the 
last few years. Where formerly “girl skilled laborers” 
could be found only in millinery and clothing factories, 
they now have a share in the work of men everywhere 
except in the heaviest and particularly masculine occu- 
pations. In metal working, wood and leather working, 
and in the printing and binding industries the number 
of women workers is almost as great as the number of 
men and boys, 


* * 
Army of Girls in Different Industries. 


Altogether there is the enormous number of 20,000 
of them working in these industries in Chicago, and 
this is exclusive of those who work in places where 
only a moderate degree of skill is required, or wrhiere 
the work is such as might be done by any woman with 
a few days’ praetice. Besides the 20,000 there are thou- 
sands more novices and apprentices waiting to crowd 
into these trades as soon as there is room. 

Now, let us see, in point of financial returns, if the 
work pays better than much of that to be found in 
the stores. There are nineteen divisions in what is 
called skilled labor in Chicago—that it, in which feminine 


workers are engaged—and the following table shows~ 


both the number employed and the average weekly sal- 
ary received in Chicago. This table, it must be pointed 
out, includes only those who have gained their positions 
after long service, and does not take in clerks or wrap- 


pers. ‘

In the 
furniture factories women are employed largely to trim, 
and some of the scroll and circular saw work is done 
by them. In the upholstering department#@ they find 
skillful employment and good wages when they attain 
proficiency. 

In the packing industries a large number of women 
are employed, but of these only a fraction are skilled. 
Little meat cutting is done by feminine ‘hands, but since 
the packers began the manufacture of fancy prepara- 
tions, such as specially cooked meats, preserves, and 
canned goods, jellies, and dried meat concoctions, women 
have found a new field of employment at the stock- 


yards.

High Salaries Paid Instrument Makers. 


Women in Acie instrument factories get high 
salaries when they ‘learn different branches of that in- 
dustry. As testers and finishers they grow extremely 
dexterous and proficient, and for these reasons there 
always is an opening for a girl who wants to make her 
living in that. business. 
tories where jewelry supplies are made women get +O 
the point of making high wages. 

The cigarmaker is well paid if proficient, but, in spite 
of the glamour cast over this trade by the pretty 
Spanish Carmens, a long and dreary apprenticeship has 
to be served before she reaches the top. 

This discourages many girls who look for something 
in which they can reach proficiency more quickly. 

In one way the cigarmaker’s work represents a con- 
dition which prevails in most of the departments of 
skilled labor—the pay is by the piece. The girl gets 
paid for just what she does. In this way her compe- 
tition with men becomes only a matter of endurance and 
deftness. Where piecework is called for there is no dis- 
crimination against her on account of her sex, although 
it is generally only in work where quickness and dex- 
terity are required that she makes as much as men. 


* * 


Shop Atmosphere to be Considered. 


There are other things affecting the girl in the 
trades which she should, where possible, take into con- 
sideration, one of them being the condition of the 
air in the shops. Before it even gets to a point of her 
health it makes a difference to her economically what 
kind of air she breathes. 

It matters much what is the chemical composition of 
that air which is settling into her hair, her skin, and 
her clothes. There are so many varieties of manufactur- 
ing dust that a long time well might be spent in 
studying the comparative disadvantages in each line cf 
business before a girl starts to learn a trade. The 
girl who knows what it is to absorb the dust in the air 
downtown can only guess how much worse it may be 
to breathe outwardly as well as inwardly the “ special- 
ized dust,” which may be loaded with lint, cotton, 
leather, or steel particles. 

It must be remembered, however, that only one-sixth 
of all women workers are represented in the 20,000 who 
are called “skilled.” These are exclusive of those who 
work in places where only a moderate degree of skill 
is required, or where the work is such as might be done 
by any woman with only a few days’ practice.

Who Will Found Music Librarv? 


Dear Miss Carson: Will you not use your influence 
for the young music teacher and student, who might one 
day make a serious art of her music if she but had de- 
velopment and training? There are many girls teach- 
ing, and thousands of girls studying, who live their 
lives as mediocre musicians and performers, simply be- 
causé they lack development. It certainly would be a 
great help to cultivate a better taste. This is low be- 
cause most of the pieces as they are played are of a 
poor musical value. There is much time wasted by 
learning them, and do you know why it is? 

It is because the average young person who may have 
natural musical ability cannot afford the class of music 
that she readily would learn to enjoy and understand. 
Good performers, even composers, among girl musicians 
—who in this field as yet have done so little—may be de- 
veloped by giving them the chance not only to hear but 
to get the best music. 

In nearly every house you find books from the public 
library. We should find music from our great masters, 
too. Art galleries can be looked at free, but music, 
that great educator and great help in so many sorrows, 
is only to be had when we pay for it. 

May I not tell you a little story? 

It is of a young composer whom we will call Hans 
Meier. He is sitting in his room in the third fat think- 
ing how he shall find somebody who will print his latest 
composition, “ Folk Songs.” He knows that he has done 
his best. He has put his whole soul into them, While 
he played them and hummed to it he heard some people 
in front of his door, whispering as softly as possible, 
and once it seemed to him as if he heard‘ somebody 
erying. So they must have made some effect. If he only 
could sell them; he has been going for days in his 
efforts.

Did not you know that you could take home and study 
any master you want? Some of our rich Chicago people 
got so interested in the idea of building this institute 
that the money was raised in a short time.

Look for Work at Home. 


Dear Miss Carson: I know that the girl who goes 
downtown and works is often commended for her 
energy and business enterprise. Now, for my part, in- 
stead of taking this view, I think it is poorer “ busi- 
ness’ for the average girl to do this than if she didn’t 
display so much hustle. 

Let me illustrate by telling you about my own case. 
I live at home and find that I am needed at home, al- 
though not more than the average girl who goes out 
to earn her living. I always have been an adept in 
doing all those things that are needed about the house 
and which are particularly useful where there is hard- 
ly amy money to pay out for having things done and 
yet which you can’t get any money for doing. For in- 
stance, I can upholster the furniture any time it needs 
doing. .I ‘have stained over the entire set of dining 
room furniture so that it is admired as an excellent 
example of dark oak, whereas it was so battered that 
it had become actually necessary to do something with 
it. My mother and I do the work and we save in that 
way, and we also do considerable of our own sewing, 
we make our hats, and, in short, there never is any 
luxury or pretty thing that we have that it isn’t con- 
trived at home and that the cost of it isn’t as near 
nothing as it is possible to imagine. In working out 
these things I am considered original, and it is a com- 
mon remark among my friends that I ought to be a 
“designer.” Poor souls, they do not know what a long 
call it is from making something original out of the 
materials you have to learning enough in any one line 
to be a designer. It is their constant lament that any- 
body who can do so many things should not have 
“made something of herself long before this.” 

Now, it happens that among my other talents, as 
they are pleased to call them, the one I can pin down 
and get the quickest returns for is my knack of em- 
broidery. I can do needle work quite well and at fair 
speed, and within the last year I have been kept busy 
working for a woman who keeps a little embroidery 
shop. I work for her from 8 to 12 every morning and 
she pays me $5 a week. It is not far from my home 
and I haven't any car fare to pay ‘or lunches to buy. 
I get home in time to get lunch and to work at home 
in the afternoon or go out where I please, and I am 
able to get dinner usually at night. This relieves my 
mother, who does the work in the morning, and we 
have our time together, plan our sewing together, and 
go out when we do go together. I can have a littie 
social life and go to an occasional matinée and don't have 
to take my pleasures in the mobs of Saturday afternoon, 
as do the majority of working girls. In short, I have my 
home and my home life, and still earn enough money 
to buy my own clothes and several little pleasures 
and treats and things needed for the others. What I! 
save in actual money at home doing things that would 
have to be paid for and also saving of wear to my 
mother would be hard to estimate. I know that the 
general sentiment among my friends, especially those 
who work downtown is, “There she is, wasting ‘her 
time in that poky little embroidery shop when, if she 
would only get out and get a job, she could make a liv- 
ing salary.” It was only the other day that somebody 
said, “Ray never will amount to anything in a business 
way, I guess.” 

Now, as a matter of fact, I think that the living 
salary talked about by most girls has to be eked out 
in some way by their living at home, and I go my S&e- 
rene way and don’t allow myself to be ruffled by the 
chances that others think I am losing. 

I have worked the matter out economically also, and 
I think I am the gainer here. I don’t begin to spend 
the money for clothes that other girls do, although I 
can have some pretty house and evening things that 
the average business girl doesn’t, simply because I 
make them myself. I have time to: shop economically 
and get the best for my money where others do not. 
I make most of my own underclothes, which wear long- 
er, and I make my hats, which never cost over $2 or 
$3. I have my street suit, which costs about the same 
as those worn by my friends down town, but -where 
they have to have a new one every year at least, I can 
wear mine two and often three years if I want to. At 
the place where I go to work, I simply have to look 
neat, and it Is not necessary to consider style. 

I wear my oldest skirt and jacket or simply a littie 
brilliantine skirt of two or three summers past. I wear 
out shirt waists which are perfectly . good, but which 
the average girl would not consider stylish and new 
enough for going downtown.. I dress for my work, in 
fast, just as € would at home for the day which ts to be 


spent in sewing and dinner getting after the worst of | 


the morhing work is done. 
When going down or going out I wear my best street 
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hardly any wear and half the number last twice as long 
as those of my friends who work downtown. It is the 
same with shoes, hats, veils, gloves, and everything; 
they last three, I think I might even say four, times as 
long. This is one of the things that I want to point out 
to the working girl, the wonderfwi saving of getting 
work where she does not have to be “on show” and can 
save her good clothes. It is the plain tailored Suits, 
the stout shoes, and the well made hats and shirt 
waists which the girl has to wear in stores and offices 
in which there is the most money value of any part of 
a woman’s wardrobe, and to be able to save these and 
wear her old clothes means more than is realized. 

I am not talking without experience in both ways, for 
a year or two ago I took a temporary job of several 
months in an office. Although my work was satisfactory 
and not unpleasant, I never felt that I fitted in with 
the raft of hurrying workers. The crowds jarred upon 
me and it wore me out more than the work itself to go 
and come at the time the stream of people go. Lunches 
have to be grabbed under the same hurrying conditions. 
It is all disorderly and umrestful and I don't wonder 
that girls come up in the cars hardly able to hohi their 
heads up at might. To get into a place where a lunch is 
served in a way to be restful it costs more than the 
wages will warrant, and then -there are the thonsand 
and one little things that it takes to keep decently in 
order downtown, such as shines, shampoos, clean stocks, 
handkerchiefs, and everything in costly profusion. 

Werst of all in that great army of workers 1 felt 
the unsympathetic environment, and with only a few 
minutes in the house, it seemed as if I was worse than 
homeless. Even though a girl may be strong I think 
it is so hard on her nerves and tempérament that it will 
pay.her to. look long and well and.see if there is. not 
something she can do which -will prevent her going 
downtown.

In the proportionate net lose entailed tt will 
be seen that “Speculation,” “ Failures of 
Others,”” and “ Fraud” are the three great 
egencies of boss in this tabulation applying 
to failures in the United States. To make 
clear the meaning of “ Failures of Others,” ft 
must be explained that, according to Brad@- 
street's, those failures involving profes- 
sional men, farmers, stockbrokers, real es- 
tate dealers, bucket shops, and old bank- 
ruptcies in process oi court settlement have 
mot been considered in any way. In like 
manner, too, mere failures to eucceed, which 
have not involved losses to others, have no 
piace in the year’s statistica 

Here, then, is the key to the enormous 
average of $47,716 for the seventy concerns 
which went down through “ Speculation,” 
and for the $21,068 for each of the 190 failures 
through “ Failures of Othera.”” In each of 
these the stockbroker, the real estate dealer, 
and the bucket shopper point the way to that 
form of crookednegs, whieh, comparatively, 
leaves the distinctly “ Fraudulent” failures 
an innocuous quantity. 

Beyond a question these figures point to 
one or another form of crookedness as the 
prime cause of disastrous failures in the 
United States. It is public knowledge of this

Average Failure for $6,510. 

Tt is plain thet simple “ Inexperience ” and 
even a sharp ‘* Competition,” as threatening 
factors in business, are reduced to the mini- 
mum, both as to numbers and aggregate pos- 
sibility of loss. Only a little more than 5 
per cent of the year’s failures are charge- 
able to both these causes. Against the 
average loss from these two causes, standing 
at $2,762, we have the average of all failures 
from all causes standing at $6,510! 

In the face of these figures, further com- 
ment is unnecessary, unless to add that of 
all firme failing 91.5 per cent had capital of 
$5,000 and under; 6 per cent had capita! be- 
tween $5,000 and $20,000, and only 1.7 per 
cent employed capital between $20,000 and 
$50,000. 

It i@ something that of the 1,401,085 indi- 
viduals, firms, and corporations in recog- 
nized commercial business in the United 
States, only these 9,885 concerns, in the lan- 
guage of Bradstreet’s, “ proved their inabil- 
ity or their indisposition to pay their debts.” 

At the same time it will not be disputed 
that among these hundreds of thousands of 
surviving businesses are possible uncounted 
thousands that are “ making good” through 
keener manipulations of crooked methods. 

In none of these figures are we to be con- 
vinceé that in general busifess, “ Honesty 
is the best (and accepted) policy ” in the mod- 
ern business world.

HERE is a growing demand in modern 
industries for men for important posi-

Vanderbilt Worked in Overalls. 


When Cornelius Vanderbilt decided to make 
himself a practical railroad man he put on 
a mechanio’s garb and went to work in the 
shops of the New York Central railroad. 
B. L. Winchell Jr., son of the president of the 
Rock Island lines, is now, by the advice of 
his father, studying the technical side of the 
rafiroad business as a special apprentice in 
the American Locomotive works. 

The successful operating executive of a 
big railroad must have wide knowledge and 
varied talents. Two things it is of special 
importance he should know. He should 
know how to keep trains moving at the 
maximum of regularity and speed and with 
the minimum of danger of collisions and other 
accidents. He will learn this best at the 
telegrapher’s key and in the train dispatch- 
er’s office. He should also know how to keep 
the road’s equipment, especially its motive 
power, in the highest possible state of ef- 
ficiency at the least possible cost, and how 
to Introduce improvementsinit. He unquee- 
tionably will learn this best in the shopa 
where new locomotives are manufactured 
or where repairs are constantly being made 
in the old ones, which are practically equive- 
lem to reconstructing them Whether za 
man who is expert chiefly In moving trains 
or one who is expert chiefly in keeping the 
motive power in good condition to move them 
shall be advanced when a high operating po- 
sition becomes vacant always wil! depend 
largely om the opinion of those in authority 
as to which of these two functions is the 
more important.

Delano Rose in Twenty Years. 

It is but twenty years since Mr. Delano 
graduated from Harvard university. He de- 
cided to enter the railway business and con- 
cluded the best way to succeed in it was to 
study it from the ground up. He therefore en- 
tered the shops of the Burlington at Aurora, 
Til., as @ machinist’s apprentice. In 1899 he 
had risen to the position of superintendent of 
motive power of the Burlington, and in 1901 
he became its general manager.

Big Men Practical Mechanics, 

W. H. Marshall served his apprenticeship 
as a machinist in the Rhode Island locomo- 
tive works. In 1899 he became assistant 
superintendent of motive power of the North- 
western. He went to the Lake Shore six 
years ago as superintendent of motive power, 
became general superintendent, and was 
general manager when offered his present 
office of president of the American Locomo- 
tive works, one of the biggest and highest 
salaried positions in the industrial world. 

G. L. Potter, vice president of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, In charge of operation, has 
risen through all the grades of the railroad 
business from machinist's apprentice to his 
present position. He began hie apprentice- 
ship in the Pennsylvania's shops thirty years 
ago and became general manager of that 
system's lines west of Pittsburg before leav- 
ing it. William J. Harahan, formerly gen- 
eral manager and now president of the 
Iilinois Central, was an apprentice in 
the shops of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville only twenty yeare ago C. H. 
Schlack, formerly general superintendent 


of the Illinois, now vice president of the 
Denver and Rio Grande, in charge of opera- 
tion, began his railway experience in the 


shops of the former road in Chicago. Two 


other big ‘ratiway ‘operatives who started as 
mechinist's apprentices are William W. At- 
terbury, general manager of the Pennsyi- 
vania lines east of Pittsburg, and Samuel 
Higgins, general manager of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford.

Experience Strength of Railroad Boss. 

These are but a few of the men ocoupying 
high positions in the railway and industrial 
world who owe their advancement chiefly 
to the expert knowledge of mechanics which 
they acquired in railway machine shops. A 
man Goes not have to rise above the mechan- 
ical, department of a railway in order to 
get an important position and a big salary. 
Practically all the superintendents of mo- 
tive power and machinery of American rail- 
ways started as machinists’ apprentices, 
and some superintendents of motive power, 
such as Robert Quayle of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, have greater reputations in 
the railway world and draw larger salaries 
than most genera] managers and than many 
vice presidents and presidents. 

Boys are accepted as machinists’ appren- 


.tiees when as young as 15 or 16 years, but 


must serve four years in most shops before 
becoming journeyman machinists. Appren- 
tices are paid 8 cents an hour and machin- 
ists from 84 to 88 cents an hour where 
the “ piece” system of work does not obtein. 
The first step upward in the line of promo- 
tion makes a man “gang” boss. The 
“ gang" boss receives 85 cents a day more 
thar the machinist. The shop foreman, who 
is next higher in the line of promotion, re- 
ceives $100 to $125 a month, the general 
foreman from $135 to $150, the superintendent 


of shops from $200 to $350. 


* . 
Big Money Paid to Men High Up. 
The master mechanie, a title usually given 
to the man in charge of the repair shops of a 
railway division, receives from §2,500 to 
$3,000 per year. Assistants to the general 
superintendent of motive, of whom there 


usually are two or more in the shops of a. 


large railway system, receive from $3,500 to 
$4,500 per year, and the superintendent of 
motive power and machinery anywhere from 
$5,000 to $25,000. 

When a man has risen to the top of the 
mechanical department of a big railroad sys- 
tem he reasonably may hope, as the cases of 
Atterbury, Potter, Marshall, Delano, and 
ethers show, to be advanced to the highest 
positions in the worlds of transportation and 
industry. One of the most striking facts 
about the former machinists mentioned, who 
have risen to high positions and made great 
names for themselves, is their comparative 
youthfulness. Delano, Herr, and Higgins 
are only 46; Marshall, 42; Schlack, 41; Atter- 
bury, 40; W. J. Harahan only 89. Truly, 
this is the young’s day In the business word, 
and the distance between the machinist’s 
apprentice and the captain of industry, meas- 
ured by years, is not great.

COMMENCED life in a country printing 

Office, and while following the printing 

trade I must have held at least 200 jobs 

in Chicago and other large towns, When 

I came to Chicago I found no difficulty 
in getting work, but I soon found that it was 
hard to hold a job when I got it. I found 
that it was not industry or skill as a work- 
man, nor yet a genius for suggesting new 
ideas, nor yet the ability to get through a 
large amount of work in a short amount of 
time which enabled a man to secure a stead 
job in a printing office. 

In almost all cases I found that the perma- 
ment men were far from being the best work- 
men, and that they held their positions be 
cause they were able to adapt themselves to 
the character of the firm and the idiosyncra- 
wies of the foreman. Success depended upon 
& man’s skill as a diplomat or the way he 
could “‘ work the foreman.” In other words, 
if a man relied on his ability or capacity to 
turn out work and was of an ambitious, inde- 
pendent temper, he was one of the first to 
be “ laid off * as soon as work became slack.

Inquisitive Boss Is Shocked. 

Tt still is vivid in my recollection what hap- 
pened when I applied for a place in one of the 
largest printing houses in Chicago. The 
superintendent received me with smiles that 


- would have put a cloud of inspiration into 


the heart ofa mule. After asking me about 
a thousand unnecessary questions about my 
family and the places where I previously had 
worked, he said: “I guess I can use you, 
and if you can make good I will pay you what 
you are worth.” 

This seemed a kind of slur on my ability, 
and I replied: “I guess I can hold my own 
with most of the men you employ here, and if 
you pay me what I am worth it, will not be 
long before my name heads the pay roll.’’ 
He opened his eyes wide, as if I had been 
guilty of some kind of unpardonable offense 
and sent me to see the foreman, who put me 
to work.

The moving business is 
about eas rushed as the painting, and any 
able bodied man can get work from eny of 
the large moving concerns ip the city, but 
they must work, for no laggards are wanted 
nor will they be tolerated by the moving men, 
who probably ere the busiest in Chicago at 
this period of the year.

Strenuous Work for Beginner. 


There are 80 many jobs to be done in the 
painting and calcimining line that the con- 
tractors cannot get enough skilled men todo 
the work, and nearly every applicant is given 
a chance to work and at, good wages. Of 


course an inexperienced man cannot get as 
much’as a union worker, but before the rush 
period is ever most of them join the union 
and the seale. 

the near tn will put new men on straight 
work, and there is nothing difficult about it 
and any one with a good forearm can do it. 
But any man who ie lezy is foolish to try 


: this work, for it is strenuous on the beginner, 


especially one who has not used his arms 
or fingers much. Painting primary coats on 
rtraight walls is considered easy for the ex- 
perienced man, but the novice who tries it 
will think it harder than any frescoing he 
ever hag seen. 

Two dollars for eight hours’ work ts what 
any one can get in the painting or calciming 
trade, and some contractors who are busy 
offer as high as $2.75. It isasurprising fact 
that few men who are out of work during 
this period know that work in these two 
branches of tabor can be had for the ask- 
ing. It is a fact also that during the spring 
mornings men who hold down benches in the 
emall parks around town often are ap- 
proached by contractors who offer them posi- 
tions during the rush period. However, 
there seems to be the usual Inadequate supply 


tor asked over fifty men who loafed around 
ome of the small parks reading papers and 
talking in groupe to work for him, and not 
one offered to do so. He claims that it is a 
poor time of the yeer to get help, as most 
men have a touch of spring fever at this 
time and would rather not work, preferring 
to enjoy the balmy air and the golden sun- 
shine.

Learn Trade in One Season. 

Many men are known to have secured good 
positions in the painting trade by taking ad- 
vantage of the rush season to learn the trade 
and incidentally get paid for doing so. In 
one rush season a man can learn enough 
about the trade to enable him to make a good 
showing and the next season he works as 4 
first class man, joins the union; gets the 
union scale of wages, and becomes a painter 
for the rest of his life. According to an old 
workman who has been in the painting trade 
for fifteen years, most of the men who join 
the painters’ union join during the rush 
period of the year around the ist of May. 

In the moving business all that is required 
of dhe applicant for work is a good amount 
of muscle. No skill is required, and the men 
are paid from $2 to §3 a day. The work is 
not easy, as any man who has helped around

O glance at the cashiers In any of the 
first class cafés one would believe they 
earned good salaries, for they wear 
fine clothes, cut In the latest fashion. 
Most of them are well educated and 

nearly all of them thé possessors of cheer- 
ful dispgsitions. The idea is a mistaken one, 
for the average salary pald to men cashiers 
is $50 a month, including one or two meals 
a day, according to the watch they have. 
Perhaps they are the poorest paid employés 
in the city compared to the amount spent for 
clothes and furnishinge to enable them to 
hold their positions. 

Their work is not easy, as it takes an ex- 
pert cashier to handle the check system used 
in the large restaurants. The cashier mutst 
have a knowledge of the cigar business, know 
the stock thoroughly, and, furthermore, be 
able to make change and wait on traneient 
cigar trade at the same time without losing 
his composure. He must look out for being 
short changed by waiters, who work many 
tricks to get the beet of him in this respect.

Inventors All Are Cranks. 

First, there are the inventors—cranks all— 
but often men devoted entirely to their one 
idea and more than probably wasting life 
on that idea. This class I generally strive 
to discourage in the most practical way, and 
that is by spending a little money to hire 
@n expert to examine the inventions and 
report on their practicability and their prob- 
able utilitarian worth.. Not one in five is 
Practical, and not one in ten of the practical 
ones @re worth inventing. If I am convinced 
that his ideas are practical and worth some- 
thing to humanity, I advance money enough 
to start the man in business or to protect his 
interests. 

The second class are the schemers and pro- 
moters. From this source come the wildest 
lot of ideas ever advanced by any one. 

One of the recent cases was that of a man 
Who came to me to assist him in a coloniza- 
tion scheme. He wanted to colonize an is- 
land, preferably the Isle of Pines, with Amer- 
ican negroes, and, while developing the re- 
sources of the island, to settle the negro ques- 
tion. I hinted that Liberia was not an entire 
success, and gently told him that he could not 
get the negro to leave the United States. 

“Ive thought that all out,” he said, en- 
thusiastically. ‘‘ We'll raise | watermelons, 
and I have drawn plans for a big opera house.

Coachmen Learn New Trade. 

Many millionaires have sent their coach- 
men who have been in thelr employ for a 
number of years to the schools for instruc- 
tion, and in one class there were three mil- 
lionaire owners of cars who were taking the 
same course with their coachmen, all of 
them after the same thing, instruction in the 
art of running cars. 

The course includes thirty-five lessons, 
twenty of which are lectures on the running 
gear, engines, carburetors, ignition, lubri- 
cating system, transmission, and mufflers. 
Ten lessone are on the running of the car, and 
the last five are actual driving on the road. 
The students get a severe test in the running 
of the car, for they are told to leave the room 
for a time, and while they are out something 
happens to the car, a breakdown which is 
liable to occur on theroad atany time. Each 
student is given three minutes in which to 
find the cause of the trouble and repair it. 

Ninety per cent of the breakdowns on the 
road are caused by trouble with the igni- 
tion. The students cannot say there is some- 
thing wrong with the spark, they must tell 
where the defect is, whether in the coil, the 
commutator, spark plug, distributer, battery, 
the wiring, or the connection,

Free Trips to Europe, 

If @ man has paid no attention to the lec- 
tures or demonstrations he is up against it 
in this examination, for he receives no help 
from the instructor or any one in the class.

Unions Fight Million Strong; 
Locals: Date Back to 1809.

CCORDING to statistic compiled by 
the New York department of labor, 
there are 8,119,406 workers in the 
civilized Caucasian world who be- 
long to labor unions. Of these more 
than two million are credited to the United 
States, which is the only country in 
which definite and authoritative figures 
can be obtained. The estimate in this 
country is based upon the known fact that 
there are 1,494,300 members of the American 


‘Federation of Labor, besides a quarter of a 


million members of the different railway or- 
ganizations and a number of other impo?- 
tant organizations which do not affiliate with 
the national body: 

The American Federation of Labor em- 
braces 119 natienelAand international unions 
and 27,000 local uniong, having reached this 
important position in the world of laborpin 
about twenty-six years, its first ‘convention 
being held in the fall of 1881.

‘Locals Embrace Minor Industries. 

In the Chicago Federation of Labor alone 
there are. about 440 local unions. These 
unions include not only all the principal in- 
dustries of the city but such odd trades as 
chandelier makers, coffee roastérs, egg in- 
spectors, feather duster mekers, gold beaters, 
halr spinners, passementerie makers, tuck 
pointers and front cleaners, wardrobe tend- 
ers, and well drillers. 

Great Britain ranks second in the labor 
world, and Germany third, the figures for the 
different countries, showing number of local 
unions and aggregate membership, being 
shown in the following table:

One of the pioneer unions in this country is 
the Journeyman Stonecutters of Newark, 
N. J., which was organized May 10, 1834. 
This union claims to be the first to obtain the 
eight hour day, the weekly pay system, and 
the first to. control the labor saving ma- 
chinery introduced in their craft. 

} During the last few years some strange 
unions have been organized. In San Fran- 
cisco before the earthquake there was or- 
ganized a milkers’ union, which received a 
charter from the federation of labor. The 
350 members absolutely controlled the milk- 
ing industry in San Francisco, and no man 
had a right to. approach ¢ a cow unless hé wore 
@ urion button. If the cow did not kick the 
customer did, and the label on the can had to 
show that the man that did the milking was 
@ member of the union.

Waukegan Has Physicians’ Union. 

Physicians of Waukegan, Ill., formed a 
union two or three years ago and issued an 
ultimatum to their patients containing the 
rules of the organization and a scale of 
prices, The minimum rate for telephone con- 
sulfations was $1; for city visits, $1.50: for- 
country visite, 50 cents a mile was charged for 
the day drive. and $1 a mile for the night 
drive. The scale covered every contingency, 
providing a fee of $10 for the amputation of a 
toe, and $25 for cutting off the entire foot. 
The doctor was permitted to charge as much 
more than the scale as he liked, but he could 
not charge less without subjecting himself 
to discipline. 

Iron Molders’ Union No. 23 is one of ‘the 
oldest labor organizations in Chicago, hav- 
ing been organized in 1860, and it. is said to 
have gone forty years without a strike. 
Originally it embraced all the iron molders 
of Chicago, but since the era of specializa- 
tion its members are confined exclusively to 
stove molders.

First Association in 1809, 

One of the first labor organizations in this 
country was the society of journeymen cord- 
wainers of New York.. The society did not 
call itself a union, but ite rules were strongly 
Suggestive of present day union methods. 
The cordwainers issued their first wage scale 
in 1809 and enforced it for a short time with 
some success. They decreed for the “ closed 
shop” in the following language: “‘ No 
member of this sociéty’ shall work for any 


“employer that has any journeyman cord- 


wainer or his apprentice in any employment 
that does not belong to this society, unless the 
journeyman come and join the same.” Fines 
were levied on members of the gociety who 
falled to report violations of this rule. 

“As @ result of these demands on the part 
of the cordwainers there came a strike, and 
the striking workmen were indicted as ene- 
mies of society and conspirators. In the legal 
proceedings that followed the employers were 
triumphant. The men were found guilty, 
lectured by the court, and permitted to go 
back to their benches on the payment of a 
nominal fine of $1 each. The union was 
broken up, however, and no further effort was 
made for many years to enforce the closed

The professors are to take the role of cus- - 


tomers, and they will walk into the classroom 
and a salesman from some successful store 
will take them in hand. It will be the plan 
of the professors to criticize the goods of- 
fered for sale, or they may be undecided, or 
may conclude to take a sample and promise 
to come back. 

The salesman will invoke all the legitimate 
arts of com~ercial persuasion té sell the 
goods on the spot, and the students will have 
an opportunity to take notes on the whole 
transaction. Then there will be lectures on 
the value of personality in salesmanship, and 
on the importance of keeping upjto date in 
dress. These lectures are to be delivered 


by the professors. - 


The spectacle of a college professor telling 
sophomores and freshmen how important it 
is to wear the latest style of clothing is un- 
doubtedly an innovation in education, 

In nearly all other universities the garb 
of the professors belongs to the classic past. 

It is possible, of course, that a professor 
might deliver illuminating ideas upon the 
proper kind of apparel and himself be dis- 
figured in garments that hardly would. be 
anachronistic if found.around the remains 
inf a sarcophagus. 


In fact, it is remarkable how sane the ordi- - 


nary professor can be on nearly every phase 
of human activity and custom so far as his 
utterances are concerned, and yet live and 
move and have his being in a region reached 
only by taking the road to yesterday. .

I know, for example, of a professor who 
knows so much about banking that secre- 
taries of the treasury have sought his coun~ 
se) before taking important steps that might 
effect the financial condition of the country. 
Yet this professor, whose lofty brain has 
mastered ‘tie philosophy of finance in all 
its international phases, needs a micro- 
scope to detect his own balance at the bank. 

There are hundreds of professors of eco- 
nomics whose works are cited as authority 


who have difficulty themselves in making, 


both ends meet. 

It does not follow that the man who Is 
impracticable in his own affairs cannot in- 
struct the.world in the affairs of every. day. 
Alexander Hamilton, who devised the finan- 
clal system of the United States, had to bor- 
row money at times from his friends. 

The school of salesmanship, therefore, in 
teaching prospective merchants the value of 
personal appearance -need@ not shelve the 
archaic professors. The men in America 
who know most about foreign trade have 
themselves nothing to export, nothing, in 
fact, to sell but their opinions. 

An@ it will occur to any.man who dresses 
well that perhaps the most slovenly person of 
his acquaintance is his own tallor. 

It is equally obvious. that the schools that 
have been eStablished to teach certain kinds 
of professions have not been great successes. 

Several. of. the universities have schools 
of journalism, but as a rule the young men 
who attend these courses know less about 
journalism at the time of graduation than 
even the professors who teach: it.

Favor to Tae Man's Money. 

Now, to touch well it is necessary to throw 
aside all sense of Shame _ and all idea that bor- 
owing is a species of begging.

Gall, self-assurance, and nerve are the es- 
fentials for touching, but even without these 
&® man may add materially to his income 
merely by mastering the routine. First make 
out a list of men who give up easily. Select 
Perhaps twenty such persons from the list 
of your acquaintances. Then, before you 
Start determine to keep books just as if 
you intended repaying the money. You 
even may debude yourself and satisfy your 
conscience by pretending that you will pay 
back some day, when you have the money. 
There is no telling, perhaps a maiden aunt 
will die and leave you a million. Then think 
of the satisfaction of repaying money that 
the lender never expected to see, 

But the primary object of bookkeeping Is 
to avoid trying to touch the same man too 
often, and algo to discover how long he will 
‘stand it. 

om 8 
Never Pay Back Money. 

Do not make the mistake of repaying the 
money you touch for, and trying to pyramid 
the account. If you are merely a borrower 
that is a good scheme. I have a fri¢nd who 
moves frequently from city to city. He 
usually hasmoney, but wheneVer he gets into 
& new town one of his first moves is to begin 
borrowing money from acquaintances. He al- 
ways repays promptly, and shows every 
Symptom of appreciating the favor. He hasa 
fixed plan, and borrows merely to establish 
a credit which he may use some day. 

But if'you are going into it as a toucher,; 
don’t repay at all. It is a aAvaste of time. 
You cannot run up the account high enough 
to make it pay to repay. 

One first principle of touching is never to 
ask for any small sums. The man who tries 
to touch for 50 eents cheapens himself at the 
first step and establishes a limit. Besides, 
the man who tries to borrow a quarter ora 
half is turned down more frequently than 
is the man who asks for $5 or $10. 

Always touch as if it were an affair of no 
deep moment, and act as if $5 was a mere 
bagatelle to you. At the same time always 
have a story of some immediate and pressing 
need for the money.

Wait Till Bank Closes. 

The best time to touch is immediately after 
B p. m. if you are working on inexperienced 
men, but do not hand out the story about 
the bank being closed to some wise fellow 
who will offer to cash your check. 

I have an acquaintance (a $14 one) who 
works skillfully by having $42 in cash with 
him when he makes a touch. He always ex- 
plains that he has promised to pay a certain 
note, or other obligation, at a certain hour, 
and discovers that he is $8 short of the 
amount. The sight of $42 in cash is reas- 
suring to any man and few suspect any- 
thing. I have known him to get $8 out of a 
man’s last $10 by the scheme and he admitted 
to me, when finally I cornered him and made 
him admit the truth, that he made from $3 
to $25 a day touching people and that 1 need 
never hope to.see my. $14; because he had 
spent it making more acquaintances who 


. would stand te.be touched. 


The “‘ hurry.up touch” is not so effective 
now as formerly, but it still works with peo- 
ple who are inexperienced and who do not 
think fast enough. The method of making 
this touch is spectacular and thrilling. To 
work it successfully you must spot the man 
with the coin and locate him at the proper 
place—usually in a barroom, 

o o 
Hurry Up Touch Lesing Favor. 

Then rush upon him, drag him to one side, 
whisper a hurried story to him, grab his 
money before he gets it well out of his 
pocket, whisper a hurried thanks, and rush 
out. © 

The great trouble with the hurry touch ts 


’ that the victim usually feels sore afterwards 


and resents it, therefore he is not good for 
another yleld for many months, perhaps 
never. 

On the contrary, the man who stands for 
a quiet touch and gives down easily before 
@ nice little jolly about what a good fellow 
he is usually can be touched three or more 
times before he rebels. 

These little points régarding the science of 
touching will, if followed and combined with 
a little tact, yield at least a 25 per cent in- 
crease in the yearly income of any wage- 
worker. 

It is unfair that the shiftless, worthiess 
dead beat should get all the money and reap 
all the profits of touching, while the hard 
working man gets nothing. Become the 
toucher rather than pose any longer as the 
touchee.

“The king ” is growing olé now—for that 
Derby was run way back in the early nine- 
ties—but Baldwin has not forgotten. Other 
horses tried year after year—but only The 
King won. So Rey el Santa Anita has lived 
in luxury, eating the best food, and occu- 
pying the best box stall, receiving the re- 
ward due all great race horses. 

Sometimes The King, standing in his deep 
pasture under the eaves of the purple Sierra 
Madre mountains and in the shadow of 
Mount Wilson, the giant of the range, might 
have seen Jim dragging a plow or a harrow 
in the vineyard nearby.

How Poor Inventor Is Bled: 
Patent Sharks Get His Cash. 


By H. M. Richards, 


N the whole field of sharkdom there are 
none more avaricious nor shrewder than 
those who consider inventors their le- 
gitimate prey. 

A weekly publication, the Official Ga- 
zette, published by authority of the govern- 
ment, contains the name and address of each 
patentee, a copy of one figure of each draw- 
ing, and all the claims of each patent issued 
that week. Immediately after its publica- 
tion every unknown patentee whose address 
appeared therein is deluged with circulars, 
pamphlets, and letters conveying to him the 
gladsome information.that a “ board of ex- 
perts "’ has passed on the invention and finds 
it to be of great merit and extreme value— 
in fact, one of the most valuable of the age. 

Or the attention of a “ member of the firm ”’ 
has been particularly called to the patent. 
A great favor would be done the firm if the 
patentee would permit said member to act 
as agent for the sale or promotion of an 
invention of such enormous worth, and one 
which pertains to an art with which he is so 
familiar. In fact, the firm feels the necessity 
of placing so great an inventor on its roll of 
honor.

Inventor Gets Cheap Medal. 

This letter sometimes is accompanied by 
a 5 cent silver plated medal, as, notoriously, 
in, the case of one big firm expelled from 
practice before the department a few years 
ago. The Gazette has been despoiled of the 
drawing claims, they being clipped out to 
accompany the letter and being prima facie 
evidence of the interest manifested by the 
senders of the adulatory literature. 

An offer to dispose of the invention for a 
large sum, “‘on commission,” is the lure 
which tempts the inventor. He reasons: 
“This surely is a concern of importance. 
Even their letter heads and envelopes bear 
an engraving of a ten or twenty story build- 
ing which apparently is their office ’’"—they 
often steal the patent office for this purpose— 
“and to employ a ‘ board of experts’ proves 
that they are painstaking, worthy, reliable 
business men. And the acumen, sagacity, 
and foresight of the board are such that they 
have selected MY invention above all oth- 
ers! I'm going to get rich!! Quick!!!

First Graft Usually $10. 

The investor buys a drafe or money order 
for $10 or $15, which “ partially reimburses 
them for their cash outlay’in cost of ad- 
yertising and placing the invention before 


‘ the public,’’ which statement is accompanied 


in many ‘instances by a guarantee to place 
the patent on exhibition in a public place, 
as, for instance, a board of trade or bourse. 

The shark is not going to get caught in 
the meshes of the law, so he places a micro- 
scopic ad in an obscure paper. This covers 
the first part of the guarantee. Then fora 
cents he purchases a copy of the patent, and 
takes or sends it to the “public place,” 
where, perhaps, it never is seen. Presto! 
He has fulfilled the contract to the ietter, 
and pocketed fourteen of the inventor’s 
precious dollars. But he does not stop 
there. He is full of resources. His capa- 
cious. maw is not yet filled. To find what 
these resources are ask any inventor who 
has dealt with him. 

Another well.worked and plausible scheme _ 
is the prospectus graft or engineer’s report. 
a ** feeler ”. or — is similar to the 


above, but a prospectus must be forthcom- 
ing before the “ sales agent’ can bring his 
mythical client to a final conclusion,-the 
latter having offered to pay $20,000 or more 
for the patent if satisfactory or “ if’’ some- 
thing else. 
° ° 
Lure of the Prospectus Writer. 


“Whoopee! This firm is fair and honest. 
They say I can prepare the prospectus myself 
and they won't charge a red cent until lhave 
got my money for the patent! ”’ 

Mr. Inventor busies himself to find the cost 
of material, cost of assemblage, waste, ad- 
vertising, and all those other things which 
enter into a document of that sort. Together 
with a copy of his patent he mailsit to the 
grafter. No time is lost by the latter in re- 
plying. Heis not satisfied with the prospec- 
tus: it is not In proper form. But he knows 
of a firm, Grab, Keep & Co., who can at once 
be employed for’ the nominal sum of $20 to 
prepare the paper, as the purchaser is becom-’ 
ing anxious. It hardly is necessary to state 
that the two firms are synonymous. 

If this fails to bring results, the inventor’s 
hopes are raised by a letter stating that they 
are so confident of a sale if said firm writes 
the prospectus that they are willing to pay 
half the expense. Generally this brings the 
$10. 
The gulled one receives in return a type- 
written prospectus containing a statement 
of the nature and objects of the invention, 
copied literally from the specification-of hig 
patent, and a copy of the statement of cost 
of manufacture and probable sale which he 
himself had prepared. The “ purchaser ” 
usually dies,

Charge $9 for $1.50 Cut. 

Still another is the engraving graft. All 
there is to this is that the inventor pays from 
$9 (why not $107) to $15 for a cheapcut which 
would cost him not over $1.50 if purchased 
from a reputable firm. The advertising which 
goes with it is not wofth a copper cent. 

A wonderfully prolific source of revenue is 
the ‘‘ stock company.” The invention again 
is worth millions. Will the inventor permit 
the promoter to organize a stock company 
bearing his name, which name immediately 
will acquire a world wide fame? Of course 
he will! The shark organizes himself, and 
the inventor, in consideration of perhaps 
$100,000 in paid up, nonassessable stock, 
deeds him the patent. But the greed is not 
satisied. He has been at an expense of $5 
for printing that stock and must get it back 
with interest. So “ a little capital is required 
for advertising, furnishing the office, pub- 
licity, etc.,’" and the poor fellow is bled for 
whatever more he will stand, whether it be 
$25 or $2,500. He is out just that and the 
patent. 

Including the issue of March 19, 1907, 847,095 
patents had been granted. If but one in ten 


_ of these patentees had fallen into the hands of 


these sharks and each had lost but $10, 
eenett $1,000,000 would have been stolen by 
em.

O a man with a limited capital, say of 

$2,000 or $3,000, the coal business ar- 

fords better prospects for growth than 

almost any other business. The chief 

reason is that the coal dealer is not 
obliged to carry a large or expensive stock. 
A merchant in a country town must invest 
from $6,000 to $10,000 im stock to make.a pre- 
sentable showing. The coal man, except 
where the location is in a port town, which 
means buying in cargo lots of at least 1,000 
tons, seldom carries more coal than can be 
needed in thirty days. This {illustration ap- 
Plies to a beginner in the business. Five or 
six carloads of forty tons each, will give him 
@ good variety of grades and enough coal to 
carry him until another consignment may 
arrive. 

There still are many towns in the west 
which easily will ‘support one more coal 
baron. While there are places in which the 
business is overdone, resulting in frequent 
disastrous price cutting,-many towns re- 
main of from 5,000 to 15,000 population, where 
an additional dealer may secure a good loca- 
tion. 
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. 
Find Place with Two Railroads. 

The best town for opening up a new yard 
is one where at least two railroads enter. 
The reason for this is obvious. Railroads 
are keen competitors and will furnish bet- 
ter service and often make lower rates to 
& competitive point than they would to a 
locality without one or more rivals. 

If you expect to locate in the country, you 
already have some idea as to the directiom 
in which you would' like to move. A simple 
way, one followed by wholesale houses when 
sending men into a new territory, is to take 
a map of the state which you expect to in- 
vestigate, and put a circle around the town 
you desire to inquire about; railroads are 
shown on such maps, and the size of the let- 
ters.indicates the population. After you 
have selected a number of such places, write 
the railroad company for any information 
you may need; then when you have several 
places which may appear promising inves- 
tigate personally. 

To determine in a rough way whether a 
locality may support another dealer or not, 
divide the population by the number of es- 
tablished dealers, and if the result is about 
one yard for each thousand people, the town 
being, say, 5,000 or more, it reasonably is safe 
to infer that such a community has a good 
opening for another coal man, and will af- 
ford enough business to insure a fair return 
on the investment. When the ratio is great- 
er, it is to be expected that under ordinary 


conditions it will be difficult to retain a} 
hold. Be 


To one without any or but a limited k ah . 
edge of the coal business it is necessary 
study well the grades and sizes of ¢ 
greatest demand. In some towns or y th 
highest grades are most used, while in o 
@gain, it would be folly to put in a 
stock of expensive coal when only the t 
dium kinds are called for most. Much" 
uable information of this nature may 
tained from the local railroad agent. — 

When the location is decided, the si 
sheds, scales, and office under construétion, 
it is necessary to get In touch with the whole-. 
sale firms. These easily can be found thre 
trade journals. In establishing hustnedll re 
lations it is best to deal direct with producing 
companies. They can be depenged upon bie 
to load a new dealer with inferior or ' 
selling stock.

Advertising Will Sell Coal. 


Much if not all success in business depends 
upon advertising, and judicious, clever‘ade 
vertising soon will net returns. While th 
selling of coal\may appear simple, not pps : 
to the complex and difficult methods of ¢ 
ing interest and desire employed in mar ; 
ing mining stock, nevertheless, a profitable 
trade may be built up through special ate 
tention to some one particular grade of coal 
in other words, a leader. Of course, all th 
different grades always must be keptin 
but a dealer may become better known 1 
pushing some particular coal which he hane 
dies exclusively. 

When at first results are siow, and rami 
of price cutting reach the new dealer, as they 
surely will, he may be tempted strongly ta ~ 
meet such reductions; but that is a dangers 
ous precedent, and should be resorted. to 
only as a last extremity. It is difficult to 
advance prices to a fair profit basisonce they 
are lowered without arousing the laymen's ss 
suspicions, and is. cheaper eventually to sufe = 
fer a temporary loss than a more permanent 4 
one through reduced profits. ‘ee 

The coal business is a season business, 
Through the summer months, from May te 
September, but few concerns even make ex~ 
penses; therefore, most dealers in the country: 
handle building material, lumber, or féed. 
There are several good side lines which wild 
yield a good profit during the dull season. _ 

Considering the small previous experience

Phrases Better than Words. 

Some merchante use phrases instead of 
words. For instance, a big wholesale jewelry 

house im New York uses the legend, “ Now 
be sharp.” A firm in Chicago uses, “ Be 
watchful.” Some housesthink that phrases 
have certain advantages over mere words. 

Many merchants form keys upon their busi- 
ness nemes, for instance: 

Klein Broe., Cc. L. Hornaby, 

Born &. Smith, Jones Drug. ‘s 
Yalding Co., 

There is @ personality about such a key 
that makes it of value to the merchant, and 
it is, as a rule, hard to decipher. 

A simple device, which is preferred by 
many, is plain figure marking. The real fig- 
ures are written down as a stock number, in 
a row. 

For instance, in 2468798: $4.89 would be 
the price mark. Beginning with the first 
number and using every other number as a 
blind, this is read easily and not as liable 
to mistake as the word method. This may 
be varied, beginning with the first and skip- 
ping every other one, reading backwards, 
and divers other ways. The merit of this 
lies in its Feadability and simplicity, together 
with the fact that it is usually taken fora 
stock number instead of a price mark. 

* es 
First Figure Is Blind. 

An even simpler way is to use merely one 
blind, as, 6,148. 

Price would be $1.48. 

Any letter or figure may be used for the 
blind. 

One objection to this is that an article 
marked to sell at less than a dollar often is 
sold for more, and the scarcity of figures 
would lead the customer to believe that the 
price came in two, rather than three figures. 
This easily may be overcome by using an 
extra figure, a plus sign, or an x, before the 
number to make the price look greater. 

This method often is used as a cost mark, 
the selling price being found by adding what- 
ever per cent profit is to be figured. 

A new method in cost marking which would 
be almost impoasible to solve, and yet one 
which the clerk could handle and learn easily, 
is the following: . 

For example, 61488: 6 is the blind; 148 is 
the cost; 3 is the figure which, multiplied by 


_ the cost, will give the selling price. 


Curiosities in Cost Marks. 

Often a buyer picks up a line of goods at a 
bargain which he either can afford to sell 
cheaply as @ leader, or which he prefers to 
get a better profit from. By this system of 
marking he can get whichever price he wishes 
and still know the original cost simply by 
looking at his price mark. 

There are some curiosities in price marks, 
which can be seetr once in awhile. For in- 
stance, a haberdasher in Clark street in Chi- 
cago uses Stevenson's “ Gandiitg man.” The 
marke are curious but almost impracticable 

The solution is, that the numbére correspond 
to the various parts of Stevenson's famous 
ee dancing man.” 

The various limbs must be made with care. 
and even then there are frequent mistakes in 
the reading. The adoption of such a cipher 
scarcely is advisable.

This is inexplicable without the code. But, 
om account of its complexity, is not specially 
adapted to use as a price mark. 

Probably the best mark possible never has 
been used. It is most simple and could be 
adopted with great safety, for it is practically 
unknown. There is no code to it, nothing to 
remember, nothing to figure out. It is 
simply this, in putting down a price mark 
merely use the preceding figure in the nu- 
merical scale instead of the rea! figure. 

An article to be priced at $17.50 would be 
marked 0649. What could be more simple? 
What could be more practical? 

Or, by reversing the process the article 
Priced at $17.50 would be marked 2861, ac- 
cording to the following table: 

2—3—-4—_5 —-6-—7—8— 9-0-1 
1284567890 

It is safe from detection and nothing could 
be easier. The mark would be taken either 
for a stock number or an tntricate price mark. 

There are thousands of different price 
marks in use today, and more coming in, as 
the advisability of an exclusive mark grows 
upon the dealer. It is a business necessity, 

as is the frequent changing of the code or 
cipher for the sake of protection.

NE of the evils which in business keeps 
many men from getting as far to the 
front as they otherwise would is an

In the downtown stores the 
best advertising features of the small dealers 
are the monkeys that are placed in the show 
windows. On State street, in front of one of 
the bird stores, there is a crowd in front of 
the window watching the monkeys from day- 
light until after dark. The proprietor of this 
store claims that over 50 per cent of his trade 
comes from people who were attracted by the 
monkeys in the window.

The monkeys are used especially to attract 
the attention of the pagsersby and seldom 
are sold. Occasionally during the summer a 
few are sold to showmen and algo Italians 
who have embarked in the business of grind- 
ing an organ for a living. During the winter 
the monkeys cannot stand much cold, and 
as few circuses come here during the cold 
season and few Italians grind operas when 
the thermometer hovers around the freezing 
point sales are almost nothing. 

The best sellers in the bird business are 
canaries, parrots, and gold fish. Keeping 
gold fish in small glass aquariums has be- 
come a fad with a number of people. It is 
a rare day when the bird store man does 
not sell gold fish and the glass bowls in 
in which the fish are kept, and the profits 
on these jars are nearly as much as on the 
fish. Two kinds of gold fish are sold, the 
black Japanese, which are the most expen- 
sive, and the home brand that are bought 
from the hatcheries on Staten Island. 

Canary birds are imported, the English 
variety coming from Norwich, the German. 


-birds from the Hartz mountains in Prussia, 


and the German singers from the same place. 
The English canaries are the most popular, 
although their warbling and singing do 
not compare with the German birds’. In 
nearly every case a purchaser of a canary 
bird will buy a cage for it. Like the jars 
that are sold with the gold fish, the profits 
on bird cages are as much and sometimes 
more than on the birds.

Parrots Subject to Tantrums. 

Parrots are next in line as money makers 
for the dealer. They come from the forests 
in Mexico and are bought by the dealers when 
young. The Mexican breed make the best 
talkers, and they learn much while in the 
store before being sold. They are about the

Pawn Tickets on Diamonds. 

Another instance: Some working man or 
washing woman, having saved up a little 
money for a rainy day, reads an alluring ad- 
vertisement in a newspaper that a party was 
looking for a small lean: on valuable family 
jewelry and diamonds. The interest offered 
is much higher than that aMowed by any 
savings bank. Diamonds, as everybody 
knows, are just as good as money and offer 
perfect security. In hopes of profiting a 
little more on their savings such prospective 
victims respond to the advertisement. The 
party looking for the loan appears to be a 
well dressed, smoothly talking man, who 
represents himself to be the scion of a wealthy 
or aristocratic family temporerily in hard 
luck. He produces a pawn shop ticket, on 
the face of which appears that some pawn 
broker had advanced on certain diamonds 
a large sum of money, say $500. . 

Now, it is a matter of common knowledge 
that pawnbrokers know their business, and 
thet no pawnbroker would advance more 
than one-third, or, at the highest, one-half 


of the actual valueof the articles pledged. It. 


is that common belief which the ewindler 
makes, as it were, the psychic basis for his 
operations. The victim havng once jumped 
at the conclusion that the diamonds offered 
as security must be worth at least $1,000 
or thereabout, the rest becomes easy. 

* om 


Victim Anxious for Interest. 

The victim maturally considers a further 
loan on such diamonds of $200 or $250 a de- 
sirable risk. The offer of 10 or more per cent 
interest on the lean is another allurement 
which makee the transaction still more desir- 
able. The pawnbroker recognizes his ticket, 
and the diamonds, when redeemed, turn out 
to .be worth considerably less than the 
amount which the broker was supposed to 
have advanced om them. The victim loses 
some more by redeeming the diamonds. 

Comp’aints by such victime have been com- 
ing thick and fast into the state’s attorney's 
office. The conspiracy between the swindler 
amd his accomplice, the pawnbroker, is al- 
most self-evident.. In some instances indict- 
ments have been returned against the perpe- 
trators of the fraud, but the. prosecution 
could not succeed. The reason is obvious. 
Om the face of the transaction everything 
seemed to be regular, ard the defendants 
could not be made criminally responsible 
for an erromeous conclusion arrived at-by 
the victims as. to the business sagacity of 
the pawnbroker or the probable value of the 
diamonds. And yet who would déubt, in 
view of the many identical complaints, that 
the plans in conmection with the fraudulent 
transaction had been laid carefully in pureu- 
ance of a conapiracy to defraud the public? 

. . 
New Law Badly Needed. 

Ona the civil side of legal practice there is 
the writ of injunction to prevent threatened 
irreparable injury to property by one person 
to another. But in case of organized fraud 
upon the public in general our modern legis- 
latures have not yet grown to the proper ap- 
preciation of the wise and ancient sayi 
comes from the orient, “ the rat hole, not the 
rat, is the thief.”" Our jaws punish the thief 


when caught, but leave'the “ hole " intact and’ 


ready to give shelter to other “ rats.’’ 

The authorities may know well the fraudu- 
lent character of a concern organized and ex- 
isting for the express purpose of fleecing the 
public, and yet, in the absence of a com- 
plaining victim, they absolutely are helpless 
and unable to prevent victims from being 
ensnared by that concern. 

Suppose the legislature now -in. session 
would enact a law making /t a felony for per- 
sons to set In operation any scheme to de- 
fraud the public, and fix adequate punishment 
for such offense, would not such a law enable 
the authorities to anticipate and prevent a 
great deal of that misery which is caused 
by organized frauds 6f all kinds and deecrip- 
tions, to a class of people that least can 
afford it?

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Hang Out of High Windows; 
Workers Do It for Wages. 


By Irwin Ellis. 


HE Sleek and Shine Window Clean- 
ing company’”’ is one of the new in- 
dustrial corporations brought into 
existence by the great skyscraper 
and the serried ?ines of glass which 

let light into the factories and warchouses of 

Chicago. 

There are a dozen such organizations in 
Chicago, averaging thirty men to acompany, 
and for the experts who have mastered the 
trade and warks. on the commission basis, 
giving them two-thirds of the contract price 
for the work, the range of earnings is $15 to 
$25 a week. Beginning the work, they are 
furnished an outfit costing about $12, and 
which is expected to last about six months. 

Tha work of window cleaning as contracted 
for by the cleaning company divides the 
cleaners into two gangs, the “ upstairs "’ men 
and the “stor~ front’ men. There are 
physical quailications redically diifferent 
and desirabls in these men. For upstairs win- 
dows the short, light man is most desirable; 
for the plate glass fronts of the stores the tall, 
thin man wich the long arms and long legs 
is best adapteo for the work. In the wintef 
season the lake sailor is the principal recruit 
in the buaefness; in the summer makeshift 
must be made, but in any case the man who 
has delveaé at day labor always is little de- 
sired, even if he were likely to take a fancy 
to the work, which heisn’t! The great height 
at which he may be compelled to work in his 
clumsiness frightens him; or at a store front 
of beautiful plate glass his lack of training 
in polishing and cleansing makes him incom- 
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Window Cleaning Under Contract. 

Most of the skyscrapers in Chicago have 
their own window cleaning crews at the fixed 
$52.50 a month. Dozens of the smaller bulld- 
ings for office purposes and scores of store 
fronts are cleaned under contract with the 
cleaning companies. In most of these places 
under contract scrubbing of the floors is in- 
cluded, with women engaged for the work. 
Germans. Swedes, and Norwegians are the 
nationalities of the workers, and some of the 
contracting companies have window cleaners 
who have been years in the service. 

A window cleaning outfit costing about $12 
includes a beit, a pail and sponge, a chamois 
skin, “ squeegee,”’ wet and dry cloths, and, 
for the store front men, a ladder and a pole 
to which to attach the squeegee. 

_ Necessarily there are “ windows and win- 
dows.” A small, clear plate window in an 
office building high up may be cleaned for 10 
cents, or even for a nickel; a factory window, 
unusually dirty and with twenty-four or 
thirty-six panes to the window, may cost 35 
to 50 cents for the cleaning. The office win- 
dow probably will be cleaned once #. week;

Especial'y he dislikes the cleaning 
process in his store front where he may have 
a costly window display spoiled for the time. 

Yet in the summer months.ordinances of 
the city impose a good deal upon the man 
paying for the cleaning of the plate glaes 
front of his shop. In winter outside clean- 
ing may be done in any hour of the twenty- 
four; with the advent of spring the police 
officer on the beat interferes with outside 
work after 7 o'clock in the morning. 

Thus the store front cleaner with hie led 
der and poles is an early riser after the 
vernal equinox. According to his schedule. 
arranged the night before at the contract- 
ing office, he may have to turn out anywhere 
from 2 o’ciock in the morning, hurrying his 
outside rounds of the plate windows until 7 
o'clock. Then he lays aside his ladder and 
turns back on his route, cleaning the insides 
of the windows that have been allotted to 


him,

Plate Glass Windows Broken. 

With his ladder and hie poles this store 
front man is likely to break panes The uni- 
versal plate glass insurance, however, leaves 
both the cleaner and the cleaning company 
immune from costs. In such cases where the 
cleaner breaks and damages inside the store, 
the man who is responsible for breakage and 
damage pays his two-thirds portion of the 
loss. 

It is in this plate front cleaning that the 
single cleaner finds a helper superfiuous. The 
storekeeper is ready always to lend any aid 
to a quick completion of the work, and the 
window cleaner alone, knowing where to get 
water and where to begin with his work and 
what are the wishes of the owner, saves time 
that might be lost in argument with a helper. 

On the other hand, the upstairs men work 
in pairs, the one taking a forenoon turn out- 
side and an afternoon jobinside. Usually the 
man on the outside finishes his part of the 
washing first. Necessarily he is the first of 
the two to get into place for the washing. 
With his belt attached to a heavy rope it is 
required of him that before he attempts to 
step outside at least one of the énds of the 
rope be snapped into the metal eyelet at the 
side of the window frame. 


* 
Safety Pevices in Window Frames. 


Before the window cleaning company will 
accept a contract for cleaning these eyelets 
must be firmly in place. A difficulty with 
the ordinances has been that Im the new 
bullding erected in the last few years the 
insertion of these eyelets is mandatory upon 
the builders; on the old building the ordi- 
nance has not been made applicable. Thus 
the fight for the precautionary rope and belt 
has been in the hands of the window clean- 
ing companies and they stand as a unit in 
not accepting a contract unless the eyelets 
be provided. 

Three years ago a man fell from one of the 
upper floors of one of two eight story build- 
ings unprovided with window eyelets and 
was killed on the sidewalk below. A repre- 
sentative of a window cleaning company had 
tried several times to induce the manage- 
ment to put eyelets on the windows at a cost 
of 18 cents a window, but ineffectually. With- 
in two hours this man was called up and the 
order given for the eyelets! 

But as a result of the negligence and dis- 
regard of the owners they paid §25 to de- 
fend a damage suit which did not hold and 
the death of the employé cost the insurance 
fund maintained by the owners $70 because 
of the death of this employé. Yet the two 
buildings were fitted with the eyelets at a 
cost under $60! For ten years past this lack 
of eyelets in window frames or walls has 
cost an average of one life a year! 


Belt and Repe Seldom Fail. 

In the experience of one of these com- 
panies in Clark street half a dozen men in the 
last two years have fallen after the first snap 
has been fixed in the first ring, but the bolt 
never hes failed.

Wi ins at Poker.

AN a man gamble without violating 
the principle of temperance? 

It has been said there is no specific 
rule of propriety which bars smoking; 
that even a minister may smoke, if he 

is temperate. The same is said of liquor. 
Ite use, it is claimed, is not improper, only 
its abuse. May a man gamble, too? 

Men of great means usually speculate. 
Mave they not an advantage here over the 
man of small means? By reason of this 
ability to speculate is not their work tem- 
pered with pleasure, in that it affords the ex- 
citement and mental stimulation akin to that 
enjoyed by the poker player? Granting this 
tendency toward pursuits which involve an 
element of chance is inherent in the normal 
man, how shall the ordinary man yield to it 
without Injury? The man of means who 
speculates is not an outcast of society. Shall 
the law reach out and punish the man who 
sits in a game of poker? Base idea, you say? 
Then you must judge unfairly to the man 
who is not in a position to speculate in the 
commercial way.

All Games of Chance Dangerous. 

However, this argument fs made with the 
assumption that a man may be temperate in 
anything he does. It is admitted that there 
are grave doubts as to the ability of man 
to yield a little without eventually being en- 
guifed. So grave are the doubts, in fact, 
that the general advice against the least of 
gambling pursuits should be accepted. No 
man even should play a slot machine. That 
there is an element of danger in it cannot 
be denied. 

Yet I know of one man who for years has 
played poker and who has suffered nof at 
all financially. This man is a bookkeeper 
at $150 per month. He lives on $100 per 
month and each pay day places $50 in an 
‘amusement fund.” From this sum he 
pays for whatever amusement he has during 
the month. As a matter of fact, this recrea- 
tion runs principally to poker, which he plays 
regularly. However, he puts not one cent 
into the game out of any other funds he 
may have than the §50 monthly amusement 


fund.

Builds Up Bank Account. 

So far, it is not apparent that the man has 

a bank account or even prospects of one, 
Det he has. Every cent he wins at poker 
goes into the bank. Thus he never can lose 
more than $50 per month. He never touches 
his banked savings. Thus, in fact, he merely 
devotes the money he would spend for the- 
aters, billiards, etc., to poker—and that is 
more pleasure than anything else to him. 
Perhaps this man has discovered the only 
absolutely safe way of speculating for a 
man of small means. He cannot lose more 
than he would spend without material return 
anyway, and his earnings are saved. His 
bank account has grown steadily, as indeed 
it must, for he is certain to win some of the 
time. 

This merely is an incident tn the day’s 
work. It is not a defense of poker, for this 
one man who has discovered the one “ sys- 
tem *’ I know of a hundred who have been 
seriously embarrassed.

NEW PRISON PROJECT READY 
FOR THE LEGISLATURE.

Fight Over Chiperfield Convict Labor 
Bill Gives Advocates of Modern 


Penitentiary a Handle — Scheme 
Outlined Provides for Work Being 
Done by Prisoners—Woeorld Take 
Ten or Twelve Yoars and Remove 
Labor Problem During That Time. 


— 


Springfield, TL, April 6—{Special.]—As a 
result * the fight over Mr. Chiperfield’s 
convict labor bill it is not improbable that a 
proposition will be laid before the forty- 
fifth general assembly for the complete re- 
construction of the northern Illinols state 
penitentiary. 

A plan for the rebuilding of the prison now 
located at Joliet has been in the minds.of 
members of the board of trustees of that in- 
stitution for some time back. It was not’con- 
sidered expedient, however, to broach the 
matter to the legislature at this time, and 
for that reagon no appropriation was asked 
for. The fight over the proposed amendment 
to the convict labor law has put a new light 
on the subject and has brought support to the 
project from unexpected quarters. Develop- 
ments of the present week indicate a strong 
probability of the matter assuming definite 
form in the shape of a bill in time to be hur- 
ried through the present assembly. 


Offers Solution of Problem. 

Action along this line would afford a wel- 
come relief to a number of members of the 
legislature as regards the Chiperfield bill. 
There are many members of both house and 
senate who are opposed to the proposed re- 
peal of the act of two years ago, allowing the 
state board of prison industries to sell the 
output of 40 per cent of the prison inmates on 
the open market. But more than one of these 
same membérs hesitated to vote for this be- 
cause of the strong labor lobby that is at the 
capital urging the repeal of this 40 per cent 
clause. : 

As the project for the building of a new pen- 
itentiary contemplates the employment of 
convicts in the construction work, it offers a 
solution of the vexatious camvict labor prob- 
lem for several years to come. This work, it 
is figured, would give employment to al) the 
inmates of the penitentiary at Joliet, and at 
the same time the convicts in the southern 
Illinois penitentiary at Chester could be em- 


ployed. 
New Site Is Needed. 


The scheme for the rebuilding of the north- 

ern penitentiary, as outiined by John H. 
Harrison of Danville, a trustee of that insti- 
tution, is an elaborate one. First, & contem- 
plates a new prison site The present loca- 
tion is universally condemned, The land Mes 
below the level of the drainage canal nearby 
and for this reason it is a physical impos- 
sibility to provide adequate drainage for the 
prison grounds. But the worst objection is 
found tn the proximity of the plant of the 
Illinois Steel company. The innumerable 
smokestacks from this great plant belch 
forth a constant cloud of smoke that com- 
pletely envelopes the prison grounds and 
half stifies al) the inmates. 
The need for a new prison at Joliet hag long 
been apparent. The present cellhouse was 
bulit fifty years ago, when modern sanitation 
was unknown. The cells are too small, airis 
admitted only through the barred front, and 
the sanitary system is crude. In addition, 
the prison is eo crowded that it is necessary 
to house two convicts in nearly every cell, 


Cénvicts Do the Work. 

As outlined tentatively by the promoters 
of the project it is planned to ask the state to 
procure a site near Joliet within a few miles 
of the present prison. It is planned to have 
the convicts construct a railway from the 
present penitentiary to the site of the new 
one. Then in box cars properly barred and 
guarded forces of convicts could be conveyed 
to the site of the new prison, where they 
might be put to work, first quartying stone 
for the new prison walis and later in build- 
ing the walls themselves. Then the prisoners 
might be employed quarrying and cutting 
stone for the construction of the new prison 
buildings. 

After a cellhouse has been built and occu- 

pied in the new prison grounds, it is planned 
that the convicts might be employed in tear- 
ing down the old buildings, removing the 
stone and fron to the new site, and then in 
building additional cellhouses im the new 
grounds. 
All of this work, it is estimated, would re- 
quire from ten to twelve years, would be 
gone @t a minimum cost to the state. would 
provide Illinois with modern and adequate 
prison facilities and, equally important, 
would offer a solution temporarily, at least, 
of the prison labor problem. 


AVERT THREATENED STRIKE 
AGAINST GROCERY STORES. 


Employes, After Making Demands and 
Being Refused Raise, Decide to Ac- 
cept Old Wage Scale. 


‘ 


Labor troubles which threatened for a 
time yesterday to tie up all wholesale grocery 
stores in the city were tentatively settled 
before night. Members of the Wholesale 
Grocers’ Employés’ association, made up 
largely of freight handlers, practically de- 
cided to work another year for the same 
wages as were paid last year, abandoning 
their demands fgr an ipcrease amounting to 
6 per cent. 

Some days ago employés of Steele, Wedeles 
& Co. drew up their demands in an impera- 
tive form and placed them before the firm's 
manager. The demands were met by a pos- 
itive refusal to grant them. This was fol- 
lowed by a statement that any man who did 
not wish to remain on the old wages might 
resign. 

A complication arowe through the fact that 
neither employer nor employed had con- 
ferred with the Commercial exchange, an 
organization of employers supposed to settle 
all such disputes. It ls said that Franklin 
MacVeagh, president of the organization, 
was 80 incensed that he had decided to hand 
in hie resignation. The fact that the men 
Hive decided to accept the old wages, how- 
ever, has removed all difficulties. 

The last of the cloud that threatened to 
cause labor troubles in railroad circles dig- 
appeared when officers of the various rail- 
road men's organizations signed the agree- 
ment accepted some days ago under which 
the men are granted an increase in wages 
of 10 per cent, the working day remaining 
the same as heretofore. 

Conductors on the Northwestern railroad, 
who held out with the expectation of obtain- 
ing better terms, still have no agreement. 
It is understood, however, that they will 
accept this agreement. 

The last detail to be settled is that of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. The 
engineers probably will accept the increased 
wages and, like other employés, await a more 
favorable time for pushing their claims for a 
shorter working day.

The federal judge In Nova Scotia who raised 
the flag of separation from the mother coun- 
try was Judge Longley of the provincial Su- 
preme court bench. In responding to the 
toast “ Canada " at the annual dinner of the 
Mining Society of Nova Scotia, he felt it in- 
cumbent on him to pronounce the opinion not 
merely was the independence of Canada the 
manifest destiny of the dominion, but that 
some of those in the room he belleved would 
live to see it. 

To this promptly came a vigorous shout of 
“ Never; stick to the emptre,” followed by 
such @n uproar and confusion that the learned 
cause of the storm, who appeared to be as- 
tonished at the feeling he had provoked, soon 
after took his seat; and when an attempt to 
applaud him was made, the company gener- 
_ got on their feet and sang “ Rule, Britan- 
nia.’ 

The attempt to hold up a minister of the 
crown to public contempt by name in such an 
affair as the *“‘ wine, women, and graft ” 
scandal, on no other foundation than gutter 
talk, is a rare occurrence in Canada, and the 
opposition press lost no time in urging Mr. 
Emmerson to institute proceedings for libel. 
That course alone, it was pretended, would 
satisfy the premier, and it has been taken. 

Why the particular minister named should 
have been singled out for attack when it was 
well known everywhere that the gutter 
stories were chiefly about other persons is 
only intelligible on the ground of bitter per- 
sonal animosity. The yarns that had been 
fiying about the streets for months had ref- 
erence to alleged grounds that had been given 
in prominent families for divorce, bringing in 
certain members of parliament as co-re- 
spondents. 


Lawmaker to Fight Accusers. 

Mr. Emmerson remains in parliament to 
face his accusers there, if they care to give 
him an opening, as well ag in court. The 
resignation of his cabinet portfolio does not 
involve his seat in the house. Asa private 
member, free from ministerial responsibility. 
he carries the war into the enemy's camp and 
proposes to show that tf there are offenders 
against morality on the government side of 
the house there are others in the ranks of the 
opposition. 

A remarkable arraignment of the scandal 
mongering element in the capital comes from 
the Rev. Dr. Rose, an eminent Methodist 
minister, formerly of the Dominion Methodist 
church here. Dr. Rose ina letter to the press 
takes up the charges of cowardice brought 
against the pulpit of refraining from de- 
nunciations of the *‘ painful question of the 
immorality of members of parliament."”"

In “A Marriage of Reason "’ it is a man who 
renews a risk in matrimony, and in “ The 
Ambitious Mrs. Alcott’ it is a womar. 
“ The first.” Soe I will introduce the 
Widow “Alcott to you. Can you call Dorothy 
Dorr to mind? If so, it helps to a clear idea 
of the creature who raises the row-de-dow 
in the drama put forth as original by Per- 
cival Pollard and Leo Ditrichstein, for Miss 
Dorr is a beauty so ripe that widowhood 
seems more suitable to her than maidenhood; 
yet she still is so lovely that it doesn’t look 
unreasonable when a fellow ten years her 
junior develops calf love for her. 

This is the affair of hearts in “ The Ambi- 
tlous Mrs. Alcott.’’ A callow Mr. Winthrop, 
in the service of the state department at 
Washington, meets this Mrs. Alcott, whose 
dead husband used to be the American min- 
ister at an old world court not definitely des- 
ignated; or perhaps he was an ambaseador, 
as the country may have been one to which 
we send a top notch diplomet. But the au- 
thors don’t care to be geographically explicit, 
because Mrs. Alcott bad been In love with 
the king of whatever country it was, and it 
wouldn't do to identify the royal rascal. 
Anyway, the widow’s wickedness is bygone 
at the time of the play and is brought for- 
ward from the past by an official report of It, 
which gets misplaced among other docu- 
ments and thereby falls into the handg ofa 
senator. 

As the action of the play is placed in Wash- 
ington, and dated 1907, this Senator Pierce 
may be meant to stand in the fiction for that 
particular senator who is in fact chairman 
of some committee handling foreign diplo- 
matic affairs, and who wears whiskers under 
his chin. Far be from me the desire to agi- 
tate Washington's officio-society circles, but 
Percival Pollard is, or has been, a Wash- 
ington journalist, and in his play he gives 
to that senator a jollily chubby wife and a 
sensibly sentimental daughter. I place the 
responsibility on Pollard because, but for his 
reputation as a journalist, I would assume 
that his collaborator, Ditrichstein, had in- 
dulged in a habit of adapting German plays 
and assert them to be original in English. 
It is a fact, , that there is no atmosphere 
of Washington, excepting only such breezes 
as may waft themselves through Senator 
Pierce’s chin whiskers. In all other respects 
the characters might as well be assembled 
in Berlin, London, or Paris. President Roose- 
velt is in it, to be sire, but not visibly, and 
his order to suppress the widow’s record, so 
as to oblige some monarch or other, might 
come as well from a European ruler.

Audiences look nowadays to see a third act 
of compulsory interest in every serious 
drama, and if it is not there why then the 
play is turned down. Now, for the life of 
me, I can’t be sure whether the third act 
satisfied this demand on the opening night. 
This is the reason for uncertainty. The offi- 
cial, report on Widow Alcott’s naughtiness 
is in her calf lover’s pocket, and he doesn’t 


. know its purport; but the widow does; and 


so does an aged but still gallant Count 
Hegedy, who desires to marry her, never- 
theless. Weli, now, consider that the wid- 
ow's happiness or misery depends on the pub- 
licity or privacy of that paper. The count 
grabs it away from the calf lover and throws 
it into the re of a grate. Have you got 
that? And ff so, would you, if you were the 
author, drop your curtain at once? Pollock 
and Ditrichstein do not. They give heart 
disease to Hegedy, so that the row may agi- 
tate him fatally, and the result is that his 
death puts the heroine out of the spotlight 
at the third act’s climax. That is one of sev- 
eral reasons why this, *‘ The Ambitious Mrs. 
Alcott,’’ resembles Sardou’s ‘“‘ Diplomacy,” 
with no similar success.

There are single lines which, in the course 
of years of playgoiag, retain an inefface- 
able place in the mind long after the dramas 
containing them are forgotten. Such a line 
is in the third act of “A Marriage of Rea- 
son.” It was night at Delcombe abbey. 
Suits of armor and liveried flunkeys were all 
about the ancestral halis. The youthful heir 
to the title lay dangerously ill, while a house 
party, in décolleté as to the ladies and im- 
maculate evening dress as to the gentlemen, 
breathlessly awaited news from the sick- 
room. Nevertheleas they discussed their 
sentimental relations and developed compli- 
cations in passionate whispers, and the an- 
cestral armor threw back the glitter of jew- 
els on heaving bare bosoms and linen shirt 
fronts. Then it was that Fanny Ward, beau- 
tifully dressed to represent the second Lady 
Delcombe, clasped her hands over her heart 
and, with a roll of her eyes towards heaven, 
murmured: ‘“I'we tried—O, I've tried so 
hard—to be genteel.”’ 

Kyrie Bellew was, ostensibly, the star of 
the new play, and his acting supported his 
claim to the position. But the smart set of 
New Yorkers felt an interest in Mise Ward 
that gave her first place in their attention. 
She is remembered here for her appearances 
years ago in the role of Cupid, and in little 
else. In fact, the costume of the part was 
as slight as its words, and the only lines 
worth while were Miss Ward's own. She 
showed that she could look lines better than 
she can utter them. She was a charming 
little love godlet, and she went to London, 
where she fascinated the whole town in gen- 
eral and one of ita rich men in particular. 
Millionaire Lewis married and retired her, 
and from time ts i:me she breaks out from 
connubial bliss to reappear on the stage.

Hartley Manners remarks, in the program, 
that his play is founded on a novel by Mrs. 
Arthur Kennard, but that the “ construc- 
tion, characterization, and entire dialogue ” 
are his own. But the type of the book can 
be seen through the play. After an act at 
the Goodwood races, in which a divorced 
nobleman arranges a “ marriage of reason,”’ 
not of love, with a Chicago heiress, we arrive 
at Delcombe abbey, where the bride is per- 
secuted by the love of her husband's nephew; 
while an emotional neighbor lady drops in 
to bestow her unrequited passion upon Lord 
Delcombe. Her stout husband also comes 
around, to roar about it. But a truce t6 
trouble! The sun is shining in Delcombe 
park. Her ladyship, with two dozen long 
stemmed roses in her arms and half as 
many more on her head, ia playing hide and 
seek with her little stepson. Suddenly, in 
the hollow of an old oak, she comes upon 
her husband and he kisses her. She draws 
away from him—or, as he puts it, “she 
shrank from his every touch *’—as such man- 
ifestations of fondness were barred from 
their “ mockery of marriage.” . 

The heir of Delcombe is thrown from his 
pony and lies “at the point of death ” dur- 
ing the amatory turmoil of the third act. 
His mother, the first Lady Deleombe, comes, 
in a low cut gown of black and gold, to take 
the night shift at hie bedside from the sec- 
ond Lady D., who is heartbroken in pink 
chiffon. Just why the uncommonly good 
looking trained nurse can't do this alone is 
not clear. In an intense scene between Lord 
Delcombe and his nephew the former, in the 
suave and elegant person of Kyrie Bellew, 
suddehly turns to the latter, in the impres- 
sively impassioned person of Conway Tearie, 
and gravely asks, “ And who will sit up with 
the trained nurse?” The question is not 
pertinent to anything, and so the audience, 
taking the uncommon prettiness of the nurse 
into account, construes it as a joke—for who 
wouldn't “sit up” with her, as we Yankees 
use the term for what the English author 
might call “ keeping company.” Of course 
the sick boy causes the “ reasonably mar- 
ried.” pair to find out that they have vio- 
lated thier contract by falling into mutual 
love. It is @ pretty but not strong comedy,

The first dealings that I ever had with the 
late P. T. Barnum was when I was a mere 
child. I had come into posséssion of an au- 
tograph letter of the first treasurer of the 
United States, Alexander’ Hamilton. I 
wrote to Barnum offering to sellit. He re- 
plied that he did not want it. Thereupon I 
Senerously offered to present it to his mu- 
seum;. but my sensitive heart was almost 
crushed when he wroté me, eatirically, that 
‘It was kind of me to present them with what 
they,had refused to purchase.” The incident 
was closed. The subsequently renowned 
showman, not being an astrologer or prophet, 
could not see in the 10 year old enthusiast the 
future man who wes to take such an active 
pert in shaping the showman’s feme and 
wont ia bn nah 

n . fle I was press agent for the 
New York aquarium, a private and risky 
venture, Barmum evolved one of the most 

sational frauds ever sprung upon a credu- 
Ous public. A stone man was unearthed 
in the neighborhood of Denver, Colo. In 
those days Denver was a greater distance 
from New York than. it is now, with our 
modern means ‘of transit, and the circum- 
stances of the “ discovery " were so cleverly 
woven that the story bore all the traces of 
genuineness. The news was sent broadcast 
throughout the country, and the entire pub- 
lic rose and bit, 

oe 

Barnum seemed to have no difficulty tn 
securing the monster curiosity of art—repre- 
sented to be @ petrified giant—and yet no- 
body suspected the collusion. The great 
showman approached mé for .x.e purpose of 
placing the “ petrified man” on exhibition 
at the aquarium that winter. intending to 
take it on the road with his circus and mu- 
seum the following season. By this arrange- 
ment this colossal] humbug was shipped to 
us direct, and was exposed in state the 
library of the place. 

Before the public was admitted to see the 
curiosity a private inspection was made by 
those interested. Barnum came with his 
partners, and they all examined the stone 
man so eagerly that I believe they pretty 
nearly converted themselves. Little was 
said until I discovered a, sort of a ridge ex- 
tending entirely around the waist. I called 
Barnum’s attention to it, and he turned upon 
me with a frown and said, in that peculiar, 
thin, nervous voice of his: ‘‘ Well, you're not 
going to tell anybody about that, are you?” 
Ireplied: “Iam not employed for that pur 
pose, Mr. Barnum.” — 


a. 
I was angry all the way through. I sawat 
once that it was a fake, pure and simple, 
that it had been “ discovered "’ on Barnum’s 
‘own property in Colorado, and that his ob- 
ject in getting it into the aquarium was 
to find out how the humbug would be re- 
ceived in the metropolis before he ven- 
tured to take it on the road. The result of 
the, private inspection was the placing of 
the “stone man” on exhibition. It; oceu- 
pied the place of honor, in great state, on 
the first floor, fanked by figshes. I adver- 
tised it widely, and with little difficulty 
got stories about its discovery, transporta- 
tion, etc., in the newspapers. I liavited the 
entire preas to come and ece it. I impressed 
the importance of the find upon the scientific 
and educational world, and appealed to 
scholar and sculptor. They tumbled over 
each other to investigate, admire, and praise 
the extraordinary exhibit. . Among the 
distinguished sculptors who were enthu- 
silastic over the etone image was William 
McDonald, then a celebrate man. He 
McDonaid, then a celebrated man. . He 
studied its proportions minutely, measuring 
every portion of it, arms, legs, nose, mouth, 
forehead—missing not a single inch of its 
magnificent proportione—except that ridge 
around the middle of the body. ; 
ae 
The “Stone giant’ at once became a 
graud euccess. Leading scientists and 
educational men wrote elaborate treatises 
on the subject in the scientific periodicals, 
the magagcines, and newspapers. This 
continued month after month and year after 
year,.the general public, of course, accept- 
ing the opinions of the upper world as con- 
clusive. Then, five years later, a New York 
paper in a five column article exposed the 
whole business. Long before thie exposure, 
however, I had learned all the particulars. 
During the summer of 1879 I was superin- 
tendent of the new pier at Long Branch as 
well ag the press agent of the Aquarium. I 
had in my employ a ticket-taker named S. B. 
Fitch. He told me that he was the maker 
of the stone giant; that he made it out of 
Portiand cement, that it was constructed in 
two sections, the slight mark around the 
middie showing where they had been joined; 
that he had used two models—after the 
method of Parisian sculptors in designing 
a perfect human figure—one for the upper 
and one for the lower part. We used to laugh 
over the matter a good deal—how an ordinary 
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man, not an artist in any sense, could so 
easily fool sculptors such as Wilson McDon- 
on be could bamboozle the whole scientific 
9 

Mr. Barnum's first partners in the circus 
businése furnished the capital and ran the 
show. All that Barnum ever had been called 
upon to do wae to identify himseif with the 
business as an owner by appearing before 
the audience in the chief cities and making 
@ little opening address. The people saw 
him, thought he was the grand gagzabo, and 
that was all of Barnum as a showman. 


Mr. Barnum venti Auoeus little about the 

circus business. In justice to his memory 1 
wish to say that he never claimed to know 
anything about it. The public assumed, and 
Goubtless many people now believe, that he 
was the “ whole thing *’; that he owned the 
show, ran it, managed it, and was the genius 
that raised the Circus to the first place. He 
never denied it. Why should he. 
» Of course with such a willing subject ex- 
ploitation wae carried to the limit and be- 
yond. One example of this kind was when I 
wrote @ paragraph and sent it to a friend in 
Rome, who had it printed in @ prominent pa- 
per there. Then we purchased 100 copies of 
the paper, marked the paragraph with a biue 
pencil, and sent these marked copies to 
France, England, Germany, and Beigium, 
where the article was reproduced every- 
where with all sorts of comment. Through 
friends, and agents, and clipping bureaus 
many of these found their way in due course 
to this country, and the paragraph was cop- 
ied generally. 

The substance of it wae that P. T. Barnum 
had submitted a proposition to the Italian 
government to permit the American show- 
man to continue the excavations of Pompell 
and Herculaneum at his own expense, the 
discoveries to be loaned to Barnum for five 
years for exhibition purposes, then returned 
to Italy. It was a harmiess item, but it se- 
cured a worldwide notice for the American 


showman. 


ae 

Once we “ planted’ & small item to the 
effect that Barnum (then hale and hearty) 
had made hie will, and, to prevent a contest 
after hie Geath, had had it probated and in 
a codicil had left various amounts to puDbile 
charities, etc. This will was, I said, conse- 
quent upon securing the sacred white ele- 
phant. The great showman, having thus 
reached the limit of human achievement, 
stated that he was now ready to die. 

I suppose that this singular announcement 
appeared in ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred newspapers in this country. Barnum 
was deluged with letters from all sections 
and from all sorts of people. He received not 
leas than 5,000 appeals, most of them for 
money. Nobody seemed to went him to die, 
at least until every one else was duly pro- 
vided for. 

Among the letters came one with the fol- 
lowing cynical observation: “1 hope you 
won't die, old man, without making provision 
for the Jerome clock notes.”’

Many yeate before this period, Barnum 
had associated himself with a celebrated 
clockmaker in New Haven and had issued 
notes for large sums. The business failed 
and the notes were dishonored, although Bar- 
num did subsequently purchase some ata big 
discount. The old man laughed at the hit as 
much as anybody. 

Mr. Barnum used to scrutinize every line 
that appeared concerning the show. He was 
exceedingly timid and in constant fear that 
something might get in, right or wrong, that 
would affect financial returns. I recollect 
Barnum’s calling me to him one day, and, 
with one of our publications in his hand, 
saying: 

“O, Hamilton, just look at this!” 

It was a trifling item of some sort. 

“That’s all right, Mr. Barnum,” said I, 
having xlanced at the objectionable para- 
graph. ‘“ You know we always take high | 
ground in writing about the show.” 

“Yes, yes,’’ replied the old man, “‘ but you 
mustn't get so high we can’t see you.” 

In other words he meant that the price of 
admission was 50 cents and that the 50 cent 
idea must always stick boldly out.

A popular opinion among showmen that 
Mr. Barnum shared to the full is that any- 
body can get stuff into the newspapers. One 
day, while the usual spring preparations were 
under way at Madison Square garden to 
adapt the building to the requirements of the 
show, Barnum tripped over a rope and was 
thrown to the ground. When assisted to his 
feet it was found that beyond a slight 
scratch he was uninjured. There was a 


drop of blood, however, and he immediately | 


yelled: 
‘* Where's the presse agent? Tell him I’ve 


been injured in an accident.” ,

Dramatic authors whose thoughts 
it would be natural to believe would be 
fixed more firmly upon Pegasus than upon 
motor cars, and actors so stern and classic 
that their thoughts never, one would think,

king, have become inoculated with the virus 
of get the money. As Horrigan, the boss, says 
in “The Man of the Hour,” “ people doén’t 
ask you where you got the money. They ask 
if you have it.”

So fat as it is possible to determine from 
the testimony of those informed persons 
whose memories go back farthest.and from 
the few written annals that bear upon the 
subject, this is the golden age for the actor 
and the playwright, so far as the money is 
concerned. 
There have been periods, especially upon 
the English stage, when the principal figures

It was only a few years ago that Clyde 
Fitch really went hungry. Neither Boston 
or New York showed itself softer than stone 
to him, and this although he was the son of 
distinguished parents and was himself a col- 
lege man of good scholarship. He went 
hungry. Today he has a town house in New 
York. a country place on the Long Island 
sound, and art and literary treasures com- 
mensurate with the estate of a man whose 
annual income is in the hundreds of thou- 
sands.

He adopted every method to advertise him- 
self, even to engaging in conversation with 
total strangers, in street cars, ferry boats, 
and omnibuses, and he invariably finished by 
informing them that he was P. T. Barnum,

When he wes in London in 1889 I was in 
New York, where I remained to look after 
the American papers tn order to keep alive 
public interest in the absent show and not 
permit {t to die out of the recollections of 
the people. Nearly every week I received a 
personal, confidential letter from the old 
gentleman, who always addressed me as 
“ Dear Tody,” and every one of these letters 
contained a request for a personal notice of 
some kind. for which he supplied the chief 
fact. One time it was about the bishop of 
London, whom he met at some public func- 
tion, when the following dialogue Was sup- 
posed to have taken place: 
“ Well, good-by, Mr. Barnum. I hope I'll 
geo you in heaven,” sald the reverend gentie- 


man. 

“You will if you are there,’’ replied the 
veteran showman. 

This ie just as Mr. Barnum furnished it to 
me.

Another letter contained a newspaper clip- 
ping purporting to report an interview be- 
tween himself and the prince of Wales, who 
flattered him by remarking that he remem- 
bered him well from a previous visit to Eng- 
land. Thereupon Mr. Barnum expressed his 
gratitude, saying: “Your highness has made 
an old man happy.” Mr. Barnum had crossed 
with a pen the word “man” andin his own 
hand had written ‘‘ friend "’ above it, so that 
it read “‘ made an old friend happy.”’ 

. 

His incessant desire for persona! notoriety 
was a weak spot in his nature and sometimes 
got him into embarrassing situations, often 
causing his partners uneasiness. When Mr. 
Cleveland was nominated for president the 
first time, Barnum wrote a letter to the 
press in which he said that “ should Cleve- 
land be elected I will sell all my real estate 
at 25 cents on the dollar, or a quarter of its 
present valuation.’’ This unfortunate and ill 
advised letter wae sent out without consulta- 
tion with his partners and subsequenty cost 
the show the loss of thousands of dollars in 
receipts, restricting the tour of his show to 
the east and west. When the circus madea 
tour of the south a few years later his letter 
proved a most formidable weapon in the 
hands of rival showmen, who reproduced it 
in all the newspapers published In the cities 
in which it was intended to exhibit.

When he lived at the Murray Hill hotel, 

which was his invariable custom while the 
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show was exhibiting in New York, he was 
approached on the street one day by an elder-

During Mr. Barnum’s last years I hed writ- 
ten many circumetantial interviews with the 
old showman on the subject of the show. 
They were purely imaginary interviews, of 
course, as Barnum never really knew any- 
thing about the show and nobody thought of 
asking him anything aboutit. It was my de- 
light to write him as discussing details of 
which he was in absolute ignorance, and 
there were many who got as much fun out 
of the articles as I did. All the showmen 
knew the old man’s weakness, and so did 
Chester A. Lord of the Sun, tn the columns of 
which the interviews appeared. 

I ha@ written such an interview in the 
spring when Mr. Barnum lay in hfs last ill- 
ness and the Sun, instead of holding it for 
Sunday, used it the next day. It was headed 
“Mr. Barnum Quite Wel)l.”” As soon as we 
reached Bridgeport Barnum sent for me and 
told his messenger to tell me to bring the re- 
porters along. When we entered his sick- 
room the old showman raised his head and 
greeted us: 

‘ Look here, Tody,” he began immediately, 
shaking the Sun at me, “I see by this thai 
I’m not sick at all.’”’ 

For a moment I wae taken aback, and then 
I recalled the Sun motto. 

“ Well,” said I, “if you see it in the Sun 
it’s s0.”’

Nothing \ 


Makes Lawsuits. 


No class of business men engage in more 
litigation than the men who are oe the Che 
atrical business, and just now actors, - 
atists, and managers are outdoing them- 
selves in having their day in court. Some of 
the cases throw strange sidelights on the in- 
terior anatomy of the theater. 

Frank Perley is one of the latest figures in 
the investigating labors. He is the manager 
under whose auspices Alice Nielsen succeeded 
80 Weil in light opera. The litigation in which 
he has been engaged lately concerned the 
demise of “The Nazarene,”” that biblical 
play which Hal Rela wrote and which was 
put on at the Studebaker theater, where it 
died after a few struggies. ‘Perley claims 
that Lee Shubert, who was one of the part- 
ners when the play started, sought to eg- 
cape. responsibility for the drama. In the 
ensuing lawsuit there will be many develop- 
ments of interest to those that have any in- 
terest at all in the stage. 

. - 

Paul Armstrong, once of Chicago, later of 
Buffalo, and now of Broadway, is one of the 
most tireless lawsuit artists in the show 
business. A little while ago he was engaged 
in a controversy with Nat Goodwin because 
the latter left his name off the playbills of 
“A Burst of Glory,” the one act sketch with 
which Goodwin prefaced his appearance in 
“The Genius.” Then Armstrong hada dis- 
agreement with Eleanor Robson over “ Sal- 
omy Jane.” And, although Mise Robson 
gave a benefit in New York and raised con- 
siderable money for Bret Harte’s daughter, 
another of Bret Harte’s relatives threatened 
to bring suit againet the actresses to restrain 
her from playing the play which had been 
made from Harte’s “ Salomy Jane.”’ 

Oscar Hammerstein and John Cort are the 
rival litigants in a threatened suit over the 
services of one of the grand opera stars. 
Hammerstein has had more experience in 
the courts than Cort has had. The doughty 
Oscar and his hat have appeared in about 
all the courts there are, have won victories 
and sustained defeats in most of them, and 
have always come up smiling for the next 


bout.

The injunction fs the legal process best 
beloved by the people of the stage. They 
are usually ecstatically eager to “ get some- 
body enjoined.” A principle of law dating 
back many hundreds of years provides that 
when a person contracts to doa certain thing 
for another person and then refuses 
he cannot perform the work for an- 
other in the same line. A little while ago 
Richerd Carle's ire wae aroused by the 
fact that Emma Janvier, who was under 
contract to him, left “‘ The Spring Chicken ” 
company and tried to start in business in an- 
other show. The litigation never got before 
the threat stage. 

Litigation went further in the case of “ The 
Kreutzer Sonata.” Langdon Mitchell made 
one version of this play. Mrs. Harry B. 
Smith and Mrs. Vance Thompson made an- 
other. The first version was owned by Har- 
rison Gray Fiske. The second was the prop- 
erty of Wagenhals & Kemper. Bertha Ka- 
lich wasto bethe Fiske star. Blanche Walsh 
was to be the Wagenhal’ & Kemper luminary. 
There was much distress between all con- 
cerned, and the preliminary steps in a law- 
suit were taken.

There are in the show business 
today managers financially responsible, but 
who have been engaged in so many dead 
enterprises in the misty past that if they 
paid in the now all the debts they contracted 
in the then, their financial positions would be 
greatly altered. 
Not all managers emulate Hdwin Booth, 
who paid out of his own pocket the debts 
which were contracted when he was at the 
head of the expensive Booth theater in New 
York, and who after he*had been ill advised 
and had gone through bankruptcy came out 
and worked till he had enough money to pay 
all his old. time creditors.

Dancing Wins —_—|“The Big Stick”. . 


Actresses Applause. 

One of the finest bits of detail in the imper- 
sonation of Nora in Ibsen's ‘ Doll's 
House,” tn which she has charmed New 
York, is Alla Nazimova'’s dancing. The 
ability’ to dance well has done a great deal 
for many actresses in plays in which one 
would not think upon first glance that the 
question. of dancing would enter at all. The 
inability to trip the ligtit fantastic toe has 
likewise proven of inestimable trouble. to 
those actresses who, although.they could act 
with their minds, faces, voices, and hearts, 
could not act with their feet. 

Alla Nazimova as Nora does the dance for 
her husband in the play that many other 
actresses have done. Mrs. Fiske used to 
do it. Every actress that has essayed Ibsen 
has picked out “‘A Doll’s Heuse’’ as her 
first performance. Of necessity they have 
all danced or danced at the tarantella which 
Ibsen prescribes for his impulsive heroine. 
The Russian woman has eclipsed them all. 


a 


The greatest dancing suprise and sensa- 
tien of the year has been Julia Marlowe’s 
dance of the veils in “‘ John the Baptist.” 
Until she accomplished it no one had 
dreamed that’ Julia Marlowe could dance, 
She never had danced as tumultuously on 
the stage as she did in that piece in which 
she played Salome and danced in the hall of 
the great king. There have been other Sa- 
lomes, in grand opera and drama and poeti¢ 
drama, but there has been no dancing Sa- 
lome that could at all compare with Miss 
Marlowe. ‘ 

Clyde Fitch, who knows an idea of his own 
wherever he finds it and who has gleaned 
several of his best ideas from work accred- 
ited to other men, took from Henrik Ibsen 
the dance that was in ‘‘A Doll's House." 
Fitch put it in ‘“* The Girl with the Green 
Byes,” in which Clara Bloodgood starred. 
Mrs. Bloodgood played a part something 
akin to Ibsep's Nora. To amuse her hus- 
band she improvised a little fireside vaude- 
ville. Ag part of it she did a dance. She 
was enchanting in the dance and the little 
song that went with it, and the scene was 
one of the most human and appealing that 
Fitch ever wrote in any of his plays. 

There was dancing, too, in ‘“‘ The Masked 
Ball,” in which Maude Adams first sparkled, 
and in “The Dancing Girl,”’ in whic > ae 
Sothern played a full fifteen years ago’

What might be called concerted dancing 
eccurred in the version of “ Vanity Fair” 
that Langdon Mitchell made for Mrs. Fiske. 
It was his ‘prentice work and preceded by 
some years hig finished comedy, *‘ The New 
York Idea,’’ in which Mrs. Fiske is appear- 
ing this year. It was called ‘‘ Becky Sharp.” 
One scene represented that celebrated ball 
in Brussels on the eve of the battle of Water- 
loo. As it was given. on the stage it was 
just such a ball as was immortalized by 


«Lord Byron. it was broken off by the dis- 


tant cannon shots and the hurrying away 
of the officers. Maurice Barrymore played 
Rawdon Crawley In “ Becky Sharp” and 
played him wonderfully well. 

But plays with dancing in them were noth- 
ing new to Mrs. Fiske. During the first 
years she was on the stage she was a sou- 
brette and appeared in masterpieces like 
“ Fogs's Ferry,’’ in which there was just 
about as much singing and dancing as there 
was straight play.

Shakspeare has created many parts of 
which dancing is an ingredient. One of 
thoee actresses who do some of that dan- 
cing this year is Annie Russell, who is star- 
ring in. ‘‘A Midsummer Night's Dream.” 
Although somebody has said that in this 


‘part she looks like the ghost‘of the late 


Mrs. Gilbert she has done great business 
all over the country. In the smaller towns 
in Texas, in which it would hardly seem 
that the appetite for Shakspeare's poetic 
drama would be cultivated excessively, it 
has been found advisable for Miss Russell's 
managers to raise the prices of admission. 
Maybe her dancing has something to do 
with it.

Clyde Fitch designed a most elaborate 
dance for “ His Grace de Grammont,"” in 
which Otis Skinner starred some years ago 
and which he revived last y before he 
was fortunate énough to sec the fine 
play “The Duel.” It was in “ His Grace 
de Gramniont’’ that Mr. Skinner and the 
members of his Company gave a pretty good 
imitation of a ballroom scene of the olden 
time. ' 

The dance scene in “ Capt. Jinks of the 
Horse Marines” is fine. It is in this scene 
that the speech which is regarded by many 
as the finest speech in the play is spoken. 
It is the speech to Miss Barrymore in which 
the old man hopes that she and her stage 
husband will go through life like figures in 
the stately minuet.

Curtain Speeches. | 


A compefatively recent: innovation in the 
theatrical world is the raising of the curtain 
for the purpose“of allowing an actor to ac- 
knowledge the applause of an appreciative 
audience. The way in which players do this 
varies greatly. Frank Daniels claims to have 
invented the * Impromptu speech.” Between 
the acts of ‘The Tattooed Man’? he re- 
sponds to numerous.curtain calls by a speech 
which is as carefuly rehearsed as the rest of 


the play. It is full of figures of speech and is 


so ridiculous that it wins more applause then 
the play itself,

Some years ago when Henry Miller was 
unfortunate in selecting plays he used to 
come before the curtain and soundly berate 
the critics, but since he has been so success- 
ful he is more cheerfulin his views. Frances 
Starr is unusually timid in appearing before 
the curtain, and it Is only after most hearty 
applause that she reluctantly gasps, ‘‘ Thank 
you,” and hurries back to the wings. Ethel 


Barrymore appears again and again bowing 


and smiling, but when called upon to make a 


speech she will murmur, “ O, no,” and, like, 


Miss Starr, vanish into the wings.

Mrs. Mary Gibbs Spooner of the Bijou, the 
Brooklyn Stock company theater, comes be- 
fore the curtain and talks to her audiences 
the same as she would to a group of her 
friends. Mrs. Spooner’s speech makes up 


much of the table talk of Brooklyn, and in 


this way serves as a splendid advertisement, 

The most witty curtain speech is made by 
Wilton Lackaye. In criticising “ The Law 
and the Man ’’ several critics regretted that 
the clever speech Mr. Lackaye made after the 
third act could not have been a part of the 
play itself, for it was brighter than any of 
the lines of the play. Henry Irving reluc- 
tantly appeared before the curtain, but would 
make a good speech when called upon. He 
always was prepared and knew just what he 
was going to say. 

> 

When George Cohan receives curtain calls 
he usually does something on the stage which 
will fit in with the action of the piece. Elsie 
Janis gives a good imitation of the well 
known Cohan speech, which is, “ I thank you, 
ladies and gentlemen, from the bottom of my 
heart I thank you; for my father and mother 
I thank you, for my sister in vaudeville } 
thank. you.’”’

Vida Whitmore, an actress who has won 
more attention from fame and fortune be- 
cause of her beauty than through any great 
artistic ability that she has demonstrated, 
has given the footlights their congé ana has 
gone into trade. She has followed Mrs. WilLI- 
jam Farnum of Chicago, Elsie De Wolfe of 
New York, Lotta Crabtree of Boston, and 
many other players who have left the thea- 
ter to run iteelf while they have made hay 
while the sun shone in other and often in 
far distant flelds. 

Miss Whitmore, who was one of Joe 
Weber's choicest show girls for several! sea- 
sons and who went to London with “ The 
Earl and the Girl" company, has started a 
dressmaking establishment in New York. 
She employs twenty dressmakers. Each of 
them works at a highly finished mahogany 
machine. Miss Whitmore’s “ grand open- 
ing * was attended by scores of actors and 
actresses, and it looks as if she has struck 
@ profitable engagement. 

Of all the host of “society actresses” 
whose presence on the stage has been talked 
about there are two actresses whose claims 
to the recognition of the most exclusive sec- 
tions of New York society never have been 
disputed. One is Mrs. Clara Bloodgood and 
the other is Miss Elsie De Wolfe. Hach of 
them is a member of an old New York fam- 
ily that goes back to the time when society 
gathered in Washington square instead of in 
Fifth avenue. Mrs. Bloodgood’s husband is 
a broker and she takes some interest in his 
business. But the other society actress has 
a business of her own. Miss De Wolfe, 
whose younger sister, Miss Drina De Wolfe, 
is still on the stage, retired from it several 
seasons ago to devote herself to interior dec- 
orating.

Brooklyn, N. Y., and is a Harvard man as 
well, and, though it might be argued that 
his accent was no more marked than that of 
James Carew, Frank Mills, and many other 
American actors who have got on here right 
from the start, the fact remains that et the 
outset the Hne he wanted to take up over 
here was closed definitely to him because of 
his enuriciation. F. R. Benson, the great 
trainer of Shakspearean actors, finally con- 
sented to take Hampden into his company, 
it is true, but only for “ thinking " parts, and 
so it became evidesit to the American that, 
dificult and distasteful as it might be\ to 
him to learn to say **.cahn’t,”’ it-was up to him 
to do it if he wanted to get on in England. 

And he has done it, though only after four 
years of constast effort, which is longer, if 
one remembers correctly, than it took old 
Demosthenes to get the upper hand of his bad 
habit.

on Art of Acting. 


The art of acting is immortal, writes Will- 
fam Winter, the dean of critics, but ite in- 
fluence at this time {fs considerably restricted 


because of sordid commercialism on the part. 


of those who chiefly control it. No art can 
long exert an influence for good when, pri- 
marily and chiefly, it fe harnessed to the 
freight train’and used for the mere sake of 
monetary gain. That danger threatens the 
theater of the present day. 

The control of acting has largely paseed 
from the professors of the art, and it has 
passed into the worst hands—those af com- 
mercial speculators, who boast that they 
conduct the theater as a department store, 
and must cater to all tastes. The worst 
tastes are ever the easiest to pledse. The 
instinct of evil and the wish to view its man- 
ifestation are as wide as the human race, 
Desire for physical enjoyment and dislike 
for the effort of thought are almost uni- 
versal, 

Commercialism follows the line of least 
resistance; that is, instead of catering to all 
tastes: it addresses the lowest. The marvel- 
Ous ease of transportation from place to 
place greatly facilitates money grubbing. 
Much money can be gathered In by the vul- 
gar, itinerant showman. -The constant crav- 
ing for novelty, at any price, so character- 
istic of our nation, has tended to increase 
the number of theaters, and at the same 
time to obliterate the old stock company 
syttem—the loss of which was the greatest 
injury that the theater of the present has 
suffered, for in the old etock company days 
actors were compelled to learn their art 
and to prove their ability before they were 
intrusted with theatrical responsibilities. 

Today the theatrical janitor must have 
*“‘shows'’ in order to keep his “ house ’’ 
open. The men who dominate the theatrical 
field, in order that they may retain their 
dominance of it, must have actors; and, as 
there is no other way to get them, they are 
made to order. As soon as a performer 
shows talent that might ripen to something 
fine he ig ‘‘ starred’ and, as a rule, his de- 
velopment is permanently checked by that 
process. 

From this cause the stage is amMfiicted with 
@ continually increasing army of perform- 
ers who appear as “ stars ’’ and who occupy 
that position merely because of youth, ani- 
mation, a little personal beauty and an un- 
limited use of the lithograph and the twenty 
sheet poster. 

Among the persons who chiefly contro! the 
theater of the present day there is scarcely 
one who is competent to judge of the merits 
of a play on reading it, or one that can 
rehearse a company or help actors in the 
Gevelopment of their faculties. Most of 
them, it is well known, are completely 
ignorant of the history of the stage and of 
dramatic literature. 

The late Joseph Jefferson (who had un- 
usual opportunities to see and know) told 
the present writer that the method of one 
of the most influential managers in the the- 
ater of today was to assume the direction of 
a rehearsal, and then to address the com- 
pany, saying: ‘‘Come, now! Hurry up; 
this don’t rum smooth; more ginger, more 
ginger! Don't wait for cues "’; and the ven- 
erable actor added: “I should like to see 
that man rehearsing ‘ Hamlet ’'!”

One place, which in its day was counted the most 
ornate in the city, is the Perry Smith house at Pine and 
Huron streets. With its imposing entrance, its huge 
windows, its grand staircase, its lofty rooms, it was 
the envy of every hostess on the north side. Its recep- 
tion rooms were 80 numerous and so situated that three 
entertainments could be held on the same evening. The 
family abandoned ft years go, and its splendid capacity 
is now enjoyed by dozens of “‘ homeless’’ men and women, 
who consider it an ideal boarding place.

Michigan avenue is filled with the ghosts of departed 
splemior and hospitality. The N. K. Pairbank residence 
at Kighteenth street, which now is a fashionable board- 
ing place, was the rendezvous for happy young people 
when Wallace, Kellogg, Dexter, and Livingston Fair- 
bank, and their two sisters were growing up.
